New  York.  Dec.  29.— L'on  R- mon 
Barres  Luco  has  been  inaugurated 
president  of  Chile  with  the  usual  for- 
malities.

Washington.  Dec.  29.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — On  Dec.  21.  Railway 
Po.stoftice  train  No.  16.  the  Manhattan 
Flyer  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  was 
in  a  collision  in  the  Chicago  yards  and 
the  wreck  caught  fire,  destroying  much 
mail  matter,  including  letters  and 
Christmas  packages.  Echoes  of  that 
dlsMister  are  now  reaching  Washington 
through  the  receipt  of  charred  and 
partially  burned  letters,  nearly  all 
having  just  a  sufficiency  of  address  re- 
maining to  enable  "experts  in  the  post- 
office  department  to  decipher  and 
make  proper  dellevery. 

Today  Congressman  Dawson  or  the 
Second  Iowa  district  received  a  bunch 
of  ten  letters  from  the  local  postoffice 
which  had  been  in  this  wreck.  Mr. 
Dawson  is  wondering  whether  he  has 
received  all  letters  that  J^iay  have  been 
addressed  to  liinj  which  were  up  on 
thai  ill-fated  train. 

What  Beeame  of  Santa. 
Congressman  K.isteimans  s-ecretary 
today  received  two  letters  addressed  to 
the  congressman  coming  from  Wiscon- 
sin towns,  which  happened  to  escape 
total  destruction,  both  badly  charred 
about  the  edges. 

Other  members  of  congress  from 
lov.a,  Nebraska  and  Minnesota  are 
mourning  over  lost  mall.  Many  have 
been  advised  by  friends  at  home  that 
a  gift  from  "Hanta  was  en  route,  but 
up  to  date  the  presents  liave  not  been 
received  and  they  are  now  of  the  opin- 
ion that  their  Christmas  remembrances 
were  on  the  mail  train  which  was  par- 
tially destroyed  by  fire  in  the  railroad 
yards  at  Chicago^

New  OrleanF.  La.,  Dec.  29.— Advices 
received  here  late  last  night  say  a 
revolution  has  broken  out  in  Honduras 
and  fighting  is  going  on  along  the 
Honduran-Nicaraguan  border,  twenty 
miles  below  Cape  Graclas,  Nicaragua. 
The  forces  are  being  led,  according  to 
the  wireless  reports,  by  Gen.  Lee 
Christmas,  who  was  to  l\aye  met  1,600 
men,  many  of  them  Americans,  on  the 
Nicaraguan  border  with  forty  days' 
provisions.

BOY  IDENTIFIES 
MAN  AS  KIDNAPER 


Pittsfield,  Mass.,  Dec.  29  —The  boiler 
of  the  plant  of  the  Morewood  Lake  Ice 
company  at  Morewood  lake  exploded 
today,  killing  at  least  thirteen  men  and 
Injuring  more  than  twenty.

BE  DULUTHIAN 


Mystery  Surrounding  Death 

of  "R.  L  Denslow"  in 

St  PauL 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Dec.  29.  —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — The  mystery  tnat 
surrounds  the  finding,  at  the  Sher- 
man hotel,  Tuesday,  of  the  dead  body 
of  a  nmn  who  gave  his  name  as  R.  L.

It  does  not  naturally  follow  that  be- 
cause a  boy  can  recite  the  catechisms 
during  his  school  days,  he  is  destined 
to  become  an  archbishop. 

But     Tomklnfi'    invariable    argument 

was  that,  whenever  a  person  was  des- 
tined to  become  famous,  the  greatness 
of  his  character  would  protrude  In 
early  life. 

He  often  balanced  his  contentions  by 
grandly  alluding  to  the  occasion  dur- 
ing his  boyhood  of  a  visit  made  to  his 
native  town  by  some  great  statesman, 
and  the  glorious  fact  that,  to  com- 
memorate the  important  event,  he  had 
composed  a  short  poem. 

Such,  he  said,  was  clear  proof  that 
the  boy  who  wrote  the  lines  was  pos- 
sessed   of    a    poetic    temperament,  and

would  some  day  become  a  true  and 
recognized  poet. 

He  was  a  very  interesting  poet  and  a 
Bohemian  of  the  first  water,  and  in  his 
secluded  clu broom,  where  congregated 
such  as  himself,  with  long  hair  and 
drooping  brow,  he  was  regarded  as  an 
unrecognized  genius.  It  is  the  lament 
of  these  Bohemians  that  the  greatest 
men  of  genius  are  never  recognized, 
but  this  Is  merely  meant  to  console 
themselves. 

Amongst  poets  he  had  the  unique 
distinction  of  never  having  had  a  verse 
of  his  gambled  upon  by  a  publisher. 
Nor  could  he  afford  himself  to  publish 
his  verses;  and  there  was  no  periodical 
which  dealt  with  the  class  of  work 
which  Tomkins  generally  marketed. 

He  had,  therefore,  to  rely  on  some 
direct  channel  by  which  to  unburden 
himself  of  his  rhymes,  and  most  of  th« 
means  adopted  came  within  the  limits 
of  doubtful  literature.  His  rhymes 
were  often  attached  to  placards  and 
exhibited  upon  the  boardings,  and  the 
advertising  Arms  occasionally  sought 
his  aid  in  increasing  the  popularity  of 
household  commodities  by  means  of 
his  couplets. 

But  all  this,  by  the  way.  Tomkins,  as 
a  poet,  found  little  aspiration  In  senti- 
ment, and  maintained  that  woman, 
rather  than  her  beauty,  generally  dis- 
figured good  verse.  When  he  did 
weave  his  rhymes  about  the  beautiful 
maiden,  it  was  to  spend  unnecessary 
wrath  or  Indignation  upon  her  and 
her  methods,  all  of  which  marked  him 
out  as  a  confirmed  woman  hater. 

And  so  his  companions  came  to  re- 
gard him  as  dangerous  if  they  ever 
commenced  to  discuss  the  opposite  sex, 
and  discreetly  gave  Tomkins  no  oppor. 
lunity  for  argument. 

But  very  few  men  can  retain  a  dis- 
regard for  the  charms  of  the  other  sex 
tor  any  considerable  time.  It  may  be 
sudden  folly  or  it  may  be  a  gradual 
growth  of  wisdom  which  creates  a 
change,  but  the  change  generally  oc- 
curs, even  with  men  of  strongest  deter- 
mination.    Tomkins  changed  his  views, 


and  his  obduracy  melted  in  the  most 
simple  of  manners. 

He  sat  In  his  clubroom  alone  one 
morning  smoking  and  looking  through 
the  window  into  the  street,  as  though 
seeking  Inspiration,  although  he  gazed 
at  the  few  passers  with  little  Interest. 
At  one  of  the  windows  of  a  building 
opposite  a  servant  was  arranging  the 
curtains  and  flickering  a  duster  about 
with  professional  dexterity,  and  al- 
though she  was  a  very  pretty  girl, 
Tomkins  grunted  contemptuouslj',  and 
disgustedly  turned  away  his  head,  as 
she  saucily  waved  her  duster  at  him 
and  left  the  window. 

For  the  next  few  mornings  the  per- 
formances of  the  girl  at  the  window 
were  repeated,  including  the  final  wave 
of  her  duster  to  the  poet,  who,  becom- 
ing at  last  Impressed,  vowed  his  Inten- 
tions of  speaking  to  the  management 
of  the  building  as  to  putting  a  atop  to 
the  nuisance  should  it  occur  again. 

It  did  occur  again,  and  without  fur- 
ther hesitation  Tomkins  took  up  his 
hat.  crossed  the  street  to  the  door  of 
the  building  oposite.  and  knocked  im- 
portantly. 

The  door  was  eventually  opened  by 
the  same  servant  who  had  acted  so 
saucily  at  the  window,  and  the  poet 
was  rather  amazed,  and  began  to  think 
of  the  clearest  way  to  define  his  mis- 
sion. 

His  process  of  thought  was  slow,  and 
the  girl   smiled. 

"I  thought  you'd  come,"  she  said.

And  very  gently  she  closed  the  door.

New  York,  Dec.  29.— Col.  Theodore 
Roosevelt  has  not  declared  for  the  re- 
nomination  of  President  Taft  by  the 
Republican  party  in  1912.  Col.  Roose- 
velt made  this"  fact  most  emphatic  at 
his  office. 

•All  of  this  talk  about  me  support- 
ing Mr.  Taft  in  1912  is  utterly  absurd, 
Mr.  Roosevelt  said.  "There  has  been 
nothing  like  that  discussed  by  me  with 
anv  one  at  any  time.  And  so  far  as 
the  statements  are  concerned  that  Col- 
lector Loeb  has  become  a  Taft  dls- 
pt-nser  of  patronage  In  New  York  in 
order  to  secure  the  state  delegation 
for  the  presidents  ronomlnatlon  in 
1912,  1  know  nothing  more  of  the  mat- 
ter than  what  1  have  read  in  the  news- 
papers.

When  h^  was  \2,  he  was 
about  as  well  prepared  for  his  work 
as  he  was  the  day  he  was  born.  He 
showed  his  folly,  in  not  seeing  the 
storm  coming.  Wlien  the  people  if 
the  north  demanded  that  he  meet  them 
for  conference,  not  In  Jeru.-^alem.

Shemaiah  declared  as  from  God  that 
the  revolt  was  of  Him.  Beneath  tne 
working  of  human  passion  was  the  un- 
seen pressure  of  a  divine  purpose.  The 
raging  waves,  that  were  driven  by 
fierce  gales  of  hatred  and  pride,  were 
boine  along  by  the  swing  of  the  great 
tidal  movement.  Providence  works 
through  men  who  are  folKtwlng  but  the 
promptings  of  their  own,  sometimes 
evil,  heaits.  A  "philosophy  of  history' 
which  leaves  God  out  of  the  reckoning 
is  not  an  adequate  philosophy.

Washington,  Dec.  29. — Statements  re-

STATE  PARK 
IS  GAINER 

Lumbermen  Will  Leave  Large 

Tracts  of  Timber 

Standing. 

18,000  Acres  of  Reservation 

Will  Be  Opened  for 

Entry. 


There  has  just  been  erected  at  thp 
state  park  in  the  Fond  du  I>ac  reser- 
vation a  i-ommodious  log  cabin  tiiat  is 
to  serve  as  administrative  iieadquar- 
ters  of  the  parlt,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  state  forestry  comnnis- 
.'Jion.  The  state  forestry  school  al.so  is 
associated  with  the  management  ot 
the  park,  which  is  one  of  tlie  most 
magnifliient  reserves  in  the  Northwest. 

Under  the  fedenil  law.  the  state  is 
privileged  to  selttt  tracts  of  land  on 
tlie  reservation  after  they  liaye  Iwen 
logged  hy  private  parties  under  con- 
tract with  the  government,  which  sells 
the  timber  to  them.  The  state  pays 
1125  an  acre  for  the  tracts  thus  se- 
U'.ted.  The  Weyerhaeuser  interests 
have  logged  much  of  ilie  reservation 
and  have  purchased  much  more  -'t  tne 
timber,  but  recently  they  offered  to  re- 
frain from  cutting  over  land  that  eon- 
tain.';  about  300,000  feet  of  standing 
imiber.  This  offer  was  exceedingly 
attractive  to  the  state  forestry  au- 
thorities, wlio  .seized  the  opportunity 
to  emulate  Oliver  Twist,  They  asked 
for  more,  and  the  lumbermen  agreed  to 
let  the  timber  stand  on  such  tra«  ts  as 
the  state  authorities  might  designate, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  latter 
would  use  their  intUience  with  the 
Ir.gi'^lature  to  hive  the  lumbermen  re- 
imbur.«ed  for  the  deficit  caused  by 
Mut  h    an    arrangement. 

By  this  deal  between  the  forestry 
enthusiast.s  and  the  lumbermen,  the 
state  becomes  the  possessor  of  a  trad 
of  land  on  which  there  is  1.000,000 
feet  of  the  ftne.~.t  standing  pine  to  be 
found   in   Minnesota,    it   i.s  said. 

Next  \ear  about  IS. 000  acres  of  cut 
over  laiids  on  the  Fond  du  Lac  reser- 
vation will  be  thrown  open  to  entry 
under  the  homestead  law.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  ask  the  interior  department 
to  permit  the  use  ot  the  registry  sys- 
tem in  disposing  of  these  lands,  so  that 
the  costly  and  tedious  features  of  the 
tiling  method  may  be  avoided.  Under 
the  registry  system  the  prospective 
settlers  flit  their  declarations  and  take 
a  number,  and  when  that  i. umber  is 
reach'->d  in  the  drawing  they  make  tlielr 
selections.

CROKER  WOULD 
REDUCE  FIRES 

Says  He  Could  Cut  Them 

Down  One-Fourth  in 

First  Year. 

New  York,  Dec.  29.— Edward  F. 
Croker,  chief  of  the  New  York  fire 
department,  told  the  Merritt  joint 
executive  committee  yesterday  that  if 
his  department  were  granted  the 
police  powers  he  wished,  he  could  cut 
the  loss  of  tires  in  New  York  city  25 
per  cent  the  first  year  and  he  did  not 
know  how    much   the  second   year. 

Rag  shops  and  refuse  in  tenement 
cellars,  he  said,  caused  most  city 
fires:  inside  stairways  and  dumb 
waiter  shafts  spread  most  of  them, 
and  tall  buihlings  hamper  the  tire- 
men  more  than  anything  else.  About 
eight-five  feet,  seven  stories,  he 
thought,  should  be  the  limit  of  height 
for  any  building,  and  dumb  waiters 
ought  to  be  done  away  with  through- 
out tlie  country. 

The  committee  devoted  the  day  to 
an  investigation  of  fire  insurance  and 
did  not  toucli  on  horse  racing  mat- 
ters. The  committee  will  tjuestion 
City  Chamberlain  Hyde  about  the 
dinner  at  Delmonico's  at  which  it  has 
been  testitied  that  $500,000  was  sub- 
scribed to  defeat  anti-racing  legisla- 
tion. Mr.  Hyde's  name  was  men- 
tioned in  the  testimony  as  one  of  tho 
guests,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
find    him. 

City  Flrn  Collope. 
Hereafter  New  York's  lire  fighters 
must  be  graduates  of  the  city  fire 
college,  the  establishment  of  which 
was  announced  by  Fire  Commissioner 
Waldo  yesterday.  Fifteen  subjects 
will  be  included  in  the  curriculum, 
embracing  everything  pertinent  to  tlie 
profession,  from  general  fire  fighting 
to  gasoline  motor  engineering,  and 
fire  aid  to  the  injured.  The  faculty 
will  be  composed  of  the  assistant 
chiefs,  each  of  whom  is  a  specialist 
in  some  line.

He  is  as  far  re- 
moved from  the  old-time  conception  of  a  drummer  as 
daylight  is  from  dark.  The  agent  of  the  wholesaler,  he 
is  the  friend  and  adviser  of  the  retailer.  His  aim  to  sell 
goods,  he  knows  that  huiiosty  is  the  best  business  policy, 
and  he  would  no  more  think  of  giving  his  customer 
wrong  advice  in  order  to  sell  a  bill  of  goods  than  he 
would  think  of  forging  the  firm's  name.  On  the  road  he 
is  a  gentleman  and  a  credit  to  the  community  from  which 
he  comes.

LORIMER. 

committee  of  the  United  States  senate  has  declared 
Senator  Lorimer  of  Illinois,  against  whom  it  is 
in  the  senate  was  procured  by 
is  entitled  to  retain  it  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  four  members  of  the  legislature 
that  elected  him  have  confessed  that  their  votes  were 
bought  with  money,  and  that  several  members  were 
proved  to  have  given  or  offered  money  to  other  mem- 
bers for  their  votes  for  Lorimer. 

An  attempt  to  dispose  of  this  question  offhand  with 
out  a  vote  of  the   senate  having  failed,  the  senate  soon 
after  the  holiday  recess  will  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the 
committee  report.     In  other  words,  it  will  decide  by  its 
votes  whether  or  not  Lorimer  shall  retain  his  seat. 

If  the  senate  sustains  this  partisan  committee  in  its 
report  whitewashing  Lorimer,  and  declares  that  Lorimer 
is  entitled  to  his  seat  in  that  body,  it  will  be  a  national 
scandal,  and  a  disgrace  to  the  country. 

If  the  senate  votes  to  retain  in  its  membership  a  man 
for  whose  election  bribery  was  admittedly  used,  the 
senate  is  not  the  body  it  used  to  be. 

If  the  senate  condones  bribery  and  corruption  on  the 
flimsy  pretext  that  it  has  not  been  proved  that  enough 
votes  were  bought  to  affect  the  result,  the  nation  that 
suffers  such  a  senate  to  exist  is  not  the  nation  it  used 
to  be. 

The  argument  that  even  if  Lorimer  had  not  received 
the  seven  votes  publicly  associated  with  the  corruption 
fund  he  would  still  have  been  elected  is  a  quibble.  It  is 
not  to  be  supposed  that  all  the  bribed  votes  have  become 
known,  and  even  if  the  seven  were  all,  still  Lorimer 
should  not  be  seated. 

The  senate  cannot  afford  to  sully  its  record  by  ac- 
cepting as  one  of  its  members  a  man  elected  through 
bribery.  Men  have  sat  in  purchased  seats  in  the  senate  be- 
fore, but  not  often  when  the  fact  of  corruption  was 
known.  No  man  should  ever  sit  in  a  purchased  seat  in 
any  lawmaking  body  of  a  popular  government,  and  when 
it  is  known  that  such  a  man  sits  in  such  a  seat  and  the 
senate  condones  the  process  of  corruption  by  accepting 
him  as  one  oi  its  members,  corruption  becomes  a  recog- 
nized and  honored  factor  in  the  public  life  of  the  nation, 
and  shamelessness  usurps  the  place  of  honor. 

It  is  true  that  there  is  no  proof  that  Lorimer  fur 
nished  the  money  that  bought  him  his  seat,  no  proof 
that  Lorimer  knew  that  bribery  was  being  done  in  his 
interests,  and  no  proof  that  Lorimer  is  concerned  in 
any  way  except  as  a  beneficiary  of  this  shame.  These 
things,  too,  are  aside  from  the  question. 

There  should  be  no  place  in  the  United  States  senate 
for  a  man  who  is  willing  to  buy  his  way  there.  There 
should  be  no  place  in  the  United  States  senate  for  a 
man  who  will  let  others  buy  his  way  there.  There 
should  be  no  place  in  the  United  States  senate  for  a  man 
so  acceptable  to  the  interests  which  corrupt  and  prostitute 
free  government  that  they  will  buy  his  way  there. 

Lorimer  was  the  issue  before  the  senate  committee, 
but  when  the  report  of  that  committee  comes  before  the 
senate  for  its  action,  the  issue  will  be  not  Lorimer  alone, 
but  the  honor  of  the  senate  and  the  good  name  of  the 
nation.

Free    Speech. 

Theodore  Tllton:  Free  speech  is  not 
merely  a  spark  from  an  eloquent  ora- 
tors glowing  tongue,  even  though  his 
utterance  has  pow^.  to  kindle  nien  s 
passions  or  melt  their  hearts.  Free 
speech  Is  an  eloquence  above  eloquence. 
It  is  an  oratory  of  Its  own,  and  not 
every   orator  is   its  apostle. 

For  many  years  a  Carmelite  monk 
touched  the  souls  of  men  with  the  con- 
solation of  faith;  and  Paris,  llstenmg. 
said,  "This  Is  eloquence."  Then,  in 
that  trial  hour  of  his  history,  tlie  same 
preacher,  against  the  Impending  and 
dread  anathema  of  Home,  exclaimed, 
"I  win  not  enter  the  pulpit  in  chains." 
and  the  world  said,  "Hark!  this  is  more 
than  eloquence — it  is  Free  Speech. 
Yes,  eloquence  Is  one  thing  and  free 
speech  is  another.  Open  Macauley  s 
history.  Lord  Halifax  was  the  chiet 
silver-tongue  among  a  whole  gener- 
ation of  English  statesmen;  but  though 
he  woke  tlie  ringing  echoes  of  inaiiy 
a  parliament,  and  though  wherever  he 
went  he  carried  a  full  mouth  of  fine 
Knglisli,  yet  never.  In  all  his  public 
carrer,  did  he  utter  as  much 
speech  as  John  Hampden  let  loose 
single  sentence  when  he  said,  "1 
not  pay  twenty-one  shillings  and 
pence  ship  money." 

Edward  Everett  leaves  many  speeches; 
Patrick  Henry  few.  But  the  great 
word  painter,  who  busied  himself  with 
painting  the  white  lily  of  Washing- 
ton's fame,  never  caught  that  greater 
language  of  free  speech  that  burned 
upon  the  tongue  of  him  who  knew  how 
to  say,  "Give  me  liberty  or  give  me 
death." 

Free  speech  is  like  the  angel  that 
delivered  St.  Peter  from  prison.  Its 
mission  is  to  rescue  from  captivity 
some  divinely  inspired  truth  or  prin- 
ciple, which  unjust  men  have  locked 
in  dungeons  or  bound  In  chains.  For 
thirtv  years  the  free  speecli  of  this 
country  was  consecrated  to  one  sub- 
lime idea;  an  idea  graven  on  the  bell 
of  independence,  which  says,  "Proclaim 
liberty  through  the  land,  to  all  the 
inhabitants  liiereof."  After  thirty 
years'  debate  on  human  liberty,  this 
idea  is  like  Opehlia's  rosemary.  It  is 
for  reuiembi-ance;  and  it  calls  to  mind 
the  champions  of  free  speech  in  New 
England.  They  are  the  choice  master 
spirits  of  the  age.  Some  of  them  have 
been  hissed,  other  hailed,  all  sliall 
be  revered.  As  the  legend  runs.  Saint 
Hubert  died  and  was  burled.  A  green 
branch  lying  on  his  breast  was  buried 
with  him;  and  when  at  the  end  of 
100  years,  his  grave  was  opened,  the 
good  man's  body  had  dissolved  into 
dust,  but  the  fair  branch  had  kept 
its  perenlal  green.  So  the  advocates 
of  free  speech  shall  die  and  their 
laurels  be  buried  with  them.  But 
when  the  next  generation,  wise.  Just 
and  impartial,  shall  make  inquiry  for 
the  heroes,  the  prophets,  and  princely 
souls  of  this  present  age,  long  after 
their  bones  are  ashes,  their  laurels 
shall  abide   In   imperishable   green. 


Toledo  Blade:  Two  Items  of  news  in 
the  same  column  of  the  Municipal 
Journal  and  Engineer  are  submitted  for 
the  thoughtful  consideration  of  citi- 
zens. 

The    first    Is: 

Indianapolis,  Ind. — Plans  for  making 
a  fight  against  the  enactment  of  a  law 
authorizing  cities  of  Indiana  to  adopt 
the  commission  forna  of  government 
were  made  last  week  at  a  conference 
of  mayors  of  Indiana  cities  at  the 
Denlson  hotel.  The  meeting  was  held 
in  response  to  letters  sent  out  by 
Mayor  Lawrence  Becker  of  Hammond. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  the  mayors  at 
the  meeting  that  a  city  could  not  be 
run  any  better  by  a  commission  than 
by  a  mayor  and  his  boards,  and  they 
decided  to  fight  the  proposal  when  it 
comes  before  the  legislature  this  win- 
ter." 

The  second: 

"Kansas  City— The  clo.se  of  1910  will 
see  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  establislied  on 
a  cash-paying  basis,  with  a  surplus  In 
every  one  of  its  funds  except  the  light- 
ing fund,  its  floating  debt  almost  wiped 
out  and  none  of  the  revenue  for  1911 
used  for  the  expenses  of  1910.  That 
Is  to  be  the  condition  financially  at  the 
close  of  the  first  nine  months  of  gov- 
ernment by  commission  as  announced 
by  Charles  W.  Green,  commissioner  of 
finance  and  revenue.  It  is  the  result, 
he  says,  of  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
provisions  of  the  commission  law  that 
requires  a  municipality  to  "live  within 
its  means."  It  is  pointed  out  that  when 
the  commissioners  took  charge  last 
April  the  funds  for  1910  practically  had 
been  used  in  advance  and  there  was  an 
indebtedness  against  nearly  every  fund. 
The  assessed  valuation  of  the  enlarged 
city  made  in  1910  on  which  to  collect 
taxes  for  1911  expenses  is  $58,800,000. 
against  an  assessed  valuation  of  $71,- 
000,000  made  in  1909  for  1910  expenses 
of  the  city  before  the  extension  of  its 
limits,  and  the  rate  of  taxation  in  the 
larger  city  for  all  purposes — state,  city, 
parks  and  schools — is  the  same  under 
the  1909  levy,  $1.80  on  the  hundred. 
'When  commission  government  began 
the  acquisition  of  new  territory  had 
seriously  depleted  the  treasury.'  Mr. 
Green  said.  'There  was  an  indebted- 
ness against  every  fund.  This  has  been 
paid,  except  a  small  amount  in  the 
lighting  fund,  and  the  commissions 
have  managed  to  get  along  without 
drawing  in  advance  on  anticipated 
revenues,  as  was  the  cu.stom  for  years 
under  the  old  council   rule." 

The  improvement  of  ilie  commission 
plan  in  Kansas  City.  Kan.,  over  the  old 
political  and  wasteful  government, 
might  explain  why  the  mayors  of 
twelve  Indiana  towns  found  it  expedi- 
ent to  organize  against  the  betterment. 
They  can  see  nothing  for  tiiemselves  in 
tliat".

THE  COUNTRY  WEEKLY. 

Says  the  Greenbush  Tribune:  "Some  little  two-by- 
four  youngster  down  in  Kansas  has  written  an  article 
saying  that  the  country  weekly  should  abolish  its  edi- 
torial page,  since  the  daily  paper  furnishes  sufficient 
amount  of  that  feature,  and  in  short  the  country  editor, 
according  to  this  writer,  doesn't  know  much  anyway. 
The  latter  statement  may  be  more  or  le.-s  true,  but  we 
will  be  hanged  if  we  will  do  away  with  our  editorial 
page  as  long  as  we  run  a  newspaper.  We  may  not  get 
a  brilliant  idea  very  often,  but  if  among  the  heap  of  stuff 
we  write  a  gem  should  occasionally  appear  we  will  feel 
that  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.  The  editors  of 
papers  like  The  Duluth  Herald  or  Minneapolis  Journal 
are  only  human  beings,  and  we  don't  see  that  they  arc  so 
all- fired  brilliant  that  they  outshine  and  dim  what  we 
country  scribes  have  to  say.  A  country  weekly  without 
an  editorial  page  would  be  'weakly'  indeed.'" 

Right  you  are,  neighbor;  right  you  are. 

That  Kansas  writer  is,  indeed,  a  "two-by-four"  if  not 
less  respectable  than  that,  and  his  advice  measures  very 
much  less  than  two  by  four. 

Nobody  but  a  country  editor  would  dare  charge  that 
the  country  editor  "doesn't  know  much  anyway,"  and  if 
you  will  believe  us,  it  isn't  so.  It  has  been  our  ex- 
perience, after  a  fairly  long  period  of  brushing  up  against 
country  exchanges,  that  the  country  editor  is  about  as 
wise  as  the  next  one,  and  can  see  through  a  hole  in  a 
ladder  as  easily  as  any  city  wielder  of  pencil  and  shears. 
He  may  not  know  much  of  anything  about  some  things, 
but  there  are  some  other  things  he  knows  more  about 
than  anybody  else,  and  these  are  the  things  it  is  his 
business  to  know  and  that  it  is  for  the  public  good  that 
he  should  know.  He  knows  what  the  people,  the  plain, 
ordinary  people  who  are,  in  the  mass,  neither  ordinary 
nor  plain,  are  talking  about.  He  knows  what  they  think, 
what  they  want,  what  they  need. 

Generally,  too,  the  country  editor  is  a  free  man,  and 
therefore  he  wields  more  influence  through  his  paper, 
on  the  average,  than  the  city  writers  do.  No  doubt  there 
are  cotmtry  newspapers  that  are  "organs",  and  their  in-

THE  WATER  RATES. 

So  long  as  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  justice  of  the  rates 
charged  the  ordinary  consumer  for  water  by  the  city, 
it  is  right  that  the  matter  should  be  most  thoroughly 
investigated,  and  the  water  and  light  commission  is  re- 
sponding readily  to  the  demand  for  such  investigation. 

The  opponents  of  the  present  plan  object  to  the 
sliding  scale  of  rates  which  gives  water  to  large  con- 
for  lower  rates  than  are  charged  the  individual 
They  figure  out  that  the  total  cost  is  so 
the  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  is  so 
many,  and  that  therefore  the  cost  per  gallon  is  so  much 
— an  amount  larger  than  the  rates  charged  large  con- 
sumers. 

On  its  face  this  seems  like  a  plausible  case,  but  there 
is  another  side  to  it.  The  water  service  is  established 
primarily  for  the  service  of  the  homes.  There  is  a  fixed 
cost  below  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  serve  the 
homes.  The  water  board  says  that  service  of  large  con- 
sumers, who  wouldn't  patronize  the  city  unless  they  got 
the  rates  now  charged,  adds  little  to  this  fixed  cost,  but 
does  add  largely  to  the  revenues.  If  the  revenues  from 
these  large  consumers  who  pay  low  rates  were  elim- 
inated, a  larger  burden  would  fall  upon  the  homes.  The 
service  of  large  consumers  could  be  eliminated,  and 
would  be  if  a  flat  rate  were  charged.  The  service  of 
the  homes  cannot  be  discontinued,  no  matter  how  much 
it  costs. 

Nevertheless,  now  the  matter  is  up,  too  much  light 
cannot  be  thrown  upon  it  .

It  is  learning  to  use  it,  how- 
ever, and  one  of  the  first  uses  it  will  make  of  it  will  be 
to  adopt  the  commission  fona.

Christian  Scl<nce  Monitor:  If  Police 
Commissioner  Cropsey  of  New  York  is 
dreaming,  he  i.s,  at  ail  events,  dream- 
ing something  worth  while.  What  he 
is  striving  for  is  a  noi.-?eless  city;  and, 
yet,  not  quite  that.  It  would  be  fairer 
atid  clearer  to  say  that  what  he  is  aim- 
ing at  is  the  elimination  of  unneces- 
sary noises  In  the  dally  and  nightly 
"life  of  the  metropolis.  It  has  been  es- 
timated that  something  like  a9  per  cent 
of  all  the  commotion  made  in  a  great 
city  every  twenty-four  hours  is  useless 
and  avoidable.  Noise-making  is  a  per- 
nicious habit,  not  a  utilitarian  practice. 
It  is  an  inheritance  from  barbarism. 
Most  of  the  racket  of  the  city  is  a-s  in- 
excusable and  as  senseless  as  the  beat- 
ing of  tom-  toms.  A  great  part  of  it  is 
made  simply  because  disturbance,  tur- 
bulence, tumultousr.ess,  have  become 
customary  under  the  misapprehension 
that  they  stand  for  healthy  activity 
and  legitimate  bustle.  Another  great 
part  of  the  noise  is  directly  attributable 
to  the  effort  of  noise  makers  to  outdo 
each  other.  The  flat-wheel  trolley 
makes  so  much  noise  that,  to  be  heard 
at  all,  the  automobile  must  screech; 
the  newsboys,  fighting  for  existence, 
must  yell;  the  fire  department,  looking 
for  right-of-way.  must  whistle  and 
ring;  the  populace,  carried  away  by  the 
excitement,  must  shout  and  the  loco- 
motives and  steamboats,  lest  they  be 
forgotten,  must  swell  the  chorus. 

It  seems  like  a  hopeless  task  to  un- 
dertake to  stop  It,  but  nothing  that  is 
right  is  beyond  attainment.  Noise  has 
become  something  worse  than  a  toler- 
able nuisance  in  the  large  cities  of  this 
country.  It  should  be  educated  out  of 
existence.  In  the  meantime  the  thing 
to  do  Is  to  encourage  Police  Commis- 
sioner Cropsey  of  New  York  and  every 
other  person  who  stands  out  courage- 
ously for  order  and  reasonable  quiet.

Chicago  Daily  Socialist:  Capitalism 
has  taught  the  world  how  to  produce. 

Under  the  stimulus  of  private  gain, 
men  have  organiz»'d  industry  and  com- 
merce to  great  efficiency  and  have  suc- 
ceeded In  producing  enough  to  feed, 
clothe  and  house  the  world. 

The  marvel  of  the  last  half  century 
has  been  the  accumulation  of  wealth; 
the  creation  of  fabulous  fortunes  and 
the  magic-like  development  of  produc- 
tive industry. 

But,  sidt'  by  side,  these  vast  stores  of 
wealth  and  the  factories  and  shops  that 
i)roduce  them  are  hungi-y  and  naked 
men  and  women  anxious  to  work,  but 
are  unable  to  find  employment. 

Strange  paradox!  Some  must  go  un- 
fed because  others  have  too  much! 
Some  are  bare  because  there  are  too 
many  clothes!  Millions  are  poor  be- 
cause they  create  too  much  wealth! 
And  yet  this  is  the  actual  condition  of 
affairs  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  civilized  world. 

Poverty  exists  in  the  midst  of  plenty 
and  hunger  among  piles  of  food. 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  absurd 
condition — of   this   unspeakable   shame? 

It  is  due  to  the  unscientific  and  in- 
equitable methods  of  ulstrlbuting  the 
wealth  aftrr  it  has  been  created. 

The  great  majority  of  people  have  no 
property,  no  land,  no  means  of  produc- 
tion; they  have  nothing  to  sell  but  their 
labor  power. 

As  long  as  they  find  a  market  for 
this  they  can  live,  but  since  their  wage 
is,  on  the  whole,  the  cost  of  their  liv- 
ing, they  do  not  accumulate,  and  when 
they  lose  their  job  they  are  on  tho 
verge  of  destitution. 

Now,  since  thev  produce  much  more 
than  they  rf^celve  (or  consume),  the 
markets  become  overstocked;  owners  of 
factories  discharge  their  employes  and 
shut  down,  because  there  are  too  many 
goods.

The  Docket:  In  the  case  of  Tread- 
well  vs.  State,  53  Southern  Reporter.

"The  supreme  court  of  Alabama  held 
that  this  objection  was  without  merit, 
giving  the  following  as  Its  reason:  "It 
Is  hardly  to '  be  supposed  In  this  day 
and  generation  that  expert  testimony 
Is  required  in  the  taste  of  whisky  to 
say  whether  or  not  a  liquid  is  whisky. 
It  may  require  a  connoisseur  to  tell  the 
different  brands  of  a  superior  from  an 
nferlor  article,  but  the  law  makes  no 
such  distinction  In  prosecutions  for  vi- 
olation of  liquor  laws." 


Fewer  Lambs  In  i;\  all  Street. 

Moody's  Magazine:  Conditions  have 
changed  in  Wall  street.  The  perils  of 
margin  trading,  the  manipulation,  the 
"wash  sales,"  the  pools  and  the  arti- 
ficiality have  all  been  shown  in  their 
nakedness  to  the  "outsider,"  who  con- 
sequently is  Inclined  to  trade  much 
more  cautiously  or  to  remain  a  real 
"outsider,  "  until  he  can  enter  on  more 
equal  terms.  As  a  result  Wall  street 
for  the  last  few  years  has  been  looking 
In  vain  for  the  "lambs,"  who  "come  in 
at  tho  top"  and  are  "sold  out  at  the 
bottom,"  etc.

Pure  and  sim- 
ple speculators  they  were,  scalping 
fractions,  anxiously  discussing  "tips 
and  following  the  "big  fellows'  from 
day  to  day.  They  are  gone  because 
Wall  street  abused  them. 

Wall  street  built  up  Its  machinery  on 
a  false  basis  of  business,  and  now  when 
the  traders  are  either  tired  of  the 
abuse,  or  have  been  dispolled,  or  realize 
more  fully  the  nature  of  the  "game,"  It 
is  no  wonder  that  the  street  has  been 
more  or  less  deserted.  .        ^.  ,.  , 

If  Instead  of  following  the  policy  of 
training  the  public  into  the  idea  that 
Wall  street  was  In  the  business  of 
merely  trading  in  fluctuations  the 
bankers  and  brokers  had  united  In  em- 
phasizing the  fact  that  here  was  a  mar- 
ket In  which  could  be  bought  and  sold 
a  long  list  of  the  most  attractive  in- 
vestments In  the  world.  Irrespective  of 
temporary  fluctuations,  and  that  any 
one  purchasing  or  selling  a  security 
would  have  the  advantage  of  a  free, 
open  and  actual  market,  the  country 
would  today  have  a  different  feeling  to- 
ward Wall  street.

Discoverer  of  Famous  Gogebic  Pro- 
perty Dead  iu  Xew  York. 

Marqu'-tte.  Mich..  Dec.  29.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — A.  Lanfear  Norrie, 
aged  52.  a  New  York  broker,  formerly 
a  resident  of  Marquette  and  famous  as 
the  discoverer  of  the  rich  Norrie  mine 
on  the  Gogebic  iron  range,  at  Iron- 
wood.  Mich.,  Is  dead,  according  to  word 
received    here. 

Mr  Norrie  came  to  Marquette  about 
twenty-five  years  ago  and  was  a  sort 
of  protege  of  J.  M.  Longyear.  his  rela- 
tives having  in  a  sense  put  him  In  Mr. 
Longyear's  charge,  when  he  came  to 
the  upper  peninsula  for  the  purpose  of 
loiatlng  an  Iron  mine. 

Unlike  the  vast  majority  who  came 
to  the  upper  peninsula  In  the  early 
days  on  a  similar  quest.  Mr.  Norrie  was 
.su<cessful  and  located  one  of  the  most 
valuable  properties  on  the  Gogebic 
range  The  ttnd  made  him  wealthy, 
and  as  a  tribute  of  appreciation  to  the 
mining  region,  he  afterwards  estab- 
lished a  $10,000  scholarship  at  the 
Michigan  College  of  Mines,  known  as 
ihe  Norrie  fund.  The  present  trustees 
of  this  fund  are  J.  M.  Longyear,  D.  H. 
Ball  and  D.  W.  Powell.  Mr.  Norrie  also 
gave  a  memorial  window  at  St.  Paul's 
church  in  this  city,  which  Is  conceded 
to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  win- 
dows In  Northern  Mlnchlgan.

Little  Aeconiplislied. 
There  was  a  sentiment  alter  the   ad- 
iournment   that   but   little   had   been  ac- 
complished,   despite    the    flood    of    talk. 
Both   the  commissioners  and   the   100  or 
more    citizens    from    all     parts    of     the 
citv  seemed  to  leave   the  council  chain-  i 
bers    with  about   the   same    view   of   tlie  i 
situation    as    they    had    when    they    en- 
tered.      Several    of    the    commissioners 
spoke    at   some    lencth    In   an   effort    to 
ha\e   their  listeners  come  to  an   under-

In  short,  the  bulwark  of  the  commis- 
sioners was  that  they  had  been  con- 
ducting the  affairs  of  the  water  and 
light  department  upon  a  businesslike 
basis,  and  that  the  methods  which  they 
have  been  following  arc  the  result  of 
years  of  develoiiment.  They  main- 
tained that  the  largest  consumers  of 
water  would  be  lost  if  the  rates  were 
raised  to  the  extent  demanded  by  the 
hillside  clubs.  To  illustrate  the  point, 
President  L.  B.  Manley,  who  iireslded, 
took  six  ot  the  largest  users,  or  classes 
of  users.  He  showed  that  although 
they  have  greatly  reduced  rates,  they 
bring  the  department  a  net  revenue  of 
about  |14.r.00,  which  would  otherwise 
be  lost.  He  explained  that  the  gross 
receipts  from  them  amount  to  approx- 
imately 116.500,  which  are  obtained  at 
an  additional  operating  expense  of 
about  $2,000.

Peter  Olson  of  the  ^\  est  End  Im- 
provement club,  who  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  general  committee  of  the 
hillside  clubs,  wanted  it  first  made 
clear  that  he  was  appearing  a.s  an  in- 
dividual and  not  as  a  representative  of 
the  clubs,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in

He  stated  that  it  looks  queer  to  him 
that  the  department  shall  Install  a 
booster  pump  at  the  West  Duluth 
reservoir  when  the  department  also  al- 
leges that  the  water  in  that  reservoir 
has  to  be  drained  in  order  to  prevent 
it  from  becoming  stagnant.  He  said 
that  the  argument  of  the  board  has 
been  along  the  lines  of  what  would 
happen  if  the  big  consumers  would 
quit  taking  water  from  the  city.  H© 
thought  that  the  argument  was  3»iPt  as 
Kood  the  other  way  around.  ^Nhat 
would  happen  if  the  small  consumers 
shut  off  their  water."  He  stated  that 
the  people  are  stockholders  and  en- 
titled to  all  benefits.  He  asserted  that 
the  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  general,  and  was 
satisfied  that  If  the  proposition  of  a 
Hat  water  rate  were  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  it  would  carry 
unanimously.  He  spoke  of  the  low  flat 
rate  at  Minneapolis,  and  Commissioner 
T  T.  Hudson  replied  that  the  low  rate 
was  possible  there  because  Minneapo- 
lis had  no  Interest  charges  to  pay. 
while  Duluth  has  an  annual  Interest 
charge  of  about  $104,000.  Mr.  Olson 
answered  that  he  didn't  think  that  the 
city  should  sell  water  at  any  time  less 
than  cost,  and  the  statement  was  fre- 
quently repeated  by  others  during  the 
meeting. 

A.  A.  Fider  of  the  Central  Hillside 
Improvement  club  stated  that  In  his 
opinion  the  views  of  the  board  have 
been  colored  by  the  associations  of  the 
members  with  corporations,  adding 
that  the  board  seems  to  have  been 
looking  out  for  the  interests  of  the 
large  companies  and  not  for  the  small 
consumers.  He  referred  to  the  fact 
that  gas  Is  sold  at  a  flat  rate,  and  that 
the  department  made  more  money  on 
gas  last  year  than  ever  before. 

Walter  Thompson  said  that  the  board 
has  been  working  on  a  business  basis. 
He  likened  the  members  to  the  big 
corporation  managers  of  the  East,  say- 
ing that  they  sold  goods  abroad  at  a 
less  cost  than  that  given  the  American, 
or   common   people.

Commissioner  H.  H.  Phelps  stated 
that  the  board  had  an  experience  with 
flat,  equal  rates  to  all  when  the  ques- 
tion of  charging  for  lawn  sprinkling 
was  up.

series  of  question.s  to  the  board  rela- 
tive to  the  plant,  and  then  read  a  paper 
which  he  had  prepared  In  advance.  He 
was  in  favor  of  a  flat  meter  rate  to 
all  consumers.  He  said  that  under  the 
present  scale,  which  is  arbitrary,  the 
small  consumers  paid  all  the  fixed 
charges. 

F.  A.  Patrick  said  that  the  board 
ought  to  have  discriminatory  powers 
in  the  matter  of  fixing  water  rates. 
He  believed  that  a  uniform  flat  rate 
would  tend  to  keep  Industries  out  of 
the  city.  W.  A.  McGonagle  took  a 
similar  stand  and  explained  the  situa- 
tion at  Proctor.  He  said  that  the  com- 
pany Is  operating  at  a  loss  and  that 
he  cannot  see  where  it  will  be  mak- 
ing any  money  in  the  next  twenty-five 
years.  He  was  certain  that  should  the 
rate  be  raised  the  Proctor  company 
would  build  its  own  plant  at  that  town. 

Ex-Alderman  Q.  J.  Bloedel  entered 
a  vigorous  protest  against  the  extra 
charge  of  25  cents  a  month  for  each 
family  in  a  house  where  one  meter  is 
used.  For  instance,  if  three  families 
lived  in  one  place  and  all  the  water 
used  in  that  house  passed  through  one 
meter,  the  department  levies  a  charge 
of  60  cents  above  the  regular  charges 
for  the  two  extra  families.  He  thought 
It  extremely  unfair  and  was  far  from 
satisfied  wltU  the  explanation  given 
by  the  board.  He  also  took  occasion  to 
refer  to  an  experience  he  had  with  the 
manager  when  he  appeared  to  entei 
a  protest  before  the  board.

On  Thursday,  Supt.  Newberry  took  a 
force  of  men  to  the  St.  Louis  river 
school.

C.  L.  Hilton,  assistant  attorney 
general,  was  in  the  city  to  hear  the 
arguments. 

The  state  was  represented  by  John 
O.  Williams  and  Spet  ial  County  Attor- 
ney William  J.  Stevenson.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams presented  the  arguments  for  the 
■tate. 

About  a  year  apro  Auditor  Halden 
placed  the  t'elephones  on  the  tax  list 
and  they  objected  strenuously  on  the 
ground  that  they  nald  under  the  gross 
earninsrs  tax.  The  auditor  claimed  tlie 
right  lo  tax  them  on  real  and  personal 
property.  The  present  action  Is  the 
outgrowth  of  ilie  controversy  begun  a 
year    ago.

Washington.  Dec.  29. — Impetus  to  the 
movement  for  a  tariff  commission  has 
been  given  by  conferences  yesterday 
at  the  Wlilte  House  and  at  the  capitol, 
the  return  of  Representative  Long- 
worth  of  Ohio  to  Washington  with  a 
full  draft  of  a  bill  creating  a  commis- 
sion, and  an  announcement  by  Chair- 
man I'ayne  of  the  house  committee  on 
ways  and  means  that  he  expected  such 
legislation  before  March  4   next. 

Mr.  Payne  believes  In  a  legislative 
clieck  to  the  aggressive  expenditures, 
but  is  said  to  agree  to  the  necessity  of 
freedom  of  action  by  the  commission 
as  to  individual  Items. 

Mr.  Longworth's  bill,  which  he  ex- 
pects to  Introduce  next  week,  creates 
a  commission  of  five  members,  not  more 
ilian  three  of  the  same  political  party, 
salaried  at  $7,500  each,  with  offices  In 
Washington,  but  empowered  to  meet 
anywhere.  The  bill  embodies  features 
of  the  tariff  commission  bills  of  Sena- 
tors Beveridge  of  Indiana  and  La  Fol- 
lette  of  Wisconsin.  Introduced  at  the 
last  session  of  congress,  and  those  of 
Congressmen  Goode  of  Iowa  and  Len- 
root  of  Wisconsin  at  this  session. 

Mr.  Longworth  is  a  member  of  the 
ways  and  means  committee  of  the 
house.  He  will  have  further  confer- 
ences with  his  colleagues  before  in- 
troducing the  bill.

COPPERS  STRONGER 
AND  BUOYANT 


The    copper    market     opened     strong 

and    advanced    steadily.      Buying    came 

chiefly    from    shorts      who      apparently 

had     oversold     the    market.      Offerings 

were  scarce  and  stocks  were  difficult 
to   buy. 

The  news  was  colorless.  Americans 
in  London  were  slightly  above  a 
parity.  The  money  market  is  becom- 
ing easier  and  many  professionals  look 
for  an  Improvement  In  the  market  as 
the  supply  of  money  becomes  more 
plentiful.  Railroad  reports  generally 
displayed  Increased  gross  receipts  but 
showed   a  decline   In   net   earnings. 

The  foreign  metal  market  was  ex- 
cedlngly  weak  but  the  coppers  did  not 
pay  attention  to  it  as  stocks  were 
guided  by  profeslonal  hands  who  also 
were  operating  in  industrials  and 
rails.  "The  price  of  copper  In  London 
ha.s  declined  nearly  12  shillings. 
Large  selling  agencies  are  still  quoting 
12  cents  a  pound  for  electrolytic  but 
metal  can  be  obtained  for  12  %c.  Even 
at  that  figure  there  Is  little  demand. 
Some  consumers  believe  that  the  price 
of  the  rel  metal  will  be  down  to  12c 
by    the    middle    of    next    month. 

The  foreign  demand  for  copper  is 
slow  and  consumers  in  this  country  are 
not  in  the  market.

Ship- 
ments of  wlieat  from  Argentina  this 
week  are  estimated  at  1,260.000  bu 
compared  with  5t;6.00«»  bu  last  week.

FLAXSEED. 


Evidence  of  the  strong  position  of 
the  !iax  market  was  given  yesterday 
when  northwestern  vrushers  entered 
the  Wjnniptg  market  tliis  week  after 
depressing  values  here.  The  Winnipeg 
market  responded  instantly  to  the  ac- 
tivity of  buyers  and  values  firmed, 
the  advance  being  several  cents  while 
the  lotal  market  was  creeping  forward 
only    one    cent. 

The  leading  buyer  In  the  "Winnipeg 
market  lias  oeen  an  Eastern  crusher 
who  is  practically  the  only  Amerli  an 
purchaser  of  rtax.>ieed  who  has  accum- 
ulated supplies  for  the  distant  future. 
American  crushers  in  the  East  bought 
liberally  of  the  Canadian  crop  but 
when  it  was  reported  that  tlie  Can- 
adian yield  was  larger  than  had  been 
expected  the  disposition  to  snap  up 
offerings  became  less  pronounced. 
This  sentiment,  however,  did  not  lie 
with  the  leading  buyer  who  continued 
to    be   a    heavy    purchaser. 

The  Canadian  ».rushers  did  not  take 
out  as  much  seed  as  they  wouhl  have 
If  the  status  of  the  crop  had  been 
correctly  reported.  Canadian  grind- 
ers always  ship  considerable  seed  by 
rail  after  the  close  of  navigation  aiid 
they  believed  that  this  year  there 
would  be  enough  for  them  as  in 
former  years.  Th^y  did  not  believe 
the  Eastern  crushers  In  tlie  I'nlted 
8tcites  would  be  such  aetive  pur- 
chasers. When  tliey  came  to  make 
belated  purchases  they  found  the  mar- 
ket bare.  Tiie  estimated  crop  of 
around  5.000.oO«^  bushels  did  not  ma- 
terialize and  it  became  evident  that 
tli©  Caiiadian  yield  of  flaxseed  was 
nearer  early  estimates  which  placeu 
the    crop    at    4,000,000    bushels. 

About  the  same  time  Canadian 
crushers  began  to  seek  llaxseed  for 
rail  shipment,  not  having  obtained  a 
sufficient  quantity  in  advance,  they 
encountered  opposition  from  the  North- 
western crusliers  of  tlie  United  State.''. 
Since  the  close  of  navigation  the  East- 
ern crusners  In  this  country  have  held 
aloof  from  the  Canadian  inarket  but 
the  activity  of  the  Northwestern 
crushers  In  the  Winnipeg  market  pro- 
vided the  support  ,tliat  otherwise 
would  have  been  lacking.  With  botli 
Northwestern  crushers  in  this  country 
and  Canadian  grlndeis  seeking  the 
scrapings  of  the  Canadian  crop,  prices 
firmed.

While    the   needs 
of  this  countrv  will   be  lower  than  last 
vear    vet    the   deficit    in    the    production  1 
of  Haxseed  in   this  country  is  relatively 
greater.     The  Ar.eentine  republic  prob-  : 
ablv    will    produce    an    exportable    sur-  , 
plus  of  from  30,f'00.000  to  32,000,000   bu. 
•Most   estimates   are    In    excess    of   these 
figures,    but    it    is    history    that    the    Ar-  . 
gentine  crcp  has  invariably  been  under  ' 
the  estimates   issued   as   the  crop   went 
into    the    harvest.      The    United    States 
has    been    an    active    buyer    of    seed    In  ' 
the    Argentine    republic,    and    naturally  , 
there   has    been   an   effort   to  obtain   the  j 
seed    as    cheaply    os    possible,      .slow    in 
realizing    the     great     shortage    in     the 
worlds    crop,    the    buyers    abroad    have  j 
held   aloof    nntil    this    week,   when   they 
began  to  manifest  more  interest  In  the 
market. 

At  a  time  when  the  F:uropean  buyer 
Is  coming  into  competition  with  the 
American  buyer,  the  holder  of  Argen- 
tine seed  is  beginning  to  realize  that 
the  buyer  does  not  h<ild  the  whip  hand. 
The  result  has  been  a  steady  advance 
in  foreign  markets.  This  week  the 
acceleration  has  been  sharp.  La  Plata 
seed  for  January-February  shipment 
was  quoted  at  Antwerp  yesterday  at 
$2,066,  an  advance  from  Tuesdays  quo- 
tation of  about  4  cents.  Tuesdays  price 
being  $2.02s.  Not  only  does  this  re- 
Ilect  the  increased  interest  of 
peans  clashing  with  American  activity, 
but  it  indicates  also  that  the  Argentine 
crop  is  not  making  a  yield  that  had 
been  expected  earlier  in  the  year,  when 
some  estimates  were  as  high  as  40,- 
00O,0*'0    to    42.000.000    bu. 

"When  the  yield  of  flaxseed  in  this 
countrv  in  13o9  was  between  19.000,000 
and   20,000.000   bu,   a   sljorlage   of   about 


country  where  the  Industries  using 
flaxseed  are  comparatively  new.  Eu- 
rope is  accustomed  to  reaching  out  for 
supplies  and  her  problems  do  not  vary. 
This  countrv  was  confronted  with  a 
new  condition  and  the  rapidity  with 
whh  h  the  adjustment  took  place  should 
Iccite  admiration  rather  than  criti- 
cism. 

For  the  first  time  the  United  States 
became  a  competitor  with  Europe  In 
the  world's  flaxseed  market  and  that 
European  buyers  and  the  Argentina 
sellers  were  worsted  is  no  reflection  on 
the  United  States.  That  speculation 
occurred  is  not  denied  but  It  did  not 
re.-^ult  in  the  abnormally  high  prices 
now  existing  or  which  have  prevailed 
in  the  last  year.  Sometimes  the  swing 
was  carried  sharply  upward  by  specu- 
lation, but  the  bulge  was  usually  cau.sed 
by  the  over-confidence  of  uninformed 
people  who  sold  that  which  they  could 
not  obtain  because  of  the  curtailed  sup- 
ply. 

The  linseed  oil  trade  is  dull.  Buyers 
are  not  evincing  any  desire  to  take 
futures  and  sellers  are  wary  about  mak- 
ing contracts  for  future  delivery.  The 
trade  Is  still  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis 
and  the  small  demand  probably  has 
been  partly  responsible  for  the  decline 
in  flaxseed  prices.  The  demand  for  oil 
cake  and  meal  is  fair.

— A  new-old  capltol  is 
the  hope  of  some  of  the  state  officials 
whose  offices  are  located  at  the  old 
capltol  building.

It  Is  pointed  out 
that  the  walls  of  the  old  building  are 
strong  and  good,  and  that  when  the 
building  is  modernized  with  elevators 
and  other  conveniences  there  will  be 
room  enough  to  accommodate  the  state 
offices  which  cannot  find  a  home  at 
the  states  new   capltol. 

The  "dream"  is  for  a  three-story 
building  fitted  for  modern  offices.  The 
third  Hoor.  by  the  installation  of  ele- 
vators, could  be  utilized.  Then,  it  Is 
said  the  rooms  now  used  for  meet- 
ings— once  the  chamber  of  the  house 
of  reoresentatives  and  senate — could 
be  lowered  so  that  the  space.s  over 
them  could  be  made  into  offices.

This  smashes  all  records  and  -vvJll 
mark  for  several  years  to  come,  being 
about  three  and  one-half  times  as 
great    as    the    biggest   previous    record

The  tremendous  jump  is  due  to  the 
taking  out  of  the  flO.OOO.OOO  permit 
for  the  erection  of  the  steel  plant  near 
New  Duluth.  That  permit  called  for 
forty-eight  separate  buildings,  many 
of  them  -with  dlm'ensJons  several  hun- 
dred feet  each  way.  It  brought  the 
city  a  fee  of  $1,425  and  was  Issued  Aug.

CANAL  ZONE 

Ffint  and  Mann  Both  Will 

Report  Measures  to 

Congress. 

Both  Will  Provide  That  Gov- 
ernment Shall  Manage 
Supply  Depots. 


Washington,  Dec.  30. — Both  Senator 
Flint  of  California,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Inter-oceanio  canals,  and 
llepresentative  Mann  of  Illinois,  chair- 
man  of   the   house  committee   on   inter- 


state and  foreign  commerce,  expect  to 
introduce  general  Panama  canal  bills. 
These  will  Incorporate  their  differing 
ideas  as  to  the  needs  of  legislation  for 
the  waterway  In  the  light  of  a  White 
House    conference. 

The  White  House  conference  devel- 
oped substantial  harmony  of  opinion 
favoring  fortification  of  the  canal, 
presidential  discretion  as  to  the  exact 
amount  of  tolls  under  prescribed  maxi- 
mum and  minimum  limitations,  gov- 
ernment operation  of  the  dry  dock  and 
repair  shop  facilities  and  government 
sate  of  all  the  coal,  oil  and  other  ship 
supplies  at  both  ends  of  the  canal  to 
the  trade  of  the  world  passing  through 
the  canal,  and  the  safeguarding  of 
competition  through  the  canal. 
Treatment    of   SUppinK* 

The  differences  of  views  as  to 
whether  foreign  shipping  and  coast- 
wise shipping  should  receive  equal 
treatment  in  canal  charges  could  not 
be  reconciled  and  the  problem  still  is 
unsolved. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  the  conference. 
Senator  Flint,  immediately  after  the 
holiday  recess,  will  introduce  a  bill 
embodying  his  views.  His  bill  will 
provide  either  an  unqualified  free  pas- 
sage of  American  ships  or  the  collec- 
tion of  toll  and  subsequent  rebate  of 
the   entire  amount. 

His  bill  will  fix  a  certain  maximum 
and  minimum  of  toll  on  vessels  of 
other  countries,  probably  from  50  or 
75  cents  minimum  to  |l.23  to  $1.50 
maximum,  per  net  ton.  leaving  the 
j  exact    charge    to    the    discretion    of    tlie

It  also  will  provide  that  the 
government  may  take  over  to  its  own 
xxses,  when  public  emergencies  make  it 
necessary,  any  vessels  that  avail 
themselves  of  the  rebate,  which  would 
make  ali  coastwise  craft  engaged  in 
canal  traffic  subject  to  naval  uses  on 
demand. 

The  general  measure  which  Mr. 
Mann  proposes  probably  will  be  pre- 
sented to  his  colleagues  on  the  inter- 
state and  foreign  commerce  committee 
at  one  of  the  early  meetings  after  the 
recess.  Whether  the  bill  carrying  the 
amount  wanted  for  the  inltltlal  ex- 
pense for  fortification  will  come  from 
the  appropriations  committee  of  the 
military  affairs  committee  of  the 
house,  is  uncertain. 

Tawuey   in   OppoHltloq, 

Chairman  Tawney  of  the  former  is 
opposed  to  heavy  increases  In  govern- 
ment expenditures  and  It  may  be  that 
the  military  committee,  of  which  Rep- 
resentative Hull  of  Iowa,  a  defeated 
Republican  standpatter,  is  chairman, 
and  which  is  framing  the  army  appro- 
priation bill,  will  report  out  such  a 
measure. 

The  question  of  what  treatment  to 
accord  coastwise  shipping  caused  the 
principal  discussion  at  last  night's 
conference.  Much  of  the  time  was  de- 
voted to  interpretation  of  the  treaties 
with  England,  as  to  whether  the  gen- 
eral reference  to  all  powers  being 
treated  alike  was  to  be  interpreted  as 
meaning  all  powers  foreign  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  treaty  with 
Panama  as  to  preferential  treatment 
of  ltd  craft.  Senator  Flint  especially 
was  insistent  on  the  coatwise  ex- 
emption. 

Handling:    Ship    Sapplies. 

There  was  unanimity  of  view  as  to 
the  government  furnishing  the  ship 
supplies.  The  president  feels  that 
these  are  more  essential  at  the 
Isthmus  than  on  the  Suez  canal  ports 
because  of  the  distance  from  coal  or 
other  supply  depots  and  because  pri- 
vate concessions  would  open  the  way 
for  discrimination  between  canal 
patrons.

SHEEHAN  TELLS 
HIS  PLATFORM 

Downward  Revision  of  Tariff 
and  Resistance  to  Execu- 
tive Dictation. 

New  York,  Dec.  30. — William  F.  Shee- 
han  malies  formal  announcement  of 
his  candidacy  for  the  United  States 
senate  In  a  Itter  addressed  to  Mayor 
Louis  F.  Fuhrraann  of  Buffalo,  who 
with  other  prominent  Buffalo  Demo- 
crats recently  Indorsed  Mr.  Sheehau 
for  the  seat  which  will  become  vacant 
when  the  term  of  Senator  Depew  ex- 
pires on  March  4,  1911. 

In  defining  his  attitude  toward  na- 
tional questions,  Mr.  Sheehan  declares 
his  belief  in  the  platform  adopted  at 
the  last  Democratic  state  convention. 
He  urges  that  whoever  the  Democratic 
party  chooses  for  senator,  his  useful- 
ness as  a  public  officer  be  not  weak- 
ened by  unjust  criticism  during  his 
candidacy. 

For  Tariff  Reiislon. 

He  declares  himself  in  favor  of  a 
downward  revision  of  the  tariff,  and 
goes  on  to  say: 

"Trusts  and  combinations  that  con- 
trol the  necessaries  of  life  and  Increase 
the  cost  of  living  are  largely  the  re- 
sult of  excessive  protective  duties.  Be- 
fore long  we  shall  have  Judicial  inter- 
pretation by  our  highest  court  as  to 
the  extent  to  which  combinations  of 
capital  may  go.  For  the  immediate 
present  that  momentous  question  has 
been  removed  from  politics. 

Mr.  Sheehan  says  that  he  rejoices 
in  the  effort  to  bring  about  univer- 
sal peace,  he  would  heed  the  old  say- 
ing: "Trust  in  God  and  keep  your 
powder   dry." 

Not  Afraid  of  Btgr  Stick. 

"I  have  no  patience,"  he  continues, 
"with  the  senators  and  representatives 
who  have  repeatedly  submitted  to  ex- 
ecutive dictation.  If  I  become  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  people  I  expect  no 
patience,  if  I  should  surrender  one 
iota  of  legislative  independence  be- 
cau.se  of  executive  command  or  favor. 
If  the  people's  representatives  are  true 
to  party  principles  and  if  the  courts 
remain  faithful  to  the  great  tradi- 
tions of  the  past,  'new  nationalism' 
will  continue  a  futile  and  innocuous 
cry." 

He    concludes: 

"If  I  am  called  to  service  in  the  na- 
tional senate,  my  motto  will  be  'up- 
ward and  onward,  but  steady — always 
steady.' "

WHAT  CONSTITUTES  "CIRCULATION"? 

The  third  assistant  postmaster  general,  in  his  annual 
report  to  the  head  of  the  department,  raises  an  issue  that 
will  be  of  keen  interest  to  newspaper  publishers,  and  that 
uhould  also  be  of  interest  to  all  who  are  concerned  in  the 
economical  management  of  the  postoffice  department. 

Second  class  mail  rates  were  devised  to  spread  in- 
telligence by  making  newspapers  and  periodicals  cheap. 
The  public  always  has  had  the  full  benefit  of  these  low 
mail  rates.  The  cheapest  thing  in  the  market  today  is  the 
newspaper,  which  is  sold  at  much  less  than  cost,  and  is 
carried  through  the  mails  at  one  cent  a  pound,  a  lower 
rate  than  is  charged  for  carrying  any  other  commodity. 
The  cheapness  of  the  newspaper  is  in  a  large  measure 
tlue  to  these  low  postal  rates. 

Very  properly,  the  postoffice  department  uses  dis- 
crimination in  extending  the  privilege  of  the  second 
class  rate.  One  restriction  is  that  the  publication  se 
curing  this  privilege  must  have  "a  legitimate  list  of  sub- 
scribers," and  must  not  be  '"designed  primarily  for  ad 
lertising  purposes,  or  for  free  circulation,  or  for  circula- 
tion at  nominal  rates." 

What  has  been  bothering  the  postoffice  department 
ii  whether  newspapers  which  push  their  sales  by  giving 
I'remiums,  holding  voting  contests,  etc.,  really  have 
"legitimate  lists  of  subscribers"  and  really  are  entitled  to 
the  second  class  rate.  After  long  study,  tlie  third  as 
sistant  po-tmaster  general  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  list  of  subscribers  that  has  been  padded  by  ar- 
tificial means  is  not  a  "legitimate  list  of  subscribers ', 
and  that  congress  should  take  action  to  exclude  such 
publications  from  the  privilege  of  the  second  class  rate. 

Says  he  in  his  report,  just  issued:  "The  use  of  the 
premium  in  its  various  forms,  such  as  gifts,  chances  to 
win  prizes,  and  articles  of  value,  voting  contests,  etc., 
continues  to  prove  a  difficult  administrative  matter  in 
determining  whether  a  publication  should  or  should  not 
be  regarded  as  having  a  "legitimate  list  of  subscribers" 
as  required  by  law,  and  whether  it  is  within  that  clause 
of  the  statute  which  prohibits  the  admission  of  publica- 
tions "designed  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  of  for 
free  circulation,  or  for  circulation  at  nominal  rates.'  That 
tlie  circulation  of  many  publications  is  greatly  increased 
tiirough  the  medium  of  premiums  to  induce  the  subscrip- 
tion is  not  to  be  gainsaid.  Generally  speaking,  it  may  be 
said  that  THE  HIGHER  THE  TYPE  OF  PUBLICA- 
TION THE  LESS  INXLINED  THE  PUBLISHER 
THEREOF  IS  TO  RESORT  TO  THE  PREMIUM  AS 
A  BASIS  FOR  HIS  CIRCUL.VTION.  Many  publishers 
deplore  the  fact  that  competition  drives  them  to  the 
use  of  premiunis.  It  is  believed  that  a  majority  of  pub 
lishers  would  welcome  the  elimination  of  the  premium 
as  a  factor  in  subscription  getting,  preferring  to  depend 
entirely  u;)un  the  merits  of  their  publication  for  public 
patronage.  I  therefore  recommend  that  congress  be 
urged  to  provide  that  a  subscription  made  directly  or 
indirectly  in  connection  with  any  premium,  rebate  or 
similar  inducement  be  not  recognized  as  a  part  of  the 
'legitimate  list  of  subscriber.-.'  required  by  law." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  third  as- 
sistant postmaster  general  is  right. 

The  second  class  rate  was  established  to  give  the 
people  cheap  publications.  The  people  signify  what  pub- 
lications they  desire  by  subscribing  for  them.  The  news- 
paper which  the  people  want  sells  on  its  merits.  News- 
papers which  are  sold  through  the  use  of  premiums,  vot 
ing  contests  and  the  like  arc  obviou.\Jy  not  wanted  by  the 
people.  When  they  take  them  to  get  maps,  cookbooks, 
spoons,  dishes,  phonographs,  books,  plush  albums  and 
tlie  like,  there  isn't  even  any  assurance  then  they  will 
read  them:  and  the  practice  is  an  abuse  of  the  second 
class  mail  privilege. 

Subscribers  obtained  on  the  merits  of  a  publication 
constitute  a  "legitimate  list  of  subscribers"  as  required  by 
law.  Subscribers  bribed  to  take  a  newspaper  do  not 
constitute  such  a  list.

lation and  elected  by  the  people,  and  a  senate  composed 
of  two  members  from  each  state  and  elected  by  the 
legislatures.  There  is  now  no  existing  controversy  be- 
tween large  states  and  small,  and  there  is  little  left  of  the 
old  controversy  between  monarchists  and  democrats, 
though  there  are  many  who  fear  democracy  and  would 
hamper  the  people  in  every  possbile  way.  The  necessity 
for  the  compromise  that  gave  congress  its  present  form 
has  in  a  large  degree  disappeared. 

However,  the  Sun's  suggestion  should  not  be  taken 
too  seriously.  To  couple  with  direct  election  of  senators 
a  proposal  to  base  senatorial  representation  on  popu- 
lation instead  of  on  statehood  would  fail,  of  course,  be 
cause  there  is  at  present  no  demand  for  it,  though  that 
demand  may  come  some  day.  Its  only  effect  would  be 
to  drag  down  to  defeat  the  proposal  to  make  senators 
elective  by  the  people,  and  that  would  be  the  only  ob- 
ject of  submitting  it. 

As  the  population  now  stands,  undoubtedly  a  senate 
based  on  population  would  give  the  East  control,  and 
would  give  the  large  states  undue  power.  Therefore  the 
West  and  the  smaller  states  would  defeat  it. 

But  the  mass  of  the  population  will  not  always  rest 
in  the  East.  The  time  will  come,  as  the  center  of  popu- 
lation moves  westward  with  the  intensification  of  the 
population  of  the  agricultural  states,  when  the  balance  of 
power  will  come  with  it.  It  will  be  time  enough  then 
to  talk  of  a  senate   based  on  population. 

There  is,  of  course,  no  relationship  whatever  between 
the  plan  of  making  United  States  senators  responsible 
and  responsive  to  the  people  and  the  scheme  of  basing 
the  senate  membership  on  population.  To  tie  them  to- 
gether could  have  but  one  effect  and  one  purpose — to 
beat  the  plan  of  popular  election  of  senators  for  the  bene- 
fit of  those  who  hope  to  profit  through  a  senate  elected 
by  the  legislatures  and  therefore  aloof  from  and  unre- 
sponsive to  the  people.

It  being  painfully  evident  that  the  people  are  in 
earnest  about  the  direct  election  of  United  States  sena- 
tors, and  that  they  propose  to  bring  it  about,  there  is  a 
counter  move  from  the  side  which  bends  its  knees  before 
tae  altar  of  the  God  of  Things  as  They  Are. 

Says  the  New  York  Sun:  "If  it  is  now  thought  de- 
sirable to  abandon  the  original  theory  of  the  senate's 
organization  and  to  assimilate  that  body  to  the  house 
by  making  its  members  directly  responsible  to  the  people, 
v'hy  stop  half  way  in  the  movement  to  bring  the  senate 
into  harmony  with  the  theory  of  popular  governtnent 
and  to  make  more  quickly  responsive  to  public 
opinion?  Let  the  constitutional  amendment  which  shall 
go  to  the  states  for  ratification  present  the  question  of 
popular  represenation  along  with  that  of  popular  elec- 
ton.  It  will  be  observed  that  in  our  suggested  form  of 
amendment,  in  its  provision  for  the  apportionment  of 
senators  according  to  the  size  of  the  popular  vote  electing 
tiem,  we  have  preserved  in  some  degree  the  idea  of 
statehood  by  giving  every  state,  no  matter  how  small,  at 
l<:ast  one  popularly  elected  senator.  This  is  already  the 
niinmium  in  the  case  of  a  state's  representatives. 

"Thus  in  the  matter  of  popular  representation  in  the 
s;nate  the  great  states  would  come  into  their  own." 

By  a  compromise  between  monarchists  and  democrats 
and  between  large  states  and  small,  in  the  making  of  the 
American   system   of  government   there   was   created   a 


ANOTHER  STEP  TOWARD  COMMISSION  RULE. 

The  public  affairs  committee  of  the  Commercial  club 
last  evening  unanimously  approved  the  commission  form 
of  government  for  Duluth  by  adopting  the  majority  re- 
port of  the  joint  committee  from  the  common  council 
and  the  Commercial  club  favoring  the  Des  Moines  plan. 

Though  there  was  very  earnest  discussion,  in  which 
the  members  showed  keen  interest  in  and  thorough  un- 
derstanding of  the  plan,  not  a  word  was  uttered  in  op- 
position, and  Mayor  CuUum  effectually  disposed  of  some 
of  the  alleged  arguments  that  have  been  put  forth  against 
the  proposed  change. 

As  the  official  spokesman  of  the  business  interests 
of  the  community,  the  indorsement  of  the  Commercial 
club  is  highly  valuable,  and  the  members  of  the  public 
affairs  committee  exhibited  strong  and  intelligent  public 
spirit  in  taking  this  action.  When  the  charter  commis- 
sion, which  is  now  working  out  a  commission  form  char- 
ter, presents  the  result  of  its  work  to  the  people,  the 
Commercial  club  can  and  should  be  a  powerful  factor 
in  urging  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter  by  the  people. 

Mayor  Cullum  warned  the  citizens  in  his  talk  last 
night  that  even  though  the  debate  on  this  subject  now 
seems  one-sided,  there  will  be  strong  and  dangerous  op- 
position to  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter,  and  it  will 
take  a  hard  fight  to  pull  it  through.  Those  who  benefit 
by  the  existing  order  will  be  found  lined  up  against  the 
new  order;  for  while  the  old  plan  favors  special  in- 
terests at  the  general  expense,  the  new  plan  conserves 
the  general  interest.  The  old  plan  is  good  for  a  few  and 
bad  for  all.    The  new  plan  will  be  good  for  all. 


MIRACLES  EASILY  DONE. 

It  is  possible  within  a  few  years  to  double  the 
average  production  of  corn  per  acre  In  the  United 
States,  and  to  accomplish  It  without  any  increase  in 
work  or  expense. — Bulletin  of  the  department  of 
agriculture. 

Which  is  to  say  that  since  the  growth  in  population 

and  the  increase  in  the  ratio  of  non-producers  of  food 

to  producers  of  food  call  for  miracles,  miracles  shall  be 
done. 

It  also  comes  to  this:  that  society  is  learning  by  ex- 
perience, and  that  since  the  advancing  flood  of  humanity 
has  covered  the  available  supply  of  rich  free  land,  it  is 
necessary,  in  order  that  humanity  may  be  fed,  that  more 
shall  be  grown  on  the  land  already  under  cultivation. 
And  though  it  may  seem  a  miracle  to  do  this,  the  pa- 
ternalistic activities  of  national  and  state  governments 
in  employing  men  to  study  and  experiment  with  such 
things  is  making  such  miracles  commonplace. 

This  country,  up  to  a  very  recent  time,  has  been 
much  like  a  young  man  who  has  inherited  a  large  for- 
tune. It  seems  inexhaustible  to  him,  and  with  no  thought 
of  the  morrow  he  squanders  it  with  a  prodigal  hand. 
One  morning  he  wakes  up  to  find  that  the  end  of  his 
fortune  is  in  sight;  that  if  he  keeps  on  at  his  present  rate, 
presently  he  will  be  penniless.  If  he  has  good  sense, 
he  will  stop  in  his  tracks  and  begin  to  husband  his  store. 
This  nation,  like  the  prodigal  youth,  has  awakened  to 
find  the  end  of  its  "inexhaustible"  riches  in  sight;  and 
like  him,  it  is  stopping  in  its  tracks  to  study  how  to 
make  the  remaining  store  last. 

Raising  twice  as  much  corn  per  acre  is  simply  a  step 
in  that  direction,  and  there  are  many  others  that  must  be 
taken  and  some  that  have  already  been  taken.  A  case 
in  point  is  this,  from  the  Lincoln  State  Journal:  "Until 
recently  bricklayers  laid  brick  the  same  as  when  the 
children  of  Israel  wrought  in  the  land  of  Goshen.  The 
bricklayer  stooped  to  pick  up  a  brick  from  those  the  hod 
carrier  brought  him,  turned  it  to  find  the  face,  threw 
it  down  if  defective  and  sought  a  new  one,  placed  it, 
and  turned  his  trowel  to  tap  it  into  place — eighteen 
motions  in  all.  Lately,  under  the  incentive  of  bonuses 
for  speed  the  method  has  been  revised.  Now  the  up-to- 
date  bricklayer  has  his  bricks  sent  up  sorted,  laid  as  they 
are  to  go  into  the  wall,  and  placed  at  the  level  of  his 
hand.  His  motions  are  reduced  from  eighteen  to  six, 
the  number  of  bricks  laid  in  a  given  time  increased  almost 
in  proportion." 

As  with  bricklaying,  so  will  it  be  with  farming.  First, 
the  soil  will  be  analyzed,  and  what  it  lacks-will  be  sup- 
plied to  the  end  that  it  may  yield,  and  continue  to  yield, 
its  maximum.  More  care  will  be  taken  with  seed,  and 
no  seed  from  dege'nerate  "nubbins"  will  be  planted  to 
grow  degenerate  plants  bearing  degenerate  corn.  More 
care  will  be  taken  to  prevent  erosion,  and  there  will  be 
more  conservation  of  moisture  by  mulching  and  plowing. 
There  will  be  more  and  better  rotation  of  crops.  No 
land  will  be  expected  to  grow  the  same  crop  year  after 
year,  any  more  than  the  prodigal  can  expect  to  draw  on 
his  bank  account  year  after  year  without  depositing.  Land 
that  is  better  for  wheat  than  for  corn  will  no  longer  be 
called  upon  to  raise  corn. 

Necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention,  and  of  many 
things  besides;  just  now  it  is  the  proud  parent  of  the 
conservation    movement.

should  see  that  all  drink  be  properly 
labeled  as  to  age,  proof,  quantity,  etc.. 
and  be  as  represented.  These  officers 
should  have  power  to  take  samples  at 
any  time  or  place  and  send  them  to  the 
government  analyst  for  Inspection.  It 
is  a  disgrace  to  have  such  a  riisli  to 
the  saloon  trade:  but  I  believe  if  they 
were  made  to  sell  honest  liquor,  at  a 
stated  price,  within  stated  hours,  there 
could  be  no  more  profit  in  a  saloon 
than  in  a  dry  goods  store.  The  govern- 
ment should  allot  the  number  of  sa- 
loons to  each  town.  No  brewery  should 
have  any  part  in  running  saloons,  pen- 
alty being  suspension  of  brewery  and 
saloon.  Strict  hours  of  closing  and 
rigid  character  examination  of  saloon- 
keeper should  be  demanded.  Abuses 
punished  by  revoking  license  without 
mercy.  Hotels  of  good  standing  should 
have  privileges  for  use  of  guests  only. 

In  conclusion,  the  government  agents 
acting  in  Minnesota  deserve  the  high- 
est praise  and  loyal  support  of  every 
true-hearted  citizen,  but  because  they 
did  not  line  their  pockets  and  betray 
their  trust  they  are  being  severely 
criticized.

A  dispatch  says  the  judge  wept  in  pass- 
ing sentence.  What  would  the  judge  have  done  if  the 
recreant  one  had  stolen  a  million? 


To   the  Editor   of  The  Herald: 

Taken  even  as  a  social  question  the 
drink  evil  deserves  the  serious  thought 
not  only  of  a  few,  "or  a  section  of  the 
people,  but  of  the  whole  level-headed 
class  of  the  republic.  Of  course  the 
ideal  state  is  that  of  temperance,  the 
moral  virtue  of  the  golden  mean  that 
never  knew  the  shackles  of  human 
legislation.  But  the  age  of  the  gol- 
den mean  never  exl.sted  and  never 
will,  BO  the  personal  liberty  question 
can  be  laid  In  the  shelves  of  oblivion 
for  all  practical   purpbses  and  forever. 

In  the  history  of  nations,  drink  has 
been  one  of  the  greatest  scourges.  It 
destroys  with  accursed  ferosity  the 
poor  and  the  rich,  the  genius  and  the 
fool,  the  freeman  and  the  slave,  the 
mighty  and  the  low.  The  bones  of  Its 
murdered  victims  litter  the  coasts  of 
the  world  and  glut  the  bowels  of  the 
earth.  The  hovel  and  the  throne,  youth 
in  early  bloom,  old  age  In  the  eve  of 
life.  He  In  the  wake  of  Its  blight  I 
have  seen  it  kill  the  offspring  yet  un- 
born with  the  murder  of  Its  mother; 
and  the  son's  murderous  hand  repay 
the  double  crime.  I  have  seen  It  make 
the  mother  the  slave  of  the  street,  the 
disgrace  of  her  generation.  I've  seen 
It  enter  the  peaceful  heaven  of  home 
and  reduce  It  to  a  horrible  hell.  From 
that  home  I've  seen  the  true-hearted 
young  girl  leave  a  mother  with  heavy 
heart  and  tearful  eye  for  lands  un- 
known across  the  seas  braving  the 
horrors  of  being  a  stranger  in  a  strange 
land,  and  I've  traced  the  faithful  girl, 
to  find  her  sending  a  few  dollars  to 
save  the  poor  motlier  from  filling  a 
hungry  grave — In  the  meantime  being 
the  father  drunkard's  slave.  Yet  more, 
I've  seen  that  demon  drink  drag  from 
a  torn  and  bleeding  heart  the  un- 
natural offspring  of  that  dear  girl, 
hating  her  father,  her  home,  and  gladly 
vowing  to  Ood  never  to  return. 

With  few  exceptions  there  Is  bread 
for  all  In  this  majestic  republic,  yet 
we  have  to  provide  even  Christmas  din- 
ners for  the  poor.  What  is  the  reason? 
We  have  JalLs  and  all  the  expenses 
connected.  Where  Is  the  cause?  We 
have  asylums  for  Insane.  What  Is  the 
main  cause?  We  have  orphans,  home- 
less, hospitals  for  the  wretched.  What 
enemy  hath  done  this? 

It  Is  evident  to  any  reasonable  man 
that  regarding  liquor  as  used  In  this 
section,  gross  abuses  have  existed.  It 
Is  also  evident  that  the  state  would 
not  or  could  not  remedy  them,  for  Its 
officers  one  might  say  are  under  the 
influence  of  the  liquor-mongers  or  at 
least  hold  their  Jobs  indirectly  from 
them.  That  ia  fact  plain  and  clear. 
It  is  also  evident  that  a  number  of  un- 
scrupulous lawyers  have  and  will  reap 
a  rich  harvest  in  trying  to  thwart  or 
misconstrue  our  country's  laws.  These 
men  are  the  off-scouring  of  society,  and 
should  be  allowed  in  no  decent  com- 
pany. It  is  clearer  still  that  the  whole 
liquor-monger  tribe  havei  been  warned 
again  and  again  without  any  improve- 
ment In  their  conduct.  It  is  evident 
they  sold  liquor  to  Indians.  With  my 
own  eyes  I  have  seen  Indian  women 
drunk  and  then  put  up  to  run  races  on 
a  Fourth  of  July  celebration,  thereby 
to  give  glory  -to  our  country's     birth. 

Tuberculosis  follows  on  the  wake  of 
drink  and  the  action  of  the  anti-tuber- 
culosis movement  is  similar  to  a  baby 
trying  to  take  the  moon  from  a  tub 
of  clear  water,  unless  there  be  main- 
tained some  social  restriction  on  the 
abuse  of  drink.  Medical  men  can't 
gainsay  this  statement  for  the  life  of 
nations  has  proven  It.  Now  at  the 
present  time  we  have  a  number  of  men 
and  a  good  part  of  the  press  In  the 
limelight  preventing  or  helping  to  pre- 
vent officers  of  the  United  States  in  the 
lawful  discharge  of  duty.  You  know, 
citizens,  that  men  were  shot  down  as 
rebels  for  far  less  exhibition  of  Insur- 
rection, and  I  will  say  in  far  more  hon- 
orable circumstances. 

It  Is  plain  that  the  abuse  of  drink 
in  this  part  of  the  country  has  become 
a  public  nuisance.  It  is  thrown  in  your 
face  in  hotels,  the  depots,  the  public 
highways,  the  bus,  the  street  car,  the 
railroad.  Any  day  you  may  go  down 
to  the  depot  and  buy  a  first  class  ticket 
(mark  you),  go  Into  your  car  and  vou 
are  mighty  fortunate  If  you  have  not 
the  company  of  a  kennel  of  drunks, 
cursing,  swearing,  vomiting,  abusing 
and  obstructing  all,  regardless  of  age 
or  sex.  That  can't  be  gainsaid  for  I 
am  witness  to  It  over  and  over  again. 
And  then  we  want  personal  liberty — 
personal  freedom!  No  man  Is  free  to 
abuse  himself,  much  less  his  fellow 
man.  No  man  has  the  right  to  get 
drunk  any  time  or  anywhere  he  pleases 
and  then  get  scot-free  of  the  conse- 
quences of  his  filthy  state.  The  writer 
believes  In  true  personal  liberty,  but 
he  knows  what  It  means  and  what  It 
does  not  mean.  No  man  has  a  right 
to  become  a  public  nuisance,  or  to  make 
another  man  a  public  nuisance,  or  to 
aid  In  making  his  fellow  man  a  public 
nuisance — much  less  to  make  a  living 
by  such  lucre,  and  by  far  less  has  he 
the  right  to  demand  state  protection  in 
the  peaceful  pursuit  of  his  criminal 
conduct. 

Many  a  sane  thinking  man  therefore 
would  gladly  forego.  If  need  be,  the 
little  pleasure  of  the  moderate  use  of 
drink,  and  make  a  sacrifice, — even  It  be 
a  sacrifice — for  his  country's  good.  And 
don't  you  think  his  act  more  heroic, 
and  his  life  nobler  than  that  of  those 
demanding  free  scope  in  the  demorali- 
zation of  our  citizens  from  the  highest 
home  to  the  lowest  but? 

It  Is  an  axiom  In  law  that  every 
wrong  has  a  remedy.  A  great  evil  re- 
quires a  violent  remedy. 

The  liquor  traffic  should  be  directly 
under  federal  control,  whose  officers 
get  so  much  and  no  more,  no  matter 
what  happens.  All  breweries  and  dis- 
tilleries ought  to  pay  a  high  license, 
and  be  under  a  strict  system  of  federal 
supervision.  The  saloons  ought  to  be 
highly  licensed  and  under  supervision 
of  government  officers  who  change 
from     place  to  place.     These     officers 


New  York  Evening  Post:  In  all  the 
renewed  talk  about  revising  the  tariff 
piecemeal,  accentuated  this  morning  by 
the  Herald's  discovery  that  286  of  the 
391  members  of  the  newly  elected  con- 
gress are  In  favor  of  a  downward  re- 
vision, there  is  danger  of  forgetting 
those  features  of  the  protective  system 
which  can  be  revised  only  by  extirpa- 
tion. Short  of  removing  them  alto- 
gether, we  cannot  revise  tariff  with 
the  slightest  certainty  that  it  will  sat- 
isfy the  public.  This  appears  from 
every  day's  news.  Evidence  comes  from 
all  sides  that  the  popular  unrest  and 
dissatisfaction  with  the  Payne-Aldrich 
act  are  Increasing.  The  Injustice  of 
the  whole  system  of  public  favors  to  a 
few  has  struck  home.  The  voters  have 
their  eyes  on  the  sale  of  tariff  favors. 
The  party  leaders  have  begun  to  learn 
that  the  tariff  cannot  again  bet  revised 
as  the  McKiniey  tariff  was  reTised  or 
as  the  Dingley  tariff  was  revised. 

No  surface  rev'sion  of  the  tariff  can 
touch  the  deep  moral  issue  involved, 
and  that  moral  issue  is  really  the  main- 
spring of  the  entire  political  agitation 
on  the  subject.  "Thou  shalt  not  en- 
rich a  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many." 
This  is  the  :  mndate  behind  the  changed 
popular  attitude  towards  public  serv- 
ice corporations,  whether  in  cities  or  In 
the  states;  it  explains  the  desire  to  as- 
sess tlie  cost  of  public  improvements 
upon  those  who  benefit  by  them  in 
towns,  as  It  does  the  movement  to  con- 
serve the  national  resources  for  the 
common  advantage  of  all  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  it  has  become  a  po- 
litical crime  to  tax  one  citizen  in  order 
to  give  bounty  to  another,  to  make  by 
law  one  poorer  and  the  other  richer. 
Legalized  robbery  is  robbery  none  the 
less;  and  its  esseotial  immorality  is  no 
more  to  be  concealed  than  was  that  of 
slavery.  When  the  fundamental  equal- 
ity before  the  law  of  all  the  citizens 
of  this  country  ia  menaced  by  any 
economic  system,  there  is  a  state  of 
war  which  will  never  be  ended  until 
the  false  structure  comes  crashing  to 
earth. 

The  cornerstones  of  the  tariff  are 
greed,  ignorance  and  national  blind- 
ness. As  a  law  in  restraint  of  trade, 
the  tariff  is  as  odious  as  those  com- 
binations in  restraint  of  trade  now  In 
the  public  pillory.  Because  every  form 
of  tariff  taxation,  save  that  Imposed  for 
revenue  only,  is  the  extortion  from  the 
public  of  gratuities  to  favored  inter- 
ests, it  Is  impossible  to  hit  upon  any  set 
of  schedules  which  will  long  stifle  pub- 
lic discontent.  Inequality  is  certain  to 
remain,  as  well  as  injustice.  And  the 
selfishness  of  such  protected  industries 
as  the  iron  and  steel  trades  hurts 
those  engaged  in  them,  as  has  been 
well  attested  by  the  revelations  in 
Pittsburg  as  to  conditions  In  that  most 
highly  protected  center.  There  a  half- 
pauperized  clas  of  Imported  laborers 
testifies  to  the  tariff's  real  beneficence. 
Let  no  one  be  misled,  therefore,  by 
all  the  soothing  talk  of  the  good  re- 
sults to  be  attained  by  the  proposed 
tariff  commission.  Grave  abuses  may 
be  ameliorated;  some  tariff  hogs  may 
have  to  yield  by  withdrawing  one  foot 
from  the  trough;  but  no  effort  to  as- 
sess the  difference  between  the  cost  of 
manufacturing  goods  in  Europe  and 
the  United  States  will  'n  the  long  run 
avail  to  reconcile  the  American  people 
to  the  mother  of  trusts.  Prof.  Tauss'g, 
In  the  current  Atlantic,  shows  how 
foolish  the  theory  is  from  the  trained 
economist's  point  of  view.  It  Is  the 
principle  that  Is  wrong;  hence  no  de- 
vice for  blotting  out  inequalities — that 
is,  "excessive  profits" — will  ever  suc- 
ceed for  long.  Whatever  information 
of  Importance  Is  assembled  by  the  tariff 
commission  will  be  of  lasting  value 
only  in  so  far  as  it  convicts  the  entire 
system.  If  the  political  revolution  now 
going  on  In  this  country  spells  any- 
thing, it  spells  the  end  of  special  priv- 
ilege, and  no  more  utterly  demoraliz- 
ing special  privilege  exists  than  that 
masked  by  the  protective  tariff.  A  tar- 
iff commission  may  well  be  regarded 
with  suspicion  when  pronounced  cham- 
pions of  tariff  wrongs  like  'Senator 
Lodgp  come  out  In  Its  favor.  So  often 
has  the  country  as  a  whole  been 
tricked  by  tariff  revisers — as  is  now 
confessed  by  almost  every  Republican 
from  President  Taft  down — that  any 
new  scheme  must  be  closely  watched, 
however  well-intentioned  the  men  se- 
lected to  engineer  It,  lest  it  prove  to 
be  a  mere  device  to  protract  Indefinite- 
ly the  remedying  of  what  the  country 
on  Nov.  8  last  pronounced  to  be  mon- 
strous wrongs. 

Surgeons  do  not  attack  a  cancer  by 
Slicing  off  a  portion  of  the  noxious 
growth,  nor  do  men  fight  a  forest  fire 
by  cutting  down  a  few  of  the  trees.  It 
snail  avail  no  political  party  to  say 
that  one  set  of  manufacturers  are  mak- 
ing 10  per  cent  less  than  under  the 
Dingley  tariff.  It  shall  avail  no  politi- 
cian to  point  with  pride  to  the  free  list 
— hogs'  bristles,  works  of  art  twenty 
years  old,  marshmallows,  lifeboats,  silk 
worms'  eggs,  stilts,  skeletons,  turtles, 
and  leeches,  as  Mr.  Dooley  puts  It — 
when  he  has  sold  the  right  to  fix  the 
price  of  a  single  necessity.  As  John 
Blgelow  has  said,  all  appeals  to  pro- 
tected Interests  to  give  up  a  part  of 
their  tariff  booty  "are  like  appeals  to 
inebriates  not  to  drink  to  excess,  to 
burglars  not  to  burgle  so  much,  to 
thieves  not  to  steal  so  often,  to  swin- 
dlers not  to  swindle  the  chief  of  police 
or  the  Judges  of  the  criminal  courts." 
"A  privilege."  said  Louis  Kossuth,  "can 
never  be  lasting."  Nor  can  a  protective 
tariff. 

We  cannot  levise  the  tariff  in  a  way 
permanently  to  satisfy  the  people,  be- 
cause the  tariff  does  violence  to  de- 
mocracy. Its  natural  fruit  has  been  an 
aristocracy  of  favor  and  of  law-made 
wealth,  yet  the  "very  basis  of  our  po- 
litical system"  to  which  Washington 
referred,  is  the  duty  to  legislate  alike 
for  all  the  people,  to  furnish  to  the 
world  the  "too  novel  example  of  a 
people  always  guided  by  an  exalted  jus- 
tice." A  tariff  is  as  far  removed  from 
exalted  justice  as  the  East  Is  from  the 
West.  No  democracy  can  legalize  in- 
Iqult}',  corruption,  the  buying  and  sell- 
ing of  its  highest  legislature,  and  long 
exist  In  peace,  happiness  and  prosper- 
ity.

But  for  those 
who  feel  that  life  on  this  planet  would 
be  a  life  In  prison  If  it  were  not  for 
the  windows  into  a  greater  world  be- 
yond; for  those  to  whom  a  belief  in 
man's  omnipotence  seems  arrogant, 
who  desire  rather  the  stoic  freedom 
That  comes  of  mastery  over  the  pas-

their  worship,  the  pragmatist's  world 
will  seem  narrow  and  petty,  robbing 
life  of  all  that  gives  it  value.  anJ 
making  man  himself  smaller  by  de- 
priving the  universo  which  he  contem- 
plates  of  all   its   eplendor.

The  mail  of 
his  holiness  consists,  on  the  average, 
of  23,000  letters,  newspapers,  etc.  To 
go  through  thia  mass  thirty-five  secre- 
taries are  kept  employed. 

The  president  of  the  United  States 
receives  nearly  1,000  letters  dally  and 
about  4,000  journals  and  books.  The 
kaiser's  mall  consists  of  4,000  letters, 
and  frequently  the  same  number  of 
books  and  papers.  Our  king,  we  learn, 
is  favored  with  1,000  letters  a  day  and 
over  2,000  newspapers  and  books.  The 
oaar  is  not  overworked  in  this  respect 
for  a  sovereign,  his  mall  being  given 
at  650  letters,  etc.,  a  day.  The  kings 
of  Italy  and  Spain  have  to  deal  with 
about  300  letters  each.  Queen  Wllhel- 
mlna  Is  still  more  favored,  with  150 
letters,  etc.  But  President  Fallleres  is 
still  more  fortunate,  for  we  are  told 
that  he  receives  few  letters  and  hardly 
any  papers.

IN  PHILADELPHIA 

I  Rodman  Wanamaker  Starts 

Movement  for  Injured 

City  Employes. 

Philadelphia.  Dec.  30.— Through  co- 
operation of  Rodman  Wanamaker  with 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  a  fund  of  >160,r 
000  will  be  establlsiied  for  the  support 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  or  depen- 
dent parents  of  city  employes,  who  may 
be  killed  or  Incapacitated  by  Injuries 
received  in  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties. The  creation  of  this  fund  Is  the 
result  of  the  tire  here  last  week,  when 
thirteen  firemen  and  one  policeman 
were  killed   by   falling  walls. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  has  sent  a  commu- 
nication to  Mayor  Iteyburn  offering  to 
contribute  $50,000  in  sums  of  12.000 
vearly  for  twenty-five  years,  provided 
the  city  will  establish  a  permanent 
fund.  Mayor  Reyburn  transmitted  the 
offer  to  city  council  and  an  oi-dlnance 
was  Introduced  appropriating  $100,000 
to  establish    the   fund. 

The  dependent  relatives  of  the  four- 
teen men  killed  last  week  will  not 
benefit  by  this  new  fund,  as  a  special 
fund  of  $85,000  Is  being  raised  for  them. 
More  tlian  $40,000  already  has  been 
contributed   to   this  fund.

Session  Which  Will    Open 
Tuesday  Will  Be  Im- 
portant One. 

Reapportionment  Good  Roads 

and  City's  Docks  Are 

Chief  Issues. 


The  St.  Louis  county  delegation  will 
have  a  busy  three  months  in  the  leg- 
islature this  winter.  If  any  consider- 
able part  of  the  program  laid  out  for 
It  is  realized  before  the  session,  which 
will  open  Tuesday,  closes. 

Reapportionment  is  of  course  the 
big  issue,  the  predominating  desire  of 
all  the  representatives  or  Northern 
Minnesota  districts.  Confidence  that 
the  legislature  wil  enact  a  reappor- 
tionnient  measure  that  will  give  this 
part  of  the  state  Its  fair  share  of 
representation  in  the  two  houses  has 
recently  grown  stronger,  largely  as 
a  result  of  the  Biainerd  meeting  of 
the  Northern  Minnesota  Development 
association.  This  gathering  adopted  a 
strong  resolution  on  the  subject  and 
Governor  Eherhart  declared  in  a 
speech  before  the  delegates  that  if  the 
legislature  fails  to  pass  such  a  bill 
he    will    call    an   extra   session   for    the 

Lurpose  of  securing  that  action.  St. 
ouls  county,  because  of  the  doubling 
of  Its  population  in  the  last  ten  years 
without  any  increase  of  representa- 
tion since  1897,  is  particularly  inter- 
ested in  the  passage  of  a  reappor- 
tionment act  which  will  give  it  justice 
in   this   respect. 

Good    Roads. 

Good  roads  legislation  is  another 
item  of  the  session  program  that  Is 
of  the  highest  Interest  to  thig  coun- 
ty. The  legislative  delegation  met 
with  the  county  commissioners  Tues- 
day night  for  a  discussion  of  the  needs 
of  the  county  from  their  point  of  view 
and  the  subject  of  good  roads  formed 
the    chief    feature    of    the    meeting. 

A  plan  for  the  creation  of  a  county 
highway  commission  was  given  tacit 
approval  at  this  meeting.  It  provides 
for  the  employment  of  a  number  of 
experts,  with  headquarters  at  the 
county  courthouse,  whose  duty  It  shall 
be  to  devise  plans  and  execute  them 
for  the  building  of  a  definite  and  pro- 
gressive system  of  public  roads  through- 
out the  county,  tlie  chief  aim  being  to 
extend    the    roads    In    such    directions  I 


as  will  most  benefit  the  settlers  to 
whom  the  county  looks  for  the  de- 
velopment of  its  great  agricultural 
resources.  Thli  will  be  In  the  nature 
of  special  legislation,  if  it  Is  secured, 
applying  only    to  St.   Louis  county. 

The  i-tate  law  provides  that  no 
county  sliall  receive  more  than  3  per 
cent  of  the  total  in  the  state  road  and 
bridge  fund.  St.  Louis  county  now  re- 
ceives less  than  the  3  per  cent  limit. 
In  spite  of  Its  recognized  need  for 
superior  road  building  facilities  If  the 
state  is  to  be  developed  with  thorough- 
ness and  dispatch,  and  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  county  pays  more  than 
ary  other  Into  the  state  treasury  In 
the  form  of  taxes.  It  was  suggested  at 
Tuesday's  meeting  that  some  way 
should  be  devised  to  remedy  this  condi- 
tion, and  it  i.s  probable  that  a  bill 
for  the  purpose  will  be  introduced. 

In  this  connection,  the  St.  Louis 
county  delegation  will  favor  the  1-mlll 
road  tax  law  proposed  by  R.  C.  Dunn 
and  others  and  will  work  for  the  pas- 
sage of  a  bill  to  tax  state  and  exempt 
railroad  lands  for  road  and  school 
purposes. 

The    CIty'ri    Docks. 

The  most  Important  of  all  the  dele- 
gation's tasks  so  far  as  the  City  of 
Duluth  is  concerned,  has  to  do  with 
municipal  docks.  The  state  will  be 
asked  to  give  the  city  title  to  the  har- 
bor frontage  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth and  to  authorize  the  city  to  is- 
sue bonds  for  money  with  which  to 
buy,  equip  and  operate  other  harbor 
frontage.  The  successful  outcome  of 
these  features  ri  tue  delegation's  pro- 
gram will  mean  much  to  the  future 
commercial  greatness  of  Duluth,  as  it 
will  put  the  city  In  a  position  to  ex- 
tend dockage  facilities  to  all  comers. 
As  It  IB,  the  harbor  facilities  here,  as 
in  most  other  American  cities  on  nav- 
igated watens,  are  owned  by  the  rail- 
road and  afflllat'3d  interests.  The  pos- 
session of  municipal  docks  will  con- 
tribute much  to  a  solution  of  Duluth'.i 
hara.ssing  freight  rate  problems,  and 
for  that  reason  the  Duluth  members 
of  the  delegation  will  be  on  the  alert 
at  all  times  to  advance  this  project. 
Development. 

Some  scheme  for  the  co-ordination  of 
the  different  departments  having  to 
do  with  the  development  and  conser- 
vation of  the  state's  natural  resources 
w*ll  be  favored  by  the  delegation.  The 
Bralnerd  meeting  took  favorable  ac- 
tion on  such  a  proposal.  C.  P.  Craig 
of  Duluth  Is  one  of  the  original  spon- 
sors for  this  project  and  he  took  a 
leading  part  In  presenting  it  to  the 
convention.  Included  In  this  scheme 
for  a  unification  of  effort  Is  a  plan  fov 
a  forest  ranger  service,  along  the  linos 
of  the  federal  service,  which  is  ef- 
fective in  preventing  fires  to  a  degree 
greater  than  attained  by  the  state 
service.  This  proposal  received  an  add- 
ed impetus  at  the  lake  states  confer- 
ence at  St.  Paul  recently,  called  to 
consider  means  of  preventing  such  dis- 


asters as  that  j^hich  wiped  out  Spoon- 
er  and  Baudette. 

The  delegation  will  also  consider  thf 
request  of  the  city  council  for  a  law 
gtivlng  Dulutlir  the  power  to  Issue 
bonds  for  the  iFurchase  or  building  gf 
an    electric    lighting    plant. 

William  J.  S^venson.  special  attor- 
ney for  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners, Is  engaged;  in  whipping  into 
shape  a  number  of  measures  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  legislature.  They 
are  calculated  to  correct  a  number  of 
statute  deficiencies  that  work  hard- 
ship to  the  counity.  Some  of  them  ap- 
ply solely  to  this  county;  others  are 
of   state-wide   application. 

SAYS  SCHOOLS 
ARE  ALL  WRONG 


Prof.  Eugene  Davenport  Speaks 
for  Vocational  In- 


struction. 


Chicago,  Dec.  29.  —  Vocational  In- 
struction In  lower  schools  was  given 
hearty  indorsement  today  by  the  Il- 
linois State  Teachers'  association,  fol- 
lowing an  address  of  Prof.  Eugene 
Davenport,  dean  and  director  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  School  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Prof.  Davenport  deprecated  the  pres- 
ent system  of  education,  which,  he 
salJ,  gave  only  one  college  graduate 
to  about  every  8oO  pupils  originally 
enrolled,  and  which,  nevertheless,  was 
planned  and  conducted  on  the  theory 
that  all  were  to  be  graduated  from 
college.  Also,  he  said,  investigation 
showed  the  majority  of  college  gradu- 
ates made  education  their  vocation,  so 
that  at  great  expense  one  class  of  vo- 
cational instruction  was  being  main- 
tained for  much  less  than  1  per  cent  of 
the   pupils.     Prof.   Davenport   said: 

"Our  first  aim  should  be  to  teach 
the  pupil  to  support  himself  and  his 
fellows  who  are  banded  together  in 
governments."

Favorites  in  New 

Year's  Trade. 


Storage  Stocks  of  Butter,  Eggs 

and  Cheese  Come 

Out. 


THEY  ALL  GO 


IToliday  activities  of  not  quite  as 
brisk  a  character  as  last  year  featured 
the  produce  trade  In  Duluth  this  week. 
Interest  centered  cliietly  in  poultry, 
supply  whieh  was  larger  than  in  the 
weelt  preceding  New  Year's  twelve 
months  atfo. 

I'rices  covered  a  narrower  range 
than  a  year  ago  at  this  time  and  the 
trade  was  less  excited,  this  being  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  country  ship- 
pers exhibited  better  judgment  in  for- 
warding stock  and  kept  tne  trade  even- 
ly 8up]>lied  throughout  the  period  of 
holiday  buying. 

Turkeys  were  in  especially  liberal 
supply  and  prices  were  easier  than  be- 
fore the  holidays,  selling  lower  than 
during  the  Thanksgiving  day  trade. 
Turkeys  did  not  meet  with  as  urgent 
call  as  live  geese  which  were  shown 
unusual  favor  by  New  Year's  buyers 
and   sold   at   firmer   prices. 

Live  fowls  have  been  in  demand  by 
retailers,  shippers,  dressers  and  sjjecu- 
lator.s  and  have  sold  at  firmer  prices. 
Sprinp  chickens  have  been  unusually 
strong.  iJucks  have  been  about  sta- 
tionary in  price  but  the  demand  for 
tliem  nas  been  active.  The  failure  of 
duck  prices  to  advance  sharply  was 
due  to  liberal  receipts.  Huving  Dy 
speculators  after  regular  buyers  hau 
tilled  their  orders  furnished  and  outlet 
for  the  stock  remaining  unsold  and 
the  market,  as  the  week  closes,  is  in 
a  healthy  condition.  Dealers  have  en- 
joyed one  of  the  best  holiday  seasons 
in    history. 

•  •  • 
A  more  active  demand  for  fancy 
creamery  butter  developed  In  the  weeit 
but  the  market  was  too  heavllv  loaaeu 
with  stock  to  respond  to  the  i'mprove- 
ment  and  the  situation  showed  little 
liettt-rment.  Holders  of  stoiage  butter 
in  most  markets  will  bv  conipeliod  to 
pay  extra  charges  on  all  stocks  re- 
nuilning  in  refrigerators  on  Jan.  1. 
These  stocks  have  already  cost  the 
holders  more  than  they  can  realize  on 
tlum  ami  the  necessity  of  cutting  down 
llie  volume  of  storage  sujiplies  is  be- 
coming more  acute  as  the  time  for  ad- 
ditional payment  draws  near. 

Cold  stoiage  butter  has  been  thrown 
on  the  market  lately  with  a  lavlsli  nana 
and  much  of  it  has  been  sold.  iJvery 
pound  to  find  a  buyer  took  the  place 
of  a  pound  of  low  grade  creamery  or 
dairy  butter,  however,  and  the  latter 
classes  met  with  a  narrow  call  in  con- 
seijuence.  Butter  cellars  are  plenti- 
fully lined  with  butter  which  has  failea 
to  find  an  outlet.  L.ess  of  this  accu- 
mulation consisted  of  choice  stock, 
however,  and  the  market  for  the  lower 
grades  seems  to  be  more  depressed  tiian 
tliat  of  the   better  makes.

Cheese  values  had  a  weak  undertone. 

The  situation  in  this  commodity  is 
similar  to  that  existing  in  butter  and 
eggs,  speculators  being  loaded  with 
stock  purchased  in  the  period  of  drouth 
last  summer  and  which  cannot  be  sold 
except  at  a  sharp  loss  from  initial  cost. 

•  •      « 
Holders    of    cold    storage    eggs    have 

not  made  much  progress  in  their  en- 
deavors to  lighten  their  holdings.  Re- 
ceipts of  fresh  eggs  are  somewhat  diffi- 
cult to  buy  but  supplies  are  becoming 
more  ample  and  buyers  are  becoming 
more  aversion  to  the  cold  storage 
variety  as  fresh  eggs  corrre  onto  the 
market.  Cold  storage  stock  is  so  much 
cheaper  than  fresh  offerings,  however, 
that  only  the  high  class  trade  is  tak- 
ing   the    fresh    stock. 

The  potato  trade  has  been  stagnant 
and  values  have  remained  stationary 
in  spite  of  a  slight  decrease  in  supplies. 
.Sweet  potatoes  »eem  to  be  in  excessive 
supply  and  receivers  have  been  disposed 
to  make  concessions  to  stimulate  buy- 
ing. 

•  •  « 
Oranges  have  met  with  a  broader  In- 
quiry and  values  are  firm.  There  is 
a  strong  market  for  fancy  apples  which 
are  especially  attractive  to  the  holiday 
trade  Other  fruits  are  meeting  with 
a  fair  call  and  in  the  last  few  days 
have   shown   little   change  in   value. 

•  «      • 

Despite  the  large  pack  of  corn  this 
.'■eason  Jobbers  report  some  difficulty 
in  securing  supplies  in  lots  of  any 
size.  A  jobber  who  was  considering 
whether  or  not  to  increase  his  order 
from  3.000  to  5,000  cases  found  on  de- 
ciding to  increase  that  in  the  twenty- 
tour  hours  In  which  he  debated  which 
course  to  pursue  the  lot  had  been  sold 
at  firmer  prices.  Well  posted  buvers 
)>elieve  the  firm  values  will  not  only 
continue  but  that  prices  will  steadily 
advance.

A  quiet  buying  movement  on  the  part 

of  foreign  wine  makers  is  said  to  have 
.stimulated  the  coa.«?t  market  for  Cali- 
fornia loose  mu.scatel  raisins,  resulting 
with  heavy  domestic  buying  In  a  close 
cleanup  of  rain  damaged  stock.  Higher 
prices  are  being  asked  by  coast  pack- 
ers for  seeded,  there  apparently  being 
no  more  cheap  stock  situal)Ie  for  classi- 
fication with  more  fancy  grades.  There 
is  very  little  fancy  8to<!k  available. 
.Seedless  California  raisins  are  closely 
held  on  the  coast.  Purchases  aggre- 
gating twenty-five  cars  for  shipment 
have  virtually  placed  the  control  of  the 
market  In  the  hands  of  several  Jobbers.

^ FOR  MAKING  WOODENWARE  ? 

Duluth   offers  excellent  opportunities    be   made.    A   man    with    a   jig-saw   cast 


for  a  large  number  of  manufacturing 
industries,  as  is  well  known,  but  there 
is  a  department  of  manufactures  that 
has  until  now  been  entirely  overlooked 
here 

That  Is  the  transformation  Into  sal- 
able products  of  what  has  always  been 
waste  material  In  this  part  of  the 
country,  where  the  size  of  the  lumber- 
ing business  in  the  past  has  quite  over- 
shadowed other  but  related  lines  of 
manufacture. 

All  about  Duluth  there  are  large 
tracts  of  second  growth  timber,  and 
that  which  has  not  proved  acceptable 
as  pulpwood  or  cordwood  has  been 
considered  waste.  But  every  stick  of  it 
can  be  made  into  something  which  can 
be    sold. 

For  Instance,  there  are  millions  of 
spools  in  tlie  second  growth  tracts  that 
only  await  the  ax  and  the  lathe.  An 
energetic  business  man  might  go  into 
the  business  of  making  spools  without 
requiring  much  capital,  and  the  uses  of 
spools  are  more  numerous  than  those 
of  adversity.  There  Is  no  reason  why 
the  spool  making  industry  should  not 
become  a  profitable  and  important  one 
in  Duluth. 

Sfome  years  ago.  someone  asked 
where  all  the  pins  go  to,  and  any 
housewife  who  has  any  intimate  rela- 
tions with  a  laundry  will  go  that  one 
better  and  ask  what  Is  the  ultimate 
destination  of  all  the  clothes  pins.  Ter- 
ritory tributary  to  Duluth  Is  just  full 
of  material  from  which  excellent  and 
sufficiently  numerous  clothes  pins  may 


of  intelligence  and  Invention  might 
evolve  a  new  kind  of  pin.  one  with  a 
near-guarantee  not  to  get  lost,  per- 
haps. They  would  make  a  hit  with  the 
housewife. 

There  are  innumerable  things  that 
may  be  made  from  this  second  growth 
limber.  At  Hill  City,  Aitkin  county,  a 
great  industry  has  been  built  up,  based 
on  the  same  natural  resources.  The 
packing  Interests  have  established 
there  a  large  factory  for  the  making  of 
wooden  packages  to  contain  their  var- 
ied products.  Hundreds  of  persons  are 
employed  and  a  thriving  city  is  grow- 
ing up  where  before  there  was  just  a 
hamlet,  and  an  isolated  one  at  that. 
Now  it's  on  the  Soo  line  and  has  pros- 
pects of  getir.g  additional  railroad  fa- 
cilities. 

The  persistence  and  perspicacity  of 
Duluth  should  evolve  from  the  natural 
conditions  and  encouragements  that 
abound  in  all  directions  inland  a  large 
and  constantly  growing  set  of  indus- 
tries of  this  sort.

Is  Putrid  and  Contains 

Filth. 

Chicago,  Dec.  30. — United  States 
deputy  marshals  seized  6,200  cans  of 
tomato  paste,  amounting  to  121,000 
pounds  yesterday,  used  by  hotels  and 
restaurants  for  tomato  soup.  The 
marshals  raided  a  box  car  on  the  Penn- 
eylvanla  road  and  will  destroy  the 
paste. 

The  raid  followed  the  filing  of  a 
libel  in  the  United  Slates  district  court 
charging  that  the  paste  was  "putrid, 
decomposed  and  contained  filthy  mat- 
ter." The  paste  was  shipped  by  the 
Salem  Canning  company  of  Darsiown, 
N.  J.,  to  Chicago  and  consigned  to 
Thomas  Roberts  &  Co.  of  Philadelphia. 

Pure  food  Inspectors  who  sampled 
the  paste  after  it  left  the  company's 
plant  said  an  analysis  showed  It  con- 
tained 500.000,000  unhealthful  bacilli 
to  the  cubic  centimeter. 

The  inspectors  say  the  paste  is  made 
of  the  leavings  after  the  pulp  has 
been  squeezed  dry  In  the  manufacture 
of  catsup.  The  dry  pulp  is  then 
mashed  Into  powdered  form  and 
canned.

once  for  all  settle  the  ques- 
tion of  the  merits  of  the  two 
wrestlers. 

On  a  comparison  of  the  work  of  the 
two  men,  one  would  unhesitatingly 
say  Gotch.  He  works  faster  and  with 
more  precision  than  the  Russian.  Yet 
right  here  may  lie  the  fact  that  Is 
so  deceiving  about  Hackenschmldt. 
There  Is  little  doubt  but  that  he  Is 
stronger  than  the  Iowa  wonder,  and  In 
the  Chicago  match  the  strength  of  the 
Lion  overshadowed  the  speed  of  Gotch 
to  the  extent  that  Gotch  was  able  to 
do  nothing  with  holds  that  had  pinned 
other  wrestlers  to  the  mat. 

Gotch  looked  better  last  season  than 
he  has  for  two  seasons.  Some  experts 
declare  tliat  Frank  has  gone  back.  He 
was  in  this  city  twice  last  winter,  and 
he  never  looked  better  in  his  life,  than 
1  e  did  upon  those  two  visits. 

What  about  Hackenschmldt?  Some  of 
the  experts  also  stated  that  the  Rus- 
sian is  not  the  athlete  he  was  upon  his 
former  visit  to  this  country.  Quietly 
Hackenschmldt  will  tell  you  that  he 
was  not  In  condition  when  he  wrestled 
Gotch,  and  at  the  present  time  he  is 
better  than  he  has  ever  been  In  his 
wrestling  career. 

Supposing  both  men  have  not  gone 
back,  or  supposing  that  each  Is  about 
as  good  as  he  was  when  they  had  that 
famous  match  In  Chicago — why  Gotch 
should  win,  for  he  has  more  confidence 
and  probably  knows  a  lot  about  the 
Russian.  There  are  those  dopists  who 
bellev  Gotch  will  beat  the  Russian  in- 
side of  an    hour. 

On  the  other  Hmb  of  the  argument 
tree,  suppose  that  Hackenschmldt  w^as 
really  ill  when  he  wrestled  Gotch,  that 
he  was  not  In  condition,  and  that  he 
held  Gotch  too  cheaply.  If  the  Russian 
Lion  Is  In  better  condition  when  he 
meets  Gotch  in  a  match  that  should 
settle  once  for  all  the  Question  of  the 
greatest  wrestler,  than  he  was  In  the 
first  match.  It  Is  hard  to  see  where  the 
American  will  have  very  much  on  him. 
Gotch  couldn't  do  much  to  Hack  In 
Chicago.  Because  Hackenschmldt  is  an 
Invader  and  after  the  championship 
that  Is  at  the  present  time  held  by  an 
American,  there  Is  no  use  In  dispara- 
ging his  worfderful  ability.  He  is  one 
of  the  greatest  wrestlers  the  world  has 
ever  produced~and  GK)tch  Isn't  going  to 
have  a  picnic  In  defeating  him. 

Frank  tried  the  toe  hold  on  the  Eu- 
ropean giant  without  success.  Hack- 
enschmldt simply  straightened  out  his 
massive  leg  and  broke  the  hold.  On 
body  holds  and  attempted  locks,  Gotch 
had  no  irreater  success.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  two  men  were  so  nearly 
even  In  wrestling  ability,  that  they 
were  only  once  oft  their  feet  In  that 
gruelling  two  hours'  work.

President  T.  M.  Chivlngton  of  the 
American  association  has  paid  a  visit 
to    Johnson    and    put     up    to    him    tfte 

whole    case.  ,         ^     ^ 

Chivlngton  says  that  the  Eastern 
league  and  the  organization  of  which 
he  Is  head,  proposed  to  stand  in  a 
class  by  theniaelves.  but  not  on  the 
same  plane  as  the  major  leagues.  The 
rating  should  be.  according  to  Chiv- 
lngton. major  league  first,  American 
association  and  Eastern  league  sec- 
ond, and  next  the  class  A  minor  leagues 
and  so  on  down  the  line.  It  Is  really 
a  revival  of  the  "class  AA"  talk  ot 
a  year  ago.  ...

Government  Against  Ob- 
jections Advanced. 


Tile  commission  form  of  government 
for  Duluth  was  given  tlie  enthusiastic 
approval  of  the  public  affairs  com- 
mittee of  the  Commercial  club  at  its 
meeting  last  evening,  the  majority  re- 
port of  the  joint  committee  named  by 
the  council  and  the  club  being  adopted 
unanimously. 

liotii  reports  were  read  .  by  J.  S. 
I'ardee,  as.sistant  secretary  of  the  club, 
and  the  committee  listened  to  the  read- 
ing with  the  closest  interest.  Mr.  I»ar- 
i!ee  exjilalned  that  while  Joseph  Shar- 
tel,  chairman  of  the  joint  committee, 
had  signed  the  majority  report,  he 
did  .«o  merely  as  a  matter  of  form, 
and  joined  with  Alderman  Hoar  In 
making  a  minority  report  In  which  the 
'  I  wo  council  members  defended  the 
I  present  charter  and  form  of  municipal 
government. 

Chairman  W.  A.  McGonagle  com- 
mented brtcHy  on  the  reports,  saying 
that  the  action  wiilcli  the  committee 
was  to  take  was  of  the  highest  Import- 
ance. 

"Duluth  Is  at  that  point  where  the 
city  looks  forward  to  the  certainty 
tliat  there  will  be  a  large  growth  in 
popuhition  and  industries,  with  tlie 
coming  of  the  great  business  now- 
being  establLshcd  here,"  he  said.  "The 
opportunitle.s  of  the  city  will  be  great 
and  it  is  well  that  the  city  be  pre- 
pared to  take  advantage  of  the  good 
things  that  this  progress  will  offer. 
Tiie  present  form  of  our  municipal 
government  has  been  severely  criti- 
cized and  it  ha-s  been  urged  that  we 
take  such  action  as  will  remove  the 
causes  of  criticism  so  far  as  possible. 
The  city  should  be  given  such  a  form 
of  government  as  will  best  permit  of 
the  right  kind  of  growth.  This  com- 
mittee has  the  prlvilegcof  accepting 
cne  or  the  other  of  the  two  reports  just 
i  read." 

Chairman  McGonagle  said  it  was  to 
be  decided  whether  constructive  work 
was  to  be  done  under  the  commission 
plan,  or  destructive.  It  was  his  theory 
that  the  advocates  of  the  commission 
form  should  be  actuated  by  a  desire  to 
build  up  rather  tlian  to  tear  down.  The 
questiiu  presented  was  too  big  and  too 
important  to  be  permitted  to  become 
involved  with  personal  interests  or 
orivate  vengeances. 

New  <'har<er  in  Xeeiled. 

Mayor  Cullum,  well  known  to  be  an 
earne.^t  and  ardent  advocate  of  the 
commission  form  of  government,  was 
called  upon  by  Chairman  McGonagle  to 
adortss  the  committee. 

"It  was  not  without  some  feeling  of 
uneasiness  about  the  outcome  of  the 
proceeding  that  I  brought  this  subject 
to  the  attention  of  the  charter  com- 
mission,' said  the  mayor,  "for  I  real- 
ized that  there  are  members  of  the 
commission  serving  now  who  were 
members  of  the  commission  which 
drew  Up  the  original  charter.  It  Is 
natural  that  they  should  have  more 
or  less  paternal  pride  In  and  affection 
for  their  offspring.  As  I  had  rather 
e.xpected,  these  members  of  the  charter 
conjmlBslon    asked    me    if    it    wouldn't 
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be  Just  as  well  to  amend  the  present 
charter  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the 
desired  results.  I  told  them  t»iat  It 
would  not,  and  explained  my  reasons 
for  taking  that  attitude.  We  have  a 
good  charter,  comparatively,  but  In 
working  out  the  changes  that  are  nec- 
essary It  Is  my  opinion  we  should  take 
up  the  charter  as  a  whole  ratljer  than 
to  revise  it  in  spots  by  amendment. 
Submission  of  a  large  number  of  pro- 
posed amendments  would  in  all  prob- 
ability result  in  the  failure  of  some  of 
the  most  important  of  them  to  pass. 
It  has  been  impos.sible  in  several  in- 
stances of  our  own  experience  to  get 
through  amendments  that  were  neeaed 
but  met  with  special  opposition  based 
on  special  Interest.  Any  considerable 
opposition  to  an  amendment  is  quite 
sure  to  effect  its  defeat.  I  think  the 
cluirter  commissioners  who  inclined  to 
the  idea  of  the  amendment  metliod 
have  been  convinced  of  tlie  soundness 
of  my  views  on  the  question,  and  1 
believe  the  result  of  their  work  in 
framing  a  new  charter  \\  ill  be  some- 
thing tlie  public  will  stand  for. 
Opp<iiiitii>a  la  l^xperted. 

"There  will  be  very  considerable  op- 
position to  the  adoption  of  the  cimi- 
misston  form  of  government  in  Du- 
luth. The  new  charter  to  be  submilttd 
win  require  the  active  support  of  every 
nian  who  favors  good  government.  The 
opposition  will  come  from  several 
sources  and  will  be  untiring  and  quick 
to  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity 
to  put  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  com- 
mission    form. 

"I  notice  that  one  of  the  charter 
commissioners,  Mr.  Cong<lon.  h'as  had 
something  to  say  ret  enily  about  the 
referendum,  of  which  he  is  not  an  ad- 
vocate. 'I'UiH  muy  be  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  ciiarter  commission  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  popular  vote  a  number 
of  amendnitnis  wiilch  did  not  carry,  lor 
the  rea.sun  that  the  voters  did  not 
consider  they  should  be  made  a  part 
of  the  charter.  Any  considerable  oppo- 
sition  will   defeat   an   amendment. 

•There  la  one  fact  that  should  not 
be  oveiiooked  in  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  the  referendum,  and  that  is: 
No  vicious  amendment  was  ever 
adopted   by  popular  vote. 

"Objection  is  made  to  the  referendum 
en  the  ground  that  it  will  make  it 
necessary  to  hold  expensive  special 
elections  for  the  purpo-se  of  settling 
trivial  controversies.  1  am  not  in  favor 
of  permitting  the  referendum  to  be- 
come operative  on  petitions  signed  by 
less  tlian  ISO  or  25  per  cent  of  the 
voters.  Twenty-five  jier  cent  Is  to  be 
preferred.  You  can  get  a  5  per  cent 
petition  for  anything  at  all,  but  when 
you  approach  the  25  per  cent  you  are 
reaching  the  tax  payers  of  the  city 
and  they  will  not  readily  sign  a  peti- 
tion which  Avill  mean  an  election  ex- 
pense that  is  to  passed  on  to  them, 
unless  the  object  sought  to  be  attained 
is  of  sufficient  Importance.  Tlie  signers 
of  the  5  and  10  per  cent  petitions 
naturally  would  be  non-taxpayers,  who 
would  attach  their  signatures  either 
out  of  heedless  good  nature  or  from 
some  less  creditable  motive. 

Evonomy    in    \c«v    I'lan. 

"As  to  the  charge  that  extravagance 
would  accompany  the  establishment  of 
a  commission  form  of  government,  with 
the  initiative,  referendum  and  recall 
features,  let  it  be  understood  that  one 
of  the  chief  objects  of  the  new  munic- 
ipal system  is  the  saving  of  money. 
No  proposed  charter  will  be  recom- 
mended to  the  people  that  does  not 
provide  a  limitation  of  expenditures, 
and  if  five  capable  men,  devoting  their 
time  and  talents  exclusively  to  the 
business  of  the  city,  cannot  effect  a 
saving  of  at  least  10  per  cent,  then 
the  commission  might  as  well  be  abol- 
ished. The  experience  of  those  cities 
which  have  adopted  this  form  of  gov- 
ernment has  been  exactly  the  opposite 
of  that  suggested  by  those  who  fear 
extravagance  would  result.  Economy 
and    effi<'iency    have    been    the    rule. 

"Another  objection  that  has  been  put 
forward  Is  that  the  commissioners,  hav- 
ing the  appointive  power,  would  per- 
petuate themselves  in  office.  I  know 
and  everybody  else  in  public  life 
knows,  that  the  appointive  power  is  a 
handicap  to  the  executive.  If  you  will 
deprive  the  mayor  of  a  city  of  the  ap- 
pointive power,  he  can  continue  In  of- 
fice as  long  as  he  wants  to.  There  are, 
on  an  average,  twelve  applicants  for 
every  position,  and  when  the  mayor  ap- 
points a  man  he  makes  eleven  enemies 
to  the  one  friend.  The  appointive  power 
is  an  element  of  weakness,  not  of 
strength;  except  for  that  executive  who 
uses  that  power  so  wisely  that  none 
but  able  and  efficient  appointees  enter 
the  city's  service  under  him  and  help  to 
get    the    best   results. 

•'.\nd  that  is  the  only  theory  on 
which  the  commissioners  can  hope  to 
succeed." 

City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler  was  called 
upon  for  an  expres.^lon  of  his  views.  He 
said  that  there  probably  were  some 
members  of  the  committee  who  would 
vote  for  the  majority  report,  not  be- 
cause they  favored  everything  In  It, 
but  because  there  was  more  in  It  that 
they  favored  than  there  v/as  In  the 
minority  report.  From  that  point  of 
view,  he  said,  he  would  vote  for  It,  too. 
The  sub-committee  of  the  charter  com- 
mittee makes  it  certain  there  will  x>e 
digressions  from  the  report  m  the 
draft  of  a  charter  to  be  made  by  the 
sub-committee. 

MacVlcar  Caunot  Come. 

A  letter  from  John  MacVlcar  of  Des 
Moines,  expert  on  all  phases  of  the 
commission  form  question,  said  his  time 
is  so  fully  taken  up  now  that  he  can- 
not make  any  definite  promise  to  ap- 
pear before  the  public  affairs  com- 
mittee. It  Is  probable  that  Mr.  Mac- 
Vlcar will  be  induced  to  vli^it  Duluth 
at  some  time  during  the  pendency  of 
the  commission  form  question  and  It 
may  be  arranged  to  hold  a  meeting  m 
some  puMic  hall,  where  he  can  be  heard 
by  any  citizens  who  are  interested  In 
the  issue.

Report   On   Relief  Work. 

Chairman  W.  A.  McGonagle  re- 
ported on  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross 
Relief  committee,  of  which  he  is  the 
head,  at  Baudette  and  Spooner.  He 
said  that  the  state  committee  has  col- 
lected $90,000  and  has  expended  $65,000, 
approximately.  Three  hundred  dwell- 
ings have  been  built  for  the  fire  suf- 
ferers and  3,000  people  have  been  as- 
sisted. The  committee  has  made  eight 
visits  to  Baudette  since  the  fire,  and 
while  there  put  In  long  hours  attend- 
ing to  the  needs  of  the  people.  Now 
everybody  is  comfortable,  all  are  fed 
and  no  one  Is  lacking  a  home.  The 
committee  will  continue  the  relief  work 
sixty  days  longer  and  then  report  to 
the  go%-ernor,  who  Is  the  head  of  the 
Red  Cross  society  in  Minnesota.  He 
added: 

"I  want  to  compliment  the  members 
of  our  committee  from  the  other  two 
large  cities  on  their  work  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  fire  sufferers.  Tlie  commit- 
tee worked  nobly;  none  ever  did  any 
better.  The  committee  will  ask  the 
legislature  to  aproprlate  money  for 
the  purchase  of  seed  for  the  use  of  the 
settlers  next  spring  in  planting  the 
ground  that  was  swept  by  the  flames. 
The  distribution  of  this  seed  supply 
should  be  Intrusted  to  the  agricultural 
department  of  the  state  university.  Its 
experts  will  know  what  to  buy  and 
where  to  use  it  to  the  best  advantage." 
<«Lrf>okout  Park.** 

Mayor  Cullum  told  of  what  had  been 
done  by  the  park  board  to  provide  win- 
ter sports.  Thirteen  public  skating 
rinks  are  now  In  use,  he  said,  and  he 
added  the  Information  that  condemna- 
tion proceedings  have  been  begun  to 
add  to  the  area  of  practically  all  the 
well  known  parks.  He  said  that  any- 
one who  visited  the  place  would  read- 
ily admit  there  should  be  a  park  at  the 
top  of  the  Point  of  Rock.s.  He  sug- 
gested   that  it   be  called   Lookout-  park. 

Capt.  McDougall,  for  the  harbors  and 
waterways  committee,  reported  on  his 
recent  visit  to  Washington,  where  he 
attended  the  annual  Rivers  and  Har- 
bors congress  as  the  delegate  from  the 
Commercial  club.  He  explained  the 
alms  and  objects  of  the  organization 
and  said  Duluth  would  be  well  repaid 
for  the  comparatively  small  expense 
entailed  by  affiliating  with  the  con- 
gress. 

The  appointment  of  the  committee  to 
confer  with  representatives  of  the  Su- 
perior Commercial  club  on  the  Trl- 
State  fair  project  was  not  given  power 
to  act  because  as  Chairman  McGon- 
agle said,  the  Issue  was  so  Important 
and  involved  so  many  considerations 
that  the  public  af'alrs  committee  Itself 
should  make  what  decision  Is  to  be 
made.  The  sentiment  seemed  to  be 
against  the  trl-state  proposition.

L  Jerome's  Mind. 

TV.  L.  and  E.  Jerome,  brothers  of 
Fred  L.  Jerome,  who  shot  himself  in 
his  office  in  the  Manhattan  building 
Tuesday,  state  tiiat  they  believe  his 
mind  was  affected  as  a  I'esult  of  a 
dynamite  explosion  In  which  he  was 
Injured  over  two  years  ago.

They  said  his  home  re- 
lations were  pleasant. 

A  dispatch  from  Winnipeg.  the 
Jerome  iiome.  stated  that  the  sucide's 
relatives  suspected  foul  play  and  had 
hired  a  private  <leteciive  bureau  to  in- 
vestigate. This  was  denied  by  the 
brothers. 

The  funeral  took  place  this  morning 
from  Crawfords  undertaking  room,«  at 
9  o'clock.  Intermrnt  was  at  I'ark  Hill 
cemetery.

Wind   Drives    Cold    In. 

Driven  by  a  northwest  wind  that 
attained  a  velocity  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  miles  an  hour  during  the  night, 
a  cold  snap  that  must  have  come  from 
the  Medicine  Hat  country,  where  tra- 
dition says  winter  weather  is  made, 
struck  Duluth  last  evening,  and  this 
morning  at  6  o'clock,  the  low  temper- 
ature record  of  the  winter,  20  deg. 
below    zero,    was    lecorded. 

At  7  o'clock,  the  temperature  was 
18  deg.  below  zero  and  the  wind  was 
from  the  northwest  traveling  at  about 
eight  miles  an  hour.

She  lowered 
herself  from  the  window  sill,  where, 
as. the  flames  lit  up  the  wall,  she  man- 
aged to  get  hold  of  a  pair  of  twisted 
wires  leading  to  the  ground,  and  slid 
to  safety.  Her  hands  were  terribly 
cut  In  her  descent.  Hanson  followed 
her  in  the  same  manner.

Hanson   says   he  saw   Mrs.   Moore   in 


ing  for  help  fro«i  a  side  window,  just 
before  he  saved* >himBelf.  He  had  no 
time  to  go   to  her. 

Mrs.  Anna  Littjle.  flat  4,  was  an- 
other who  had  A  thrilling  escape.  She 
was  forced  to  escape  clad  only  in  a 
kiinona,  and  went  down  the  fire  escape 
In  the  rear.  The  iron  stairs  extended 
only  to  the  second  story,  and  when 
the  flames  drove  her  from  the  landing 
she  hung  by  her  hands  for  several 
minutes.  The  ground  was  fifteen  feet 
below  and  she  thought  of  dropping, 
but  the  sight  of  a  woman  who  had 
jumped  a  few  minutes  before,  and 
whom  she  saw  below  her  unconscious 
on  the  snow,  made  her  ha^ig  on  as 
long  as  possible.

When 
the  two  women  discovered  the  Are, 
Mrs.  Payne  tied  several  sheets  togeth- 
er with  which  she  attempted  to  lower 
her  mother  to  the  ground.  The  older 
woman  had  barely  let  go  the  railing 
when  the  frail  stipport  gave  way  and 
she  fell  more  than  sixteen  feet,  Mrs.

ervation took  action  yesterday  after- 
noon looking  toward  the  settlement  of 
the  land  questions,  which  have  harassed 
settlers  and  retarded  greatly  the  de- 
velopment of  this  section  of  the  state 
for  the  last  few  years. 

The    Clapp    amendment    of    June     21 

fave  the  right  to  mixed  blood  In- 
ians  to  sell  or  encumber  their  lands 
and  since  that  time  a  large  portion  of 
the  mixed  bloods  of  the  White  Earth 
reservation  have  sold  or  mortgaged 
the  property  which  came  to  mem 
either  by  allotment  or  inheritance, 
white  settlers  investing  a  large  aggre- 
gate of  capital  In  the  purchase,  but 
the  government  through  Its  depart- 
ment cf  ju.stlce  has  instituted  400 
suits  to.  set  aside  the  sale  or  encum- 
brance of  the  lands,  on  the  ground 
that  the  allottee  was  without  author- 
ity to  make  the  sale,  declaring  in  ef- 
fect that  the  Clapp  amendment  is  un- 
constitutional. 

The  conference  yesterday  adopted 
resolutions  asking  that  "the  attorney 
general  of  the  United  States  give  his 
opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  a  mixed 
blood  Indian,  the  contention  of  the 
government  in  many  of  the  cases  which 
have  arisen  being  that  the  Indian  al- 
lottee, althoug.h  having  other  blood  in 
his  veins  has  not  such  a  preponderance 
as  to  entitle  him  to  the  de-^iignatlon  of 
a  mixed  blood.  That  after  the  decision 
on  this  point  is  made  the  attorney 
general  direct  the  officials  of  the  de- 
partment of  justice  to  dismiss  all  cases 
now  pending  in  which  the  allottees 
concerned  conform  to  the  definition  or 
mixed   bloods." 

It  Is  further  requested  that  "If  the 
attorney  general  will  not  give  his  opin- 
ion on  the  question  and  will  not  In- 
struct the  dismissal  of  the  suits,  then, 
that  he  direct  the  question  in  the  form 
of  a  test  case  to  be  brought  before  the 
court  at  Fergus  Falls  where  the  cases 
are  pending,  so  that  the  matter  may 
be  decided  at  once;  that  fee  simple 
patents  be  Issued  at  once  to  those  In- 
dians who  are  recognized  now  by  the 
government  to  be  of  mixed  blood,  so 
that  intending  purchasers  may  know 
that  the  title  to  the  land  is  clear;  that 
the  list  recently  prepared  of  mixed 
bloods   and   so-called   fullbloods  by   the 


government  agents  be  not  recognized 
as  the  official  list  by  congress,  but  that 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  Indians  claimed 
to  be  of  fullblood  It  be  referred  to  a 
commission  authorized  to  take  evi- 
dence from  any  person  wlio  appears 
before  the  commission. 

C.  M.  Johnston  of  Detroit  and 
Thomas  H.  Canfleld  of  Lake  Park 
were  selected  as  two  of  a  delegation 
to  pre.sent  the  matter  in  Wa^?nIng- 
ton.  They  are  to  choose  another  man 
to  accompany  them,  who  Is  one  of 
the  settlers  or  farmers,,  whose  title 
has  been  clouded  by  the  action  of 
the  government.  The  Indians  of  the 
reservation  will  hold  a  council  on  Sat- 
urday and  select  a  delegation  to  vLsit 
Washington  and  make  similar  requests.

The  club  has  just  passed  one  ol 
the  most  successful  years  in  its  his- 
tory. From  the  Northern  Pacific  road, 
which  has  for  many  years  |>eon  at 
loggerheads  with  the  Commercial  club, 
they  received  a  number  of  concessions, 
although  the  agitation  for  a  new  sta- 
tion has  up  to  this  time  proved  fruit- 

less. 

The  Northern  Pacific,  however,  con- 
ceded a  point  in  the  matter  of  Im- 
proving Its  service  between  Fond  du 
Lac  and  the  city.

After  next  week  the  men  who  apply 
to  the  Associated  Charities  for  lodg- 
ing or  meals  will  be  told  that  they 
can  earn  the  same  by  making  big  rocks 
into  little  rocks  at  the  cliff  near  ThU- 
tointh   avenue    west.

At  the  council  meeting  next  Tues- 
day evening  the  city  fathers  will  bo 
asked  to  allow  something  like  $10 
with  which  to  purchase  the  necessary 
hammers  and  tool.s.  Some  action  may 
also  bo  taken  towards  authorizing  tno 
board  of  public  works  to  put  a  man  at 
the  quarry  to  oversee  the  work  and 
take  care  of  the  Implements.  It  Is 
not  expected  there  will  be  objection  to 
eltiier   request. 

Ihe  i)rlmary  idea  is  to  nave  Du- 
luth advertised  as  a  poor  place  for 
tramps,  and  to  give  the  Associated 
Charities  a  means  of  separating  the 
worthy  from  the  lazy  applicants  for 
aid.  It  is  believed  that  tramps  will 
stay  away  when  it  is  learned  that  they 
win  have  to  labor  on  a  rock  pile  for 
what  they  get  to  eat  or  a  place  in 
which  to  sleep,  while  the  unfortunates 
will  be  glad  to  earn  food  and  lodging 
until  they  can  find  work.  None  will 
be  given  ^ash  for  their  work,  but  will 
be  supplied  with  tickets  entitling  them 
to  the  necessities  of  life. 

Several    different      solutions      of    the 

firoblem  of  the  unemployed  and  the 
mprovldent  were  discussed,  but  thl.i 
seemed  the  most  feasible.  When  spring 
arrlve.s.  or  when  the  crushed  rock  pile 
gets  big  enough  to  be  marketable — 
if  it  ever  does — the  stock  will  be  sold 
either  to  the  city  or  a  private  cor- 
poration. The  proceeds  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  As.soclated  Charities,  whlcli 
will  use  it  to  pay  for  the  meals  and 
lodging  supplied  the  men  who  earn 
them  on  the  rock  pile.

The  wheat  market  opened  weaker 
than  yesterday's  close  on  account  ot 
the  disappointing  cables.  Liverpool 
wheat  was  unchanged,  s^upport  came 
quickly  and  the  market  imnjediately 
showed  the  effect.  The  bearish  char- 
acter of  general  news  was  over- 
Bhadowed  by  the  broadening  of  the 
market  and  moderately  heavy  buying. 
Sentiment  was  still  mi.xeii  but  Was  in- 
clined to  be  bullish  so  far  as  the  im- 
mediate future  is  concerned.  The 
Armour  Grain  company  gave  out  a 
statement  that  the  estimate  of  the 
government  on  tlie  spring  wheat  crop 
was  20,000,000  bu  too  high  and  some 
Canadian  officials  admitted  that  the 
Canadian  estimates  seemed  to  be  too 
generous.  Armour  was  said  to  be  a 
heavv   buver  of   wheat    in   Chicago, 

While  the  drouth  in  the  Southwest 
has  been  generally  broken  the  bulls 
said  the  colder  weather  so  soon  after 
precipitation  was  not  good  for  the 
plant  and  they  regarded  the  situation 
as  unfavorable.  The  effect  of  reduced 
estimates  on  the  Argentine  crop  and 
a  growing  belief  that  the  United  States 
and  Canadian  crops  were  overestimated 
contributed  to  the  bullish  fientiment 
that    pervaded    the    market. 

There  was  little  disposition  to  force 
matters  on  the  bear  side  as  the  shorts 
have  considerable  respect  for  the  close- 
ly held  holdings  of  May  wheat.  The 
longs  exerted  their  efforts  to  running 
in  the  shorts  and  tiiey  were  moderately 
successful.  On  the  bulge  around  noon 
there  was  some  Ihiuiuatlon  of  long 
w^heat  and  the  market  appeared  to  have 
lost  some  of  its  strength.  It  was  be- 
low yesterdays  close  although  lluctuat- 
Ing  around  the  opening  today  to  slight- 
ly above  it. 

The  Modern  Miller  said  the  precipit- 
ation has  been  general  and  plentiful  in 
the  territory  where  drouth  conditions 
have  prevailed  for  a  long  time.  Snow 
and  rain  have  greatly  benefitted  the 
winter  wheat  territory  the  crop  is  well 
covered   with   enow. 

Argentine  shipments  will  be  heavier 
this  week  and  continued  liberal  ship- 
ments are  forecasted  for  India  and 
Australia  and  fairly  heavy  shipments 
from    Russia. 

The  primary  movement  Is  falling  off 
and  bulls  are  watching  it  closely  be- 
lieving the  cash  demand  will  pick  up 
as   the  receipts  decrease.

at  Connor's  Point  and  probably  saved 
the  lives  of  100  passengers  on  board 
the    car.

If  the  motor- 
man  had  not  disregarded  the  signal 
the  car  would  have  pulled  in  front  of 
the  Soo  passenger  train  from  Cuyiia 
points. 

As  It  was  Olson  walked  directly  in 
front  of  the  passenger  train  and  be- 
fore he  could  collect  his  thoughts  he 
was  caught  by  the  huge  locomotive  and 
hurled   into    the   air    for   fifteen   feet. 

A  fractured  skull  and  numerous 
scalp  wounds  comprise  his  injuries.  He 
Is  at  St  Mary's  hospital,  where  it  is 
thought   that  he  will  recover.

Prof.  Butcher  was  president  of  the 
British  academy  of  letters  In  1909.

He  had 
written  extensively  on  Greek  subjects.

Benjamin  H.  Barrowm  surveyor  of 
the  port  of  Omaha,  died  in  Omaha, 
Neb.,  Dec.  30,  from  bronchitis  and  heart 
trouble.  He  was  63  years  old.  Mr. 
Barrows  was  United  States  consul  to 
Dublin,  Ireland,  for  about  fifteen  years. 


FIRES  BULLET 
DOWN  HIS  THROAT 


Jamming  a  loaded  32-callbre  revolver 
down  his  throat,  Peter  Corgan.  a 
Third  street  saloon  keeper  at  Superior, 
yesterday  afternoon  snuffed  out  his 
life  by  pulling  the  trigger.  The  bullet 
pierced  the  tongue  and  came  out 
through  the  back  of  his  neck,  death 
being   Instantaneous. 

"\es,  I'll  have  another  drink,"  were 
his  last  words.  In  another  room  was 
his  wife  putting  the  children  to  sleep. 
She  states  that  she  had  no  Intimation 
that  Corgan  Intended  to  kill  himself, 
and  it  is  believed,  that  the  deed  was 
committed  in  a  fit  of  despondency. 

The  Incident  took  place  in  rooms  over 
his  saloon  at  1713  North  Third  street. 
Corgan  left  the  saloon  about  5:30 
o'clock  and  went  upstairs.  A  friend  be- 
low called  to  him  to  come  back  and 
join  the  crowd  for  another  drink.  An 
abrupt  answer  followed  by  a  shot  was 
the  response. 

Corgan  was  a  Swedish-Finn  and 
prominent  In  Swedish  and  Finnish  cir- 
cles at  Superior.  The  body  was  taken 
to  the  Le  Sage  undertaking  rooms.  Ac- 
cording to  Coroner  Geisen  there  will  be 
no  inquest. 

E.  D.  PHELPS  DIES. 


E  D.  Phelps,  prominent  in  Douglas 
county  politics  and  for  the  past  seven 
years  a  resident  of  Bolon  Springs,  a 
popular  summer  resort  for  Duluth  and 
Superior  people,  died  at  11  o'clock  at 
the  home  of  his  son,  Milton  Phelps  of 
Solon  S-prlngs. 

Mr.  Phelps  was  46  years  old  and  had 
been  ailing  for  some  time  although  his 
death  came  rather  suddenly.  He  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Douglas 
county  board  and  one  year  was  its 
chairman. 

At  Solon  Springs,  up  to  one  year  ago, 
he  conducted  the  principal  mercantile 
business  of  the  town  and  is  well  known 
to  most  of  the  people  who  have  sum- 
mer homes  at  Solon  Springs. 

There  are  no  funeral  arrangements 
as  yet.

Ambassador  on  Commission. 

The  president  of  the  commission  Is 
Rudolph  Von  Valentlni,  chief  of  his 
majesty's  civil  cabinet,  and  his  asso- 
ciates Include  the  American  ambassEt- 
dor  and  representatives  of  the  mining, 
railway,  maritime  and  industrial  in- 
terests of  Germany  and  the  medical 
profession. 

The  ben»'fits  of  the  fund  will  begin 
with   the  new  year. 

Germany  now  has  provisions  for  the 
relief  of  civil  servants  who  have  suf- 
fered through  heroism,  and  Mr.  Car- 
negie's gift  will  make  it  possible  to 
round  out  a  general  system  of  bene- 
faction.

Fourth   Sw9lk  Fund. 

This  is  the  fourth  "hero  fund"  es- 
tablished by  Mr.  Carnegie.  The  original 
endowment  was  made  In  April,  1904,

In  1908  Mr.   Carnegie  gave  $1,250,000 

for  the  creation  of  a  hero  fund  in 
Great  Britain.  In  the  following  year 
he  established  a  similar  fund  In  France 
by    the    gift    of    $1,000,000. 

The  total  set  apart  for  this  purpose 
is  now  $8,500,000. 


Gold    Pieces    for   3,500. 

Boston.  Mass.,  Dec.  •  31. — Thirty- 
five  hundred  emploj-es  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  company  today  re- 
ceived gold  pieces  as  New  Year's 
presents.

FATAL  FALL  TO  EARTH

To  Try  For  Mlcbelln  Cup. 

Molsant,  in  his  50-horse  power 
monoplane,  with  a  special  thirty-gal- 
lon gasoline  tank  aboard,  left  the 
aviation  field  in  this  city  at  10:05 
o'clock  and  flew  to  Harahan,  where 
special  grounds  had  been  laid  out  over 
which  the  aviator  was  to  try  for  the 
Miehelin   cup. 

Moisant  circled  the  field  twice,  try- 
ing to  find  a  landing  place.  This  was 
difficult,  the  field  being  on  the  edge 
of  the  Mississippi  river  and  swamps 
on  all   other  sides. 

Pitched   Headlong. 

Suddenly,  from  some  unknown  cause, 
the  monoplane  turned  its  head  down- 
ward, the  horrified  watchers  saw 
Molsant  pitch  clear  over  the  head  of 
the  machine  and  fall  like  a  plumet 
fully  a  hundred  feet,  landing  on  his 
head. 

The  machine,  with  the  propellers 
still  working,  turned  sidewise  and  "fell, 
a   complete  wreck. 

Moisant  was  hurriedly  placed  aboard 
a  special  train,  which  was  started  with 
all  haste  for  New  Orleans,  but  the 
aviator  died  before  the  city  was 
readied. 


Circled  Liberty  Statue. 

New  York.  Dec.  31. — John  B.  Molsant, 
who  was  killed  today  near  New  Or- 
leans, won  the  heart  of  every  lover  of 
the  daring  sport  when  on  Oct.  30  he 
flew  from  Belmont  Park  around  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  and  back  to  the  avia- 
tion field,  thereby  wt-estllng  from  the 
Engllsliman,  Claude  Graham-White,  one 
of  the  most  highly  prized  of  the  tro- 
phies offered  for  aerial  feats. 

Interest  In  the  young  man  became 
so  Intense  locally  at  that  time  that  the 
news  of  the  fatal  accident  caused  an 
unusual  shock  In  this  city.  Expres- 
sions of  grief  followed  an  announce- 
ment of  the  sad  news  at  the  local 
headquarters  of  the  Aero  Club  of 
America  and  In  ihe  other  cluos  and 
hotels  through  the  metropolis. 
Born    In    Chicago. 

Molsant  was  born  in  Chicago  In  1870 
and  lived  there  until  he  was  19  years 
old.  He  then  started  for  the  Pacific 
coast,  drifted  down  to  Central  America, 
became  a  soldier  of  fortune  and 
trader,  and  finally  was  driven  from 
San  Salvador  when  the  general  under 
whom  he  was  fighting  met  defeat. 

Molsant  at  that  time  was  wealthy, 
but  his  property  was  confiscated  by  the 
government.  Soon  afterwards  he  went 
to  Spain  and  later  turned  up  at  Paris 
when  the  Wright  brothers  were  there 
exhibiting    their    machine. 

Wanted  an  Aeroplane. 

It  was  told  of  Moisant  at  the  time, 
that  he  went  to  Paris  to  secure  an 
aeroplane,  with  the  aid  of  which  he 
planned  to  fly  into  the  country  from 
which  he  had  been  exiled  and  in  this 
spectacular  manner  to  revive  the 
drooping  spirits  of  the  revolutionists. 
However,  so  the  story  goes.  Moisant 
became  so  interested  in  the  possibili- 
ties of  the  flying  machine  that  political 
affairs  in  Central  America  Interested 
him  less  and  less.  Soon  he  was  an 
avowed  aerial  enthusiast  and  himself 
making    flights. 

From  the  start  his  career  ag  an 
aviator  was  marked  with  daring  ex- 
ploits. 

He  first  came  Into  world  prominence 
so  recently  as  August  last,  when  he 
started  on  a  flying  trip  from  Paris  to 
London  with  a  passenger,  Albert 
Fileaux. 

Croased  Gnirllah  Channel. 

He  successfully  crossed  the  channel, 
being  the  first  aviator  to  accomplish 
this  with  a  passenger.  He  made  the 
trip  over  the  Straits  of  Dover  In  the 
face  of  a  storm  that  would  have  turned 
back  a  less  bold  adventurer.  He  landed 
at  Deal,  and  from  then  on  had  a  series

LESS  GOLD  FROM 
ALASKAN  FIEDS 


Washington,      Dec.      31. — A     marked 

falling    off    In    the    production    of    gold 

In   Alaska,   due   to    the    failure    of   the 

placer    mines    in     the    Fairbanks    and 

Seward  peninsula,  is  reported  In  the 
preliminary  statement  of  the  geolog- 
ical survey  on  Alaska  mining  condi- 
tions for  1910. 

The  production  of  gold  during  the 
year  was  approximately  116.360.000, 
compared  with  120,371,00  in  1909.  The 
decline,  which  has  been  apparent  for 
some  time,  is  due  almost  entirely  to 
the  working  out  of  the  beach  placers 
about  Nome  and  the  other  placer 
mines   of   the   two   districts    named. 

Much  good  placer  dirt  is  left,  but  it 
cannot  be  worked  profitably  under 
present  conditions. 

Production  of  other  minerals  is  in- 
creasing, but  rapid  development  is 
hampered  by  the  high  cost  of  fuel,  and 
the  fact  that  coal  mines  are  not  be- 
ing operated   in   the   territory. 

Since  mining  began  in  1880.  Alaska 
has  produced  minerals  worth  $186,000,- 
000,  of  which  $179,000,000  was  gold 
The  Juneau  district  is  expected  to 
produce  heavily  when  new  plants  are 
installed.  There  are  thirteen  gold 
lodes   being   operated   in   Alaska.

Wireless.) — The  steamer  Crescent,  "W. 
T.  Johns,  master,  owned  by  the  Stone- 
Ordean-Wells  company  of  Duluth, 
and  trading  along  the  North  Shore, 
between  Grand  Marais  and  Duluth, 
had  a  narrow  escape  from  destruc- 
tion last  night. 

At  about  6  o'clock  p.  m..  the  Cres- 
cent, during  a  heavy  northeast  gale 
and  while  off  Red  Cliff,  lost  her  rud- 
der She. drifted  helplessly  till  mid- 
night, when  she  made  the  entrance 
to  Grand  Marais  harbor  and  received 
assistance   from   local   fTshermen. 

Distress  signals  were  blown  con- 
tinuously and  several  launches  along 
the  shore  tried  to  reach  the  Crescent 
as  she  drifted  by,  but  the  sea  was  too 
heavy  for  them.

AMENDMENTS 

Aftcrney  General  Says  State 

Should  Adopt  New  Land 

Policy. 

Suggests  That  Land  Be  Sold 

Daily  and  Inducements 

Offered  Settlers. 


Northern  Minnesota's  Interests  are 
given  much  attention  In  tlie  recommen- 
dations for  amendment  of  laws  pre- 
pared by  Attorney  General  George  T. 
i>::iij>3>n,  the  first  section  of  the  docu- 
ment being  devoted  to  iron  ore  and 
timber    lands. 

Mr.  Simpson  introduces  his  discus- 
sion of  this  subject  witii  the  statement 
that  "the  great  problem  In  a  material 
way  confronting  ilie  people  of  Aliiine- 
soia  at  the  present  time  is  the  proper 
ddVi'Iopment  and  sale  of  its  lands,  the 
conservation  of  its  timber,  and  the 
:uu:>ageine!it  of  its  iron  ore  interests." 
T!:o  attorney  general  makes  tliese 
points  an:on;5  otiiers:  The  stale  owns 
ab.>ut  2.0t'i.».'JO'>  acres  of  land  of  differ- 
ent character,  but  there  is  no  law 
under  which  the  state  officials  can  de- 
termine the  value  of  the  laud.  Much 
of  the  state  lands  is  underlaid  witii 
Ir'>n  ore  deposi:s.  as  yet  unsold,  and 
because  tiie  ieasing  of  iron  ore  lands 
is  in  effect  pro.hibited,  tlie  present  dis- 
position of  il'.e  remaining  iron  ore  is 
r.it  an  immediate  problem.  The  press- 
ing problem  before  tlie  people  con- 
cerns those  tracts  that  aii'ord  agri- 
cultural poiisluilities,  and  it  "demands 
Immediate  attention  and  an  early  solu- 
tion." 

ytruttr^  to  Fntnrp  of  State. 
"Indeed,  ti'.e  whole  traditional  poller 
of  the  stafj  ia  iuvoived  In  this  ques- 
tl  >n.  ■  says  Mr.  Simpson,  ''for  the  real 
proitK-m  is  not  what  each  tract  of  land, 
it  so!d.  shall  bring  to  the  state,  but 
rati'.er  whether  the  state  In  the  future 
-ihall  hold  lis  property  as  it  has  in  the 
pa^t.  unimproved — wltiiout  roads,  with- 
out flr^^-  protection,  a  waste,  wliic  ii  is  in 
a  certain  sens>e  a  public  nuisance  and 
a  meni-e,  ratiier  than  an  aid  to  the 
present  and  future  welfare  of  the  .'■tate 
— in  the  hope  of  reaping  the  advantages 
whijh  will  Come  from  improvements 
miie  by  surroumling  settlers.  or 
wh»»iher  the  stat'e  shall  enter  upon  a 
conservative  plan  for  the  sale  of  Its 
land  by  which  settlers  may  be  induced 
to  buy  the  same,  and  thus  place  the 
•ai:;e  upon  the  tax  rolls  of  ti.e  state. 

"As  to  the  future  sale  of  the  pine 
timber  of  the  state  I  beli«eve  it  would 
be  to  the  alvantatre  of  the  state  to 
entirely  prohibit  tiie  sale  of  the  same, 
hereafter,  except  In  such  an  amount 
tl.ereof  as  in  the  opinion  of  ■experts,  in 
the  employ  of  the  state,  is  necessary. 
and  for  the  protection  of  that  remain- 
ing. I  believe  that  the  entire  body  of 
law  affecting  this  great  question  and 
the  proper  administration  of  the  same 
ts  in  a  general  way,  archaic,  obsolete. 
ar.  J  not  such  as  do -s.  or  will,  conduce 
to  the  be^t  intere.sts  of  the  common- 
wealth and  the  proper  development  of 
Its  property.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
tiii.s  department  has  recently  been  in- 
8t:t:;nental  in  .sustaining  the  constitu- 
tior.ality  of  this  law  in  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States.  I  believe  I 
am  warranted  In  saying  that  many 
features  of  that  act  may  b«3  fairly  con- 
sidered unjust. 

•If  the  state  of  Minnesota  expects  to 
sell  its  land,  and  Induce  rettlers  to  buy 
the  i»ame,  in  mv  opinion,  the  law  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  permit  of  sales 
being  made  every  day  in  the  year  hv 
the  respective  tO'jnty  auditors,  and 
upon  terms,  that  while  fair  not  only  to 
the  state  and  the  settler  will  also  be 
in  the  nature  of  inducement  to  the  lat- 
ter. The  state  is  a  great  land  owner; 
a  great  busines.*  corporation,  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  land.  Compare  this 
policy  of  this  great  land  owner  with 
t^^  policy  of  any  other  great  land 
owner  likewl.se  engaged  in  this  stat..». 
and  note  the  difference.  As  a  business 
proposition,  how  much  of  the  land  of 
the-se  other  corporations  would  ever  bo 
sold  if  .-sales  were  had  in  the  respective 
counties  but  once  a  yeor.  and  if  the 
owner  in  selling  those  lan^ls  had  no  in- 
formation as  to  the  cl.aracter  of  the 
soil  upon  the  same,  and  what  the  same 
would  produce;  could  give  no  guar- 
antee as  to  whether  public  highway.^ 
were  being  built  or  would  ever  be  built 
Into  the  tract  in  auestion.  and  could 
give  no  assurances  tiiat  public  schools 
irould  ever  exist  upon  or  near  the  land 
In  question?  Under  such  circum- 
stances no  one  would  he.sitate  to  say 
that  the  sales  of  such  land  owner 
Would  be  at  a  minimum.  Yet  the  ques- 
tion Is  often  asked  why  the  lands  <>f 
the  state  are  not  being  sold,  and  why 
the  lands  of  private  Investors  are  at  a 
premium   i">:i   th.e   market. 

Should  Aid  Settlerii. 
"As.siime  that  a  settler  In  good  faith, 
believing  that  he  was  settling  upon 
government  land,  squats  on  lands  that 
•re  ultimately  patented  to  the  state 
after  residing  thereon,  and  has  become 
a  fixed  nart  of  the  locality  in  which 
he  resides,  the  state  actjuires  title  to 
the  property.  There  i^  no  law  upon 
the  statute  book  of  this  state  which 
would  authorize  any  administrative  of- 
ficer to  compromise  or  dismiss  or 
otherwire  terminate  a  contest  even 
where,  in  his  opinion,  such  bona  fide 
settler  was  justly  entitled  thereto.  The 
only  other  option  the  state  has  is  to 
continue  the  litigation,  and  thus  eltner 
for-^e  the  settler  to  leave  the  land  or 
purchase  it  from  the  state  as  virgin 
property,  and  without  any  compensa- 
tion     for      Improvements      then      made 


thereon.  Unquestionably  the  power 
should  reside  in  some  state  officer  or 
some  board  to  meet  and  solve  in  a 
way.  fair  to  the  rights  of  all  parties, 
a  situation  such  a»  1  have  Just  out- 
lined. 

"Again,  as  to  the  ore  lands  of  the 
state,  1  believe  it  to  be  In  cognizance 
with  good  public  policy  that  there 
should  be  more  careful  inspections  of 
operations  under  outstanding  Iron  ore 
lea.>^es.  and  that  the  riglits  of  the  state 
in  a  $50,000,000  proposition  should  not 
be  left  to  the  care  and  discretion,  how- 
ev.^r   efficient,   of  two   or   three  men. 

"However,  these  are  but  a  few  of  the 
many  clianges  and  amendments  which 
the  law  of  this  state  applicable  to  such 
matters  In  my  Judgment  demands. 
There  are  many  others  which  every 
thoughtful  person  conversant  with  the 
situation  can  readily  suggest.  Yet  the 
law  affecting  the  sale  of  pine  timber 
should  not  be  repealed  without  replac- 
ing the  same  with  a  more  Just  enact- 
ment. The  law  affecting  the  sale  of 
siate  lands  should  not  be  changed 
without  replacing  the  same  with  a  bet- 
ter one,  and  when  it  may  seem  advis- 
able, to  re-grant  the  leasing  of  Iron 
ore  lands  no  law  should  be  passed 
which  will  not  give  to  the  state  the 
benefit  of  the  best  tliought  and  judg- 
ment   on    the    subject." 

Attorney  General  Simpson  recom- 
mends that  the  legislature  create  a 
commission  of  executive  officers,  with- 
out extra  compensation,  to  gather  in- 
formation concerning  all  details  in- 
volved In  the  pu.ggested  changes  in 
laws,  to  the  end  that  the  legislature 
may  be  fully  advised  before  it  attempts 
to   enact    tliem. 

Inheritance  Tax  I,aw. 
Relative  to  the  administration  of  the 
inheritance  tax  law,  Attorney  General 
Simp.son  says  that  up  to  July  1,  1910, 
wiien  it  had  been  operative  five  years, 
?1,045.7S2.S-'  had  been  collected,  but 
much  more  might  have  been  taken  in 
but  for  the  fact  that  the  law  does  not 
impose  upon  any  particular  state  offi- 
cer the  duly  of  collecting  the  tax,  the 
different  county  treasurers  being  re- 
quired to  see  to  its  enforcement.  Mr. 
.Simpson  recommends  tliat  the  legisla- 
ture create  a  state  officer  whose  spe- 
cific duty  it  shall  be  to  enforce  the  law. 
The  attorney  general  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  state  law 
prohibiting  state  officers  from  partici- 
pation In  the  profits  arising  from  con- 
tracts with  the  state  aiul  recommends 
that  such  a  statute  be  provided. 

ileciting  that  the  work  of  the  legal 
department  has  been  carried  on  during 
ills  term  without  the  employment  of 
counsel,  although  the  volume  of  liti- 
gation has  been  exceptionally  large, 
the  attorney  general  asks  that  the  leg- 
islature provide  for  an  Increase  in  the 
personnel  of  tlie  department,  giving 
reasons  in  detail.  Mr.  Simp.son  gives  it 
as  his  opinion  that  funds  .secured  from 
the  estates  of  non-residents  who  own 
slock  in  Minnesota  corporations  will 
eventually  pay  the  entire  e\j»enses  of 
the  department.  Mr.  Simpson  instituted 
and  Won  the  first  case  of  this  kind, 
in  the  John  S.  ICennedy  mattei".  He 
ai^ks  that  the  clerkship  in  his  office 
be  raised  to  the  status  of  an  assistant 
attorney  general,  and  that  an  addi- 
tional assistant  attorney  general  be 
created.  He  recommends  that  the  sal- 
aries of  assistant  attorneys  gener 
increased  to  |4,500  a  year.  They 
got  $3.t;00  and  handle  litigation 
iiing  well   into  tiie  millions.

New  ones  are  In  course  of  construction 
but  unless  temporary  bunk  houses  are 
built  by  the  company,  the  majority  of 
the  laborers  will  have  to  come  to 
West  Duluth   to  find  homes. 

Although  most  of  the  men  employed 
at  the  plant  now  are  common  laborers, 
there  are  also  many  skilled  workmen 
who  have  been  given  work  at  New 
Duluth.  Within  the  last  week  many 
have  come  to  Duluth  from  Gary,  Ind., 
and   from  Chicago. 

Work  at  the  site  is  progressing  rap- 
Idly.  The  plate  mill  and  forge  works 
are  well  along,  the  foundation  having 
been  covered  and  the  superstructure 
being  nearly  up.  The  blast  furnace, 
the  foundation  of  which  was  started 
last  September,  is  now  assuming  shape. 

Preliminary  work  on  the  sites  of 
different  shops  and  mills,  track  lay- 
ing and  other  construction,  including 
that  of  a  sewer  system  which  is  to 
serve  the  plant,  will  occupy  the  at- 
tention of  the  workmen  for  the  next 
few  months.  The  main  trunk  sewer, 
which  runs  from  the  power  house  to 
Spirit  Lake  along  the  line  of  the  nat- 
ural water  course  and  crosses  the  site 
from  the  east  to  west  as  well  as  that 
of  the  sewer  which  is  to  accommodate 
the   blast   furnace,   Is   practically   done. 

The  bridge  over  the  St.  Louis  river 
was  finished  last  September  and  has 
been  connected  with  tracks  on  the  site, 
making  It  possible  to  ship  the  struc- 
tural steel  that  will  be  required.  The 
completion  of  this  bridge  marked  the 
finishing  one  of  the  most  important 
preliminaries  to  the  erection  of  the 
plant. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Northern 
Pacific  will  put  on  additional  coaches 
to  accommodate  the  workmen  who  will 
have  to  make  their  temporary  homes  at 
West  Duluth.

Commander  of  Department  of 

Dakotas  Reaches  Age

Washington.  Dec.  21. — Brlg.-G«n. 
Walter  Howe,  after  43  years  of  service 
in  the  United  States  army,  retired  from 
active  duty  today,  having  reached  the 
slatutory  age  limit  of  64  years.  The 
vacancy  thus  created  In  the  ranks  ot 
the  brigadier  generals  will  be  filled  by 
the  promotion  of  Col.  Joseph  W.  Duncan 
of   the   Sixth    infantry. 

Gen.  Howe,  who  at  present  is  sta- 
tioned at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  in  command 
of  the  Department  of  the  Dakotas, 
graduated  from  West  Point  In  1865.

Terminal  Rlevator*. 
Erection  of  state  terminal  elevators 
at  Duluth  and  Minneapolis  will  be 
asked  for  by  the  state's  grain  commis- 
sioners who  are  working  at  those  two 
terminals.  There  Is  a  constitutional 
amendment.  Introduced  and  passed  two 
years  ago.  providing  for  such  a  step. 

Some  amendment  to  the  present  drug 
permit  law  may  be  submitted  to  the 
assembly,  but  the  prohibition  forces  of 
the  state  are  uncertain  whether  or  not 
they  wish  a  change.

Black  Joe  was  one  of  the  boys  who 
fought  in  the  days  when  Corbett,  La- 
vigne.  Griffo,  Ryan,  McCoy,  Fitzslm- 
mons  and  Maher  and  Sharkey  were  In 
their  prime. 

He  was  one  of  the  greatest.  If  not 
the  greatest  the  ring  produced.  He 
was  a  muster  mlttman,  and  the  name 
he  earned  In  the  latter  days  of  his 
wonderful  ring  career,  was  right  and 
properly  applied.  Joe  certainly  knew 
more  of  the  finer  points  of  the  game 
than  any  of  the  smaller  men,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Young  Griffo,  who 
was  Instinctively  a  fighter  and  not  the 
deep    student    that   Joe   was. 

Gans  was  a  gentleman;  a  boy  who 
never  Intruded  and  always  knew  his 
place.  Somehow  they  don't  seem  to  be 
developing  fighters  like  Gans  these 
days,  so  that  his  death  doubly  marks 
an  epoch  In   the  prize   ring. 

The   Reno  Ileversc. 

The  Reno  reverse  was  naturally  the 
pugilistic  event  of  Importance.  Men 
who  played  form,  somehow  picked  Jef- 
fries to  win.  Why  students  of  the 
game  should  have  been  so  woefully  de- 
ceived by  this  man,  perhaps  will  never 
be  e.Kplalned.  No  satisfactory  explana- 
tion has  been  advanced  to  date.  His- 
tory has  proved  that  the  public  will 
follow  the  champion  until  the  day  he 
Is  beaten,  and  then  wonder  what  made 
him  great.  Whether  Johnson  is  great- 
er than  Jeffries  has  been.  Is  another 
phase  of  the  fight  that  we  can  discuss 
until  the  report  of  doom,  and  never  be 
the  least  wiser.  He  gave  Jeff  his,  and 
ty>  did  It  right,  and  that  is  about  all 
there   Is  to  say. 

Papke's  defeat  Is  an  event  that 
should  be  recorded  In  passing  briefly 
on  the  pugilistic  events  of  the  year.  It 
came  as  a  very  rude  surprise,  like  a 
man  stepping  blindfolded  into  a  tub 
of  Ice  water.  Papke  was  generally 
recognized  as  the  champion,  but  since 
his  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Ketchel.  a 
battle,  by  the  way.  where  the  worst 
that  Papke  should  have  received  was 
a  draw,  he  has  failed  to  show  the  class 
that  fight  fans  would  naturally  expect 
of  a  champion. 

"Bat"  Han   Pasiifd. 

Bat  Nelson  has  passed.  They  have 
been  wondering  these  past  few  years 
when  the  old  Dane  would  be  toppled 
over  by  a  younger  and  stronger  fighter. 
Twice  he  has  been   beaten  in  the  (ad- 


true  fighter,  and  one  of  the  best  cham- 
pions  we  liave  ever  had. 

Frank  A.  Gotch.  if  we  can  consider 
that  this  wonderful  athlete  Is  out  of 
his  temporary  retirement.  Is  etlll  the 
champion  of  the  world.  His  defeat  of 
tlie  giant  Zbyszko  was  the  capping  cli- 
max of  the  present  year  In  wrestling. 
Zbyszko  was  the  third  of  the  grtat 
foreign  stars  to  fall  before  tho  prowess 
of  the   wonderful   lowan. 

Hackenschmidt  Is  In  the  country  at 
the  present  time,  and  his  triumphs  on 
the  mat  have  been  one  of  the  distinc- 
tive features  of  the  first  half  of  flie 
year.  The  wonderful  development  of 
Henry  Ordemann,  the  young  Minne- 
apolis Hercules,  who  at  the  present 
time  Is  generally  looked  upon  as  the 
American  champion,  lias  been  another 
feature  of  the  passing  year  of  mat 
work. 

The  Markmea. 
Connie  Mack's  come-back  might  be 
considered  the  big  feature  of  tlxe  past 
baseball  season.  Connie  Is  one  of  the 
brainiest,  one  of  the  grandest  charac- 
ters of  ba-seball,  and  next  to  Old  Ro- 
man Comlskey,  probably  the  best  loved 
man  in  the  Amerl-ian  league.  He  has 
constructed  a  wonderful  machine  at 
Philadelphia,  and  It  Is  fitting  that  the 
highest  honors  In  baseball  should  come 
to  a  man  so  well  deserving  of  there. 

In  football  the  feature  of  the  .season 
though  there  may  be  a  vast  difference 
of  opinion  on  this  point,  was  the  great 
rally  made  by  the  Yale  team;  a  rally 
almost  without  equal  In  the  bright 
annals  of  the  great  American  college 
sport.  Harvard  or  Michigan  probably 
had   the   best   team   of   the  season,   and 


yet  for  pluck,  bulldog  courage,  game- 
ness  under  the  most  trying  circum- 
stances, the  late  season  rally  of  Yale 
can  rightfully  be  considered  the  fea- 
ture of  the  1910  season. 

In  the  West  we  witnessed  one  of  the 
greatest  games  ever  played.  Tv.'o  great 
teams,  Minnesota  and  Michigan  met, 
and  so  evenly  matched  were  they,  so 
powerful  both  In  offense  and  defense, 
that  had  they  met  a  week  later  It  Is 
very  probable  that  the  losing  team 
would  have  found  backers  in  plenty. 
Harvard  in  Kowlng. 

In  rowing  circles  Harvard  has  again 
demonstrated  that  at  last  this  insti- 
tution has  discovered  a  man  and  a  sys- 
tem that  Is  revolutionizing  the  former 
somewhat  irregular  athletic  methods 
of  this  great  university.  As  Percy 
Haughton  has  madn  the  football  teams 
of  Harvard  great  and  strong  where 
the  teams  before  his  coming  as  head 
coach  were  weak,  so  has  Coach  Wraj* 
of  the  rowing  department,  brought 
the  Harvard  crews  to  the  point  of 
Eastern  supremacy. 

Harvard's  victory  over  the  Yale 
crew  may  be  considered  one  of  the 
features  of  the  year  In  rowing,  though 
there  are  many,  to  dlsptite  the  right 
of  the  sons  of  John  Harvard  to  claim 
superiority  over  the  wonder  crew  de- 
veloped at  Cornell  by  Coach  Courtney. 

In  fact,  Cornell  defeated  Harvard 
last  season,  but  somehow  the  oarsmen 
of  the  East  are  Inclined  to  look  upon 
this  race  In  the  light  of  an  early  sea- 
son practice  contest.  If  tlie  winner  of 
the  Poughkeepsle  events  would  meet 
the  winner  of  the  annual  Yale-Harv- 
vard,  the  class  of  the  East  would  be 
established  clearly  and  fairly. 
Oldfleld  Comes  BmcIc 

Barney  Oldfleld  has  come  back  into 
the  ownership  of  the  automobile 
crown.  He  was  the  first  American  we 
prodticed  who  could  compete  with  the 
drivers  sent  here  from  France,  Ger- 
many and  Italy,  and  at  the  present 
time,  despite  his  debarment  by  the 
American  Automobile  association,  he 
must  be  considered  the  greatest  of  all 
American  drivers.  If  not  the  undoubted 
speed  king  of  the  world. 

Lithe  Daniels,  though  married,  still 
retains  the  laurels  he  won  as  the 
greatest  of  all  short-distance  swim- 
mers. America  has  never  produced 
the  equal  of  this  boyish-looking  ath- 
comes  to  speed  over  the 
course,  and  it  Is  hoped 
take    an    active    part    In 


amateur  athletics  so  long  as  he  retains 
his   present   prowess. 

In  track  athletics  America  is  still 
at  the  head  of  the  list  of  nations.

hastily  assembled,  had  granted  them 
?ull  amnesty  for  their  mutinous  acts, 
in'^l'idlng  the  murder  of  several  offi- 
cers, and  solemnly  assur^^d  them  that 
their  lemands  for  the  abolition  of  cor- 
poral punishment,  more  ijiy  and  less 
irork  would  be  granted — after  which 
'.he  bold  sallormen,  who  had  been  led 
'»y  a  negro.  Joao  Candido,  returned  the 
■warships   to    the   nation 

In  november.  too.  we  wer<»  mightily 
cheered — despite  the  fact  tl;at  from  j 
January  on.  we  had  been  constantly 
liarrled  with  rising  prices  for  the  nec- 
essities ^i  life — when  the  la.st  crop  re- 
ports were  In.  revealing  to  us  that 
from  start  to  close  of  the  harvest  sea- 
son we  iiad  been  extraordinarily  blessed 
!>y  providence  as  a  nation.  The  corn 
crop  topped  by  200,000.000  bushels  fho 
Jintlcipate.l  1.000.000,000  bushel  yield; 
fhe  crop  of  oats  was  also  of  banner 
<hmension3 — In  short,  the  crops  of  the 
year  exceeded  by  9  per  cent  the  aver- 
age  crops   of    the   preceding   five   year^. 

A  YEAR  OF  WORLD  UNREST. 

Yet.  important  or  interesting  or  en- 
lertainins  is  these  and  other  evenrs 
more  or  less  like  unto  them  seemed 
at  the  time  of  their  happening,  they 
w-jre  simply  happenings  of  a  moment, 
a  day.  a  week,  a  fortnight,  a  montn 
or  a  season  The  one  great  over- 
powerln.g,  ever-present  event  of  1910 
practically  the  world  over  was  pro- 
uounced  political  and  economic  unrest 
manifesting  Itself  in  various  guises 
and    with    wlde>ily    varying    results. 

In  our  country,  thlg  spirit  of  unrest 
centering  about  the  new  tariff  and  the 
hipTh  cost  of  living  led  to  an  interest- 
ing    dramatic     ballot-box     decision     in 
favor  of  the  long-down-and-out  Demo- 
cratic  party.      In    Portugal    it   snatched 
II   :rown  f r  >m  a  pleasure-seeking  boy's 
head    and    raised    up    in    his    stead    an 
aged    uni'er.slty   professor   and   poet   an 
nhe    new    republic'.^    first    president.     In 
l«Ysince  ;t  brought  about  a  nation-wide 
tr.rike  of  railway   employes,    an  indus- 
trial  movement     that     at     one     period 
weemed  to  imperil  the  life  of  the  repub- 
lic   Itself. 

In  Pingland  It  led  to  a  general  elec- 
tion In  January,  and  another  general 
appeal  to  the  electorate  during  the 
4:loslng  month,  preponderatingly  over 
the  question  of  limiting  the  legisla- 
tive powers  of  the  house  of  lords,  and 
l>arring  the  few  weeks  that  the  British 
tvere  engaged  in  mourning  for  their

sort  of  superman,  or  demi-god.  In 
Oermany  Socialist  and  suffrage  demon- 
strations were  numerous,  several  lead- 
ing to  serious  rioting;  while  Greece 
iind  Turkey,  with  Crete  once  more  the  i 
hone  of  contentioo.  seemed  several 
times  to  be  on  the  verge  if  war.  ! 
<»reece'.-j  problems  being  augmented  by 
Internal  dis.sa.tisfac,lion  and  a  desire  for 
ti  new  and  more  liberal  constitution. 

iiioiigii  the  regent  of  China.  Prince 
<;hun.  on  Oct.  3.  marked  a  new  epoch 
In  the  empire's  history  when  he  opened 
the  new  senate,  a  few  weeks  later  the 
Kovernment  was  petitioned  to  grant 
further  representative  government,  and 
not  postpone  the  assembling  of  * 
parliament  until  1915,  on  the  ground 
that  the  intervening  time  would  be 
iiece.ssary  to  educate  the  people  to  an 
appreciation  of  constitutional  govern- 
znent. 

The  Hindoo  agitation  for  self-gov- 
trnment.  with  the  accompanying  In- 
( tpient  attacks  on  British  rule,  harried 
the  representatives  of  Kings  Edward 
li.nd  George  throughout  the  entire  year

der  Russia's  efforts  to  take  away  the 
last  vestiges  of  the  duchy's  autonomy. 
There  was  fighting  between  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  nationalist  forces  in 
i'ersia.  and  so  great  was  the  turmoil 
In  the  reputed  criidle  of  the  liuman 
race  that  Great  Britain,  in  October, 
fhreatoned  to  occupy  the  turbulent  re- 
gions unless  order  was  speedily  re- 
stored Even  so  in.significant  a  po- 
litical division  as  little  Monaco  was 
so  affected  by  the  general  political 
unrest  that,  petitioning  for  it.  It  ae- 
I  ured  constitutional  government.  In- 
deed, tiie  younj^esi  as  well  as  the  most 
an. lent  of  nations — the  liugest  as  well 
as  the  smalle.st — round  throughout  the 
vear  a  common  bond  in  much  that 
the  term"  political  unrest"  has  come 
to   signify. 

UMLE  SAM'S  BALLOT  BOX 
REVOLUTION. 

Until  the  November  elections  con- 
firmed the  suspicion  that  a  political 
revolution  had  been  in  progress  in  the 
United  States,  a  revolution  which  was 
foreshadowed,  perhaps  not  indistinctly, 
by  the  September  upheaval  in  Maine, 
the  reduced  majorities  in  Vermont  and 
elsewhere,  and  'insurgent"  and  "pro- 
grej^sive"  primary  triumphs  in  other 
commonwealths,  notably  in  the  West, 
the  year  1910  had  not  been  epochal  as 
far  as  Uncle  Sam's  nephews  and  nieces 
were  concerned.  True,  there  had  b«en 
the  homecoming  and  attendant  welcom- 
ing of  Theodore  Roosevelt.  But  the 
political  landslide  in  its  eleventh  month 
tran.sformed  the  year  into  one  of  the 
historic  twelve-months  of  the  century 
for  the  country.  In  the  forcible  col- 
loquialism of  Mr.  Roosevelt — para- 
phra.sed  slightly  to  fit  the  occasion — 
the  dominant  party  was  whipped  to  a 
frazzle  and  put  over  the  ropes,  losing 
the  lower  house  of  congress,  governor- 
ships, state  legislatures  and  federal 
senatorshlps    In    whole.^iale    fashion. 

The  I>emocratic  tidal  wave,  begin- 
ning with  the  election  of  Frederick  W. 
I'hiisted  as  governor  of  Maine,  had  aii 
even  more  |>ointed  Illustration  In  the 
greatly  reduced  Republican  majorities 
In  such  states  as  Pennsylvania.  Iowa 
and  Rhode  Island  than  in  the  positive 
Democratic  victories  in  New  York.  New 
Jersey  and  Ohio.  Pennsylvania's  enor- 
mous Republican  majorities  of  the  past 
— It  gave  Theodore  Roosevelt  a  plu- 
rality of  5J5.000  in  1904 — shrank  to 
about  IS, 000  for  John  K.  Tener  for  gov- 
ernor; Aram  J.  Pothier  had  but  900 
Republican  plurality  in  Rhode  Island: 
and  Carroll,  in  Iowa,  received  only  18.- 
000  plurality  against  lO'^OOO  two  years 
ago.  John  A.  Dlx's  majority  of  66,000. 
showed  a  smaller  Republican  loss  than 
occurred  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  or  New 
Jersey  and  Eugene  N.  Foss  in  Massa- 
chusetts achieved  remarkable  personal 
triumphs,  the  former  being  a  winner 
by  a  plurality  of  49,360  and  the  latter 
by  33.000.  after  a  campaign  of  only 
two  weeks.  In  Connecticut  Judge  Si- 
meon E.  Baldwin  was  elected  by  the 
Democrats  by  3.000  majority,  while  in 
Ohio  Governor  Judson  Harmon  was  re- 
elected by  the  largest  majority — about 
100.000 — ever  given  to  a  Democrat  in 
that  state.  He  is  also  the  first  Demo- 
cratic chief  executive  of  tliat  state  ever 
to  be  re-elected. 

In  the  twenty-seven  states  holding 
gubernatorial  elections,  the  Republic- 
ans derived  some  comfort  from  the  fact 
that  Michigan  rolled  up  a  standard  Re- 
publican majority:  Minnesota  broke 
off  the  habit  of  electing  a  Democratic 
chief  executive;  the  party  standard 
bearer  In  Nebraska  defeated  a  Demo- 
orat.  thanks  to  Bryan's  bolt  of  his 
party's  candidate;  by  the  aid  of  inde- 
pendent Democrats,  a  Republican  will 
sit  In  the  gubernatorial  mansion  of 
Tennessee  for  a  term,  and  Nevada  pre- 
ferred a  Republican  to  another  Demo- 
crat.

Democratic  senators  will  succeed 
Republicans  In  Indiana,  Missouri,  Mon- 
tana. Nebraska^  New  Jersey.  Nejv 
York,  Ohio  and  West  Virginia;  for  the 
first  time  in  thirteen  years  In  Indiana 
the  Democrats  control  every  branch  of 
the  state  government,  the  two  United 
States  senators  and  all  but  one  repre- 
sentative in  the  house.  In  the  senate 
the  progressive  Republicans,  generally 
successful  in  the  election,  both  as  to 
state  candidates  and  congressional, 
will  hold  the  balance  of  power,  while 
the  next  house  will  have  227  Demo- 
crats, 163  Republicans,  and  one  Social- 
ist, a  Democrat  majority  of  62.  The 
strength  of  the  progressive  movement 
in  the  Republican  party  was  fore- 
shadowed by  the  September  primary 
elections  held  in  many  of  the  stat>^.-i 
In  Michigan  Senator  Burrows  met  de- 
feat at  the  hands  of  Charles  E.  Town- 
send,  a  progressive.  In  Wisconsin 
Senator  La  Follette  carried  the  pri- 
maries by  one  of  the  most  sweeping 
victories  of  his  career.  In  Washing- 
ton Representative  Polndexter.  one  of 
the  most  aggressive  Insurgents  in  the 
Sixty-first  congress,  won  his  fight. 
Hiram  Johnson,  Insurgent  candidate 
for  governor  of  California,  triumphed 
at  the  August  primaries.  Governor 
•Stubbs  of  Kansas,  who  was  an  early 
recruit  to  the  progressive  cause,  was 
renominated.  Robert  P.  Bass,  progres- 
sive candidate  for  governor  of  I>Iew 
Hampshire,  won  at  the  primaries. 

In  Wisconsin,  the  Socialist  strength, 
shown  last  spring  In  the  election  of 
Mayor  Seidel  of  Milwaukee,  became 
powerful  enough  in  November  to  carry 
the  entire  Socialist  ticket  in  Mil- 
waukee county  and  to  elect  the  one 
lone  ,Soclalist  who  will  sit  in  the  next 
congress  —  Victor  L.  Berger,  the  first 
meijnber  of  his  party  to  reach  the  na- 
tlonel  legislature.  In  Pennsylvania  the 
Socialists  were  in  force  sufficient  to 
displace   the   Democracy   in    the    third 


column  in  the  official  ballot,  and  will 
get  the  Democratic  quota  of  watchers 
at  the  polls  in  the  next  election.  They 
also  elected  a  member  to  the  legi.sla- 
t'.ire  for  the  first  time.  Minneapolis 
came  within  1,000  votes  of  electing  a 
Socialist  mayor.  A  Socialist  w;is  elect- 
ed to  the  legislature  from  Lake  county, 
Minn.  The  Socialist  vote  throughout 
the  country  approximated  720.000,  an 
Increase  of  75  per  cent  over  1908. 

Woman  suffrage  was  an  issue  in 
four  states — Oklahoma.  South  Dakota, 
Oregon  and  Washington.  It  was 
adopted  only  in  the  last-named  state, 
making  five  states  In  which  women 
have  full  rights  at  the  polls  —  Wyo- 
ming. Colorado.  Utah.  Idaho  and  Wash- 
ington. As  a  result  of  the  Colorado 
election  four  women  will  sit  In  the 
state  lower  house.  In  Oregon  the 
voters  faced  the  responsibility  of  the 
referendum  for  the  first  time,  no  less 
than  thirty-two  propositions  being 
submitted  to  them. 

AN  ANCIENT  KINGDOM  BE- 
COMES  A  REPIBLIC. 

The  other  startling  political  revolu- 
tion of  the  year,  and  one  in  which 
bullets,  not  ballots,  played  the  leading 
part,  occurred  In  Portugal  on  Oct.  4. 
when  the  Republican  party,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  army  and  navy,  over- 
threw the  Braganza  dynasty  in  a  few 
hours  of  fighting  and  established  in  its 
stead  a  republic,  with  a  venerable  poet 
and  university  professor.  Teophile 
Braga.    as    provisional    president. 

For  years  the  throne  of  Portugal 
had  been  tottering,  and  for  months  the 
Republican  leaders  had  been  assidu- 
ously plotting  for  its  overthrow  not 
later  than  Christmas  of  1910.  In  the 
midst  of  their  planning  came  the  mur- 
der of  Bombarda,  a  well  known  Re- 
publican and  antl-clerlcal.  anl  this 
was  seized  upon  by  the  revolutionists 
as  an  opportunity.  On  the  night  of 
tX't.  4,  at  a  preconceived  signal,  sev- 
eral warships  in  the  harbor  of  Lisbon 
were  spized  by  the  revolutionary  mem- 
bers of  the  crews  and  the  royal  palace 
and  government  buildings  bombarded 
at  the  same  time  that  various  regi- 
ments came  boldly  out  on  the  sMe  of 
the  revolutionists  and  seized  the  ap- 
proaches to  and  occupied  the  strategic 
points  in  the  city.  King  Manuel, 
whose  extravagan.es  and  devotion  to 
a  French  musi;  hall  dancer  had 
aroused  the  indignation  of  liis  2>overiy- 
and-tax-ridden  su'ojects.  together  with 
liis  mother  and  tlie  queen  dowager, 
were  permitteil  to  escape  to  the  royal 
yacht,  which  bore  them  to  Gibraltar, 
wiiere  they  remained  for  a  brief  period 
before  taking  up  their  residence  in 
that  asylum  for  cast-off  royalty-— 
England. 

The  new  government,  which  is  grad- 
ually being  re<?ognized  by  the  nation.s, 
promises  financial  reform,  development 
of  national  resources,  reform  of  tlie 
courts,  freedom  of  the  press,  the  estab- 
llshm -nt  of  popular  education,  and  the 
suppression  of  the  r;jliglou.s  congrega- 
tions. Immediately  following  the  suc- 
cessful termination  of  the  revolution 
and  the .  restoration  of  order,  the  re- 
ligious orders  were  given  24  hours  in 
which  to  leave  the  country  under  threat 
of  expulsion,  and  the  government  pro- 
ceeded forthwith  to  confiscate  all  re- 
ligious   property. 

Following  the  success  of  their  breth- 
ren in  Portugal,  the  world  looked  to 
the  Republicans  of  Spain  to  move  to 
overthrow  the  Bourbon  dynsty.  That 
that  government  was  fearful  of  such  a 
move  was  shown  by  the  maner  in  which 
it  speedily  transformed  the  country  into 
something  like  an  armed  camp,  pnying 
especial  attention  to  Barcelona.  Bilboa 
and  other  places  where  the  spirit  of  un- 
rest was  especially  strong.  But  the  an- 
niversary of  the  death  of  Ferrer,  Oct. 
13,  passed  off  quietly,  owing  to  the 
preparedness  of  the  government.  Still, 
It  were  useless  to  deny  that  the  spirit 
of  political  and  economic  unrest  was 
strong  throughout  the  year  in  Spain; 
and  the  uncertainty  of  the  situation 
was  added  to  by  the  government's  dc- 
termine<I  policy  to  exercise  strict  su- 
pervision over  all  ecolesiJistical  mat- 
ters and  religious  orders,  a  policy  that 
brought  Madrid  and  the  papacy  at  log- 
gerheads and  led  to  the  employment  of 
the  military  In  July  to  overawe 
threatened  clerical  demonstrations,  par- 
taking of  a  revolutionary  nature, 
against   the  government. 

Other  countries  In  which  the  force 
of  arms  played  a  part  In  emphasizing 
the  presence  of  more  or  less  general  or 
special  unrest  were  Mexico  and  Nicara- 
gua. In  September,  the  one  hundredt.h 
anniversary,  of  Mexican  independence 
was  celebrated,  together  with  the  eigh- 
tieth birthday  of  I'resident  Porfirio 
Diaz.  At  that  time  the  nation  ap- 
peared to  give  itself  up  unreservedly 
to  the  gala  occasion,  and.  hi  the  large 
cities  at  least,  there  was  no  external 
evidence  of  profound  discontent  with 
tiie  existing  order  of  things.  Later,  it 
developed  that  for  at  least  four  years 
the  United  States  department  of  state 
and  the  officials  of  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment had  been  watching  the  un- 
folding of  a  carefully-plotted  revalu- 
tlonary  movement  for  the  overthrow  of 
President  Diaz.  This  was  followed  by 
numerous  insurgent  outbreaks  late  in 
November,  especially  in  the  northern 
states  of  the  republic,  which  resulted 
in  a  considerable  loss  of  life  and  prop- 
erty, but  the  government  held  a  firm 
hand  in  the  crisis  and  the  armed  In- 
surrection was  largely  at  an  end  by 
Dec.  1  when  Diaz  was  again  inaugurat- 
ed president.  But  about  the  middle  of 
the  month  hard  fighting  broke  out 
again,  especially  in  the  state  of  Chi- 
huahua, and  continued  until  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  revolution  in  Nicaragua  was 
really  a  left-over  from  1909.  There  were 
almost  dally  battles  between  the  hos- 
tile forces;  but.  finally,  on  Aug.  26 
President  Madrlz  fled  from  the  capital 
and  Gen.  Estrada,  the  victor,  proclaim- 
ed himself  provisional  president  and 
set  about  to  have  himself  elected  presi- 
dent  for  two  years. 

Twice  during  the  year  the  capital  of 
Rio  Janeiro  was  subjected  to  bom- 
bardment. The  first  bombardment  took 
place  In  November,  when  the  country's 
two  Dreadnoughts  and  two  other  war- 
ships were  stolen  by  their  crews.  Then 
a  few  shots  were  thrown  Into  the  city 
by  way  of  letting  congress  know  that 
the  mutineers  were  in  earnest  In  their 
demands  that  conditions  in  the  navy  be 
ameliorated.  That  mutiny  at  an  end, 
everything  was  peaceful  until  raid-De- 
cember, when  a  mutiny  took  place 
among  the  marines  quartered  on  Co- 
bras Island,  in  Rio  Janeiro  harbor.  The 
200  mutineers  were  almost  annihilated 
by  the  fire  of  warships  and  land  bat- 
teries, but  not  before  they  had  shelled 
the  city.  Inflicting  considerable  dam- 
age and   killing  a   number  of   citizens. 

A  YEAR  OF  CONTENTION   IN 
GREAT  BRITAIN. 

The  difference  between  the  house  of 
lords  and  the  house  of  commons  served 
to  keep  Great  Britain  in  a  political  tur- 
moil throughout  the  entire  year,  and 
twice  made  recourse  to  the  ballot  box 
necessary.  General  elections  began  on 
Jan.  10,  when  the  second  parliament  of 
King  Edward  VII  was  dissolved  and 
writs  Issued  for  a  new  one  to  meet  on 
Feb.  21.  In  this  election — the  campaign 
leading  up  to  It  having  been  hotly 
waged  mninly  around  the  government's 
proposition  to  limit  the  lords'  power  of 
veto,  based  on  the  lords'  refusal  to  ap- 
prove   th%    budffet — the    Liberals    were 


returned  to  power,  with  but  one  vote 
over  their  Unionist  opponents,  a  result 
that  seemed  to  satisfy  nobody,  since  it 
practically  left  all  the  disputed  ques- 
tions  unsettled. 

Following  the  election  the  months 
were  spent  by  the  Liberal  ministry  in 
an  effort  to  put  through  its  reform 
program,  announced  in  detail  last  year, 
and  now  familiar  to  every  Briton  to 
the  last  detail.  A  series  of  conferences 
between  the  warring  parties  failed  to 
lead  to  any  understanding  regarding 
the  reform  of  the  house  of  lords,  a 
failure  that  caused  George  V  to  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  privy  council 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  sur- 
mounting the  crisis — an  unusual  pro- 
ceeding in  British  politics,  and  one  re- 
vealing a  critical  situation.  A  few  days 
later,  on  Nov.  28,  the  king,  who  had 
succeeded  to  the  throne  on  his  father's 
death  on  May  16,  dissolved  his  first 
parliament,  which  had  lasted  only  ten 
months,  and  summoned  a  new  parlia- 
ment (elected  in  December)  to  meet  on 
Jan.   31    of   this  year. 

In  the  second  general  election,  which 
began  on  Dec.  3,  the  Liberals  were  re- 
turned to  power,  and  It  now  seems  cer- 
tain that  the  lords  will  be  reformed 
ac.ording  to  the  plans  of  the  coalition 
of  the  Liberal,  Laborlte  and  Irish 
home  rule  forces  in  the  house  of  com- 
mons. Another  radical  outcome  of  the 
election  will  probably  be  some  measure 
of  home  rule  for  Ireland.  What  will  be 
the  disposition  of  the  troublesome 
votes-for-women  question  remained 
problematical  as  the  year  closed.  No- 
vember witnessed  a  renewal  of  suf- 
fragette attacks  on  parliament  and 
harrying  of  Liberal  leaders,  Premier 
Asqulth  being  surroundea  and  beaten 
by  a  group   of  angry  suffragettes. 

FRANCE'S  GREAT  CRISIS. 

The  premier  Industrial  manifestation 
of  world  unrest — and  one  that  held  for 
a  time  momentous  political  possibilities 
— occurred  in  France.  The  National 
Confederation  of  Railway  unions,  on 
Oct.  12.  voted  in  favor  of  a  general 
strike  on  all  railroad  systems  in  the 
country;  electrit dans'  workers  in  the 
provision  Industries  were  already  on 
strike.  Great  disorder  and  violence 
ensued  for  nearly  a  week,  but  Premier 
Brland,  himself  a  Socialist  and  a  friend 
of  organized  labor,  called  out  the  army 
reservists,  some  of  them  among  the 
strikers  themselve.s.  and  demanded 
thefr  aid  In  putting  down  disorder,  de- 
claring that  their  primary  duty  was  to 
the  country.  On  this  issue  he  let  it  be 
known  that  the  government  would 
stand  or  falj,  and  because  of  his  firm- 
ness the  strike  was  called  off,  but  not 
before  the  republic  Itself  had  seemed 
in  danger  from  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment coupled  with  the  strike. 

Industrial  unrest,  due  in  part,  at 
least,  to  the  high  cost  of  living  that 
was  pretty  general  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Europe,  led  to  numerous  im- 
portant strikes,  not  infrequent  rioting, 
and  much  agitation  for  higher  and  Im- 
proved working  conditions  in  labor 
circles. 

Early  in  the  spring  the  great  street 
car  strike,  and  sympathetic  strikes  in- 
volving 40,000,  in  Philadelphia  para- 
lyzed trade  in  that  city  for  several 
weeks.  The  street  railway  strike  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  which  held  throughout 
the  summer,  developed  Into  a  serious 
conflict  between  law  and  disorder,  and 
for  several  week.s  4he  local  authorities 
seemed  powerless  to  control  the  situa- 
tion and  state  aid  was  given.  The  gen- 
eral strike  on  the  Grand  Trunk  sys- 
tem also  occurred  during  the  sumrrier, 
ending  In  wage  advances;  and  in  No- 
vember the  express  package  industry 
of  the  country  was  partially  paralyzed 
by  a  strike  of  employes  In  New  York 
City    and    Jers&y   City. 

In  July  and  August  a  strike  of  70,- 
000  cloa'umakers  in  New  York  city 
ended,  after  two  months  of  great  suf- 
fering and  anxiety,  with  an  agreement 
by  which  the-  strikers  accepted  the 
'preferential  shop"  Instead  of  the 
•closed  shop,"  which  they  had  de- 
manded. These  strikers  won  most  of 
their  minor  demands,  such  as  larger 
pay  and  shorter  hours.  Later,  a  city- 
wide  strike  of  garment  makers  began 
in  Chicago  and  was  unsettled  as  the 
year  drew  to  a  close. 

The  last  of  March  300.000  bituminous 
coal  workers  quit  the  mines  pending  a 
settlement  of  wage  demands.  In  Janu- 
ary a  riot  involving  20.000  persons  took 
place  in  Naples,  due  to  Increased  rents 
of  workmen's  homes.  In  April  there 
was  a  general  strike  of  the  building 
trades  In  Berlin.  In  August  8.000  me- 
chanics in  t!ie  Hamburg  (Germany) 
shipyards  went  on  strike  with  a  de- 
mand for  increa.sed  wages.  In  Septem- 
ber a  general  strike  occurred  In  Barce- 
lona, with  accompanying  revolutionary 
tendencies. 

THE  ROLE  OF  THE  RAILROADS. 

The  American  railroads  were  most  In- 
Intimately  connected  with  the  national 
economic  unrest.  During  the  early  part 
of  the  year  many  railroads  announced 
lncrea.ses  in  wages.  Some  of  these 
were  forced  by  employes'  agitation  for 
better  wages  and  improved  working 
conditions,  while  other  lines  voluntarily 
granted  increases  In  pay.  This  was  the 
case  with  the  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Reading  each  road  Increasing  by  6  per 
cent  the  wages  of  every  employe  earn- 
ing less  t!;an   $300  a   month. 

These  grants  of  better  pay  were  fol- 
lowed closely  by  Increases  in  passen- 
ger and  freight  rates.  The  increase  In 
the  commutation  rates  on  railroads 
with  terminals  In  New  York  city  met 
with  Indignant  protest,  which  In  New 
Jersey  took  the  form  of  a  demand  that 
the  governor  call  an  extra  session  of 
the  legislature  to  empower  the  newly 
created  public  utilities  commission  to 
act  in  the  matter.  In  November  the 
Interstate  commerce  commission  held 
hearings  in  the  matter,  where  the  rates 
raised   were   Interstate. 

The  increase  in  freight  rates  was  of 
even  greater  Importance.  It  was  esti- 
mated by  the  railroads  that  the  increase 
In  wages  would  aggregate  1150,000,000, 
and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  meet 
a  greater  part  of  the  shortage  in  net 
revenue  that  the  increased  wages 
would  cause  by  advances  In  freight 
rates.  The  shippers  at  once  took  Issue 
with  the  roads  on  this  point,  and  there- 
after until  near  the  close  of  the  year 
the  Interstate  commerce  commission 
was  engaged  In  hearing  both  sides  of 
the  case  in  various  cities  notablv  Chi- 
cago, St.  Louis.  New  York  and  Wash- 
ington. In  September  various  organi- 
zations of  railway  workmen,  with  a 
membership  of  300,000,  indorsed  the 
proposed  Increases  In  freight  rates. 

The  same  month  President  Taft  an- 
nounced the  personnel  of  the  new  rail- 
road commission,  which  the  recent 
amendment  to  the  railroad  act  author- 
izes, to  report  on  railroad  stock,  bonds 
and  notes,  their  Issuance  and  how  It 
may  be  controlled  by  the  public.  The 
naming  of  President  Arthur  T.  Hadley 
of  Yale  university  as  head  gave  great 
public  satisfaction.  Prof.  B.  H.  Meyer 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  an- 
other member,  is  also  chairman  of  the 
Wisconsin  Railroad  commission.  Two 
months  later,  on  Nov.  27,  the  new 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  station  In  the 
heart  of  New  York  city,  and  the  tun- 
nels leading  to  It  under  the  Hudson 
river,  were  thrown  open  to  the  travel- 
ing public — a  gigantic  improvement  fin- 
ished after  seven  years  of  effort  and 
at  a  cost  of  $150,000,000. 

DEEDS  OF  CONGRESS  IN  1910. 

Until  the  fall  elections,  the  most 
dramatic  event  associated  with  the 
spirit  of  political  unrest  in  this  country 
was  the  undoing  of  Speaker  Cannon  in 
the  house  of  representatives.  First, 
the  house  voted  not  to  let  t,he  speaker 
appoint  Its  members  on  the  BalUnger- 
Plnchot  Investigation  committee,  but 
to  select  the  members  Itself.  That 
was  in  January.  Later,  the  Democrats 
and  the  "Insurgent"  and  other  Repub- 
licans to  the  number  of  thlrty-flve 
united  to  pass  a  resolution  authorizing 
a  new  committee  on  rules,  much  larger 
than  the  old  committee  and  elected  by 
the  majority  and  minority  members 
of  the  house,  with  the  distinct  provi- 
sion that  th%  speaker  should  not  be  on 
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the  committee.  Of  the  old  committee 
the  speaker  was  chairman,  and  that 
committee  he  appointed.  It  was  charg- 
ed widely  both  in  and  out  of  congre.s8 
that  the  committee  ran  the  house  to 
suit  Itself.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
first  regular  session  of  the  Sixty-first 
congress  in  December,  1909.  there  had 
been  much  discontent  over  what  were 
called  the  tyrannical  ways  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  finally,  on  March  19.  after 
a  bitter  debate  lasting  two  days,  the 
speaker  was  shorn  of  one  of  bis  time- 
honored  prerogatives. 

The  Ballinger-Plnchot  investigation 
resulted  from  the  controversy  begun 
the  year  previous  between  the  two 
principals  and  their  adherents  over  the 
secretary  of  the  Interior's  fitness  to 
have  charge  of  matters  relating  to 
national    conservation. 

Early  in  the  year  Secretary  Balllnger 
asked  for  a  full  inquiry  at  the  hands 
of  congress  and  a  joint  commission, 
consisting  of  six  members  of  each 
house,  was  appointed  to  attend  to  the 
matter.  Before  this  commission  had 
time  to  convene.  Senator  Dolllver  of 
Iowa  rose  in  the  senate  and  read  a  let- 
ter from  Mr.  Pinchot  acknowledging 
that  some  of  his  subordinates  had  been 
actively  connected  with  the  newspaper 
attacks  upon  Secretary  Balllnger  and 
the  Interior  department.  In  this  letter 
the  former  chief  forester  commended 
the  action  of  his  subordinates.  This 
was  followed  by  the  removal  of  Pin- 
chot and  his  associates,  Price  and 
Shaw,  and  the  appointment  of  Henry 
S.  Graves,  head  of  the  Yale  Forestry 
school,  in  Plnchofs  place. 

The  investigation  began  in  February. 
Both  sides  were  represented  by  attor- 
neys and  testimony  did  not  come  to  an 
end  until  the  third  week  In  May.  On 
Sept.  9  .the  four  Democratic  members 
of  the  committee  made  public  at  Min- 
neapolis, Minn.,  a  report  of  their  find- 
ings against  Secretary  Balllnger; 
Congressman  Madison  of  Kansas,  "in- 
surgent," made  a  separate  statement, 
also  against  the  secretary.  Four  days 
later  the  Republican  members  of  the 
committee  met  at  Chicago  and  de- 
nounced as  unlawful  the  action  of  the 
Democratic  members.  This  majority, 
in  December,  reported  to  congress  that 
"the  evidence  has  wholly  failed  to 
make  out  a  case.  Neither  has  any 
fact  proved  nor  all  the  facts  put  to- 
gether exhibit  Mr.  Balllnger  as  be- 
ing anything  but  a  competent  and 
honorable  gentleman,  honestly  and 
faithfully  performing  the  duties  of  his 
high  office  with  an  eye  single  to  the 
public  Interest."  The  committee  scored 
Mr.  Ballinger's  accusers,  called  the 
forestry  bureau  wasteful,  and  disap- 
proved of  Mr.  Ballinger's  plan  for  sell- 
ing Alaskan  coal  lands,  urging  leas- 
ing.  President  Taffs  plan. 

Probably  the  most  Important  legis- 
lative measure  passed  uy  congress  was 
the  new  Interstate  commerce  act, 
which  wus  signed  by  the  president  on 
June  18,  and  provided  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  long-talked-of  com- 
merce court.  Under  the  law  the 
powers  of  the  interstate  commerce 
commission  are  strengiiienea  ma- 
terially, and  It  has  ample  time  within 
which  to  suspend  the  operation  of  new 
railroad  rates  pending  inquiry  as  to 
their  reasonableness.  While  the  bill 
was  pending  the  principal  rallroa«» 
attempted  some  important  increases  m 
freight  rates.  Just  as  these  changes 
were  about  to  become  effective,  Attor- 
ney-General Wickersham  checkmated 
the  move  by  obtaining  an  Injunction 
alleging  that  the  Increase  would  be 
unreasonable  and  oppressive  and  in 
violation  of  the  Sherman  anti-trust 
law.  Thereupon  the  railroads  agreed 
to  withdraw  the  rates  and  submit  tnem 
to  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
for  decision  as  to  their  reasonaoieness. 

Congress  also  authorized  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  pnstal  .sav- 
ings banks.  Separate  statehood  was 
granted  to  Arizona  and  New  Mexico. 
There  was  created  a  bureau  of  mines 
in  the  interior  department,  for  tne 
saving  of  lives  and  the  protection  of 
the  public  welfare.  An  appropriation 
of  $250,000  was  made  to  pay  for  a 
year's  work  of  the  tarilt  board  unner 
the  president's  direction.  The  raising 
of  the  wreck  of  the  battiesnip  Maine 
from  Havana  harbor  was  auihoiized 
and    the    work    is    now   progre».sing. 

In  the  closing  days  of  its  first  regu- 
lar session.  <-onuTe.ss  auttiorize<l  ihe 
Issuance  of  $20,000,000  In  bonds  for 
reclamation  projects.  it  a-.!?o  passed 
a  bill  giving  the  pre.sldent  authority 
to  withdraw  lan<ls  from  public  entry 
pending  congressional  action  for  their 
disi)ositioii.  Ill  July  President  Taft  bcf^an 
affirniing  land  withdrawals  made  by 
the  preceding  administration  and  aiso 
making  large  withdrawals  himself.  In 
that  same  month  a  total  of  71,518.5SK 
acres  of  coal  lands  were  withdrawn  rn 
the  United  States  and  770.000  acres  In 
Alaska.  On  July  3  me  president 
signed  orders  for  the  withdrawal  ot 
8.495,731  acres  of  power  site,  phosphate 
'and  petroleum  lands.  Thus  far.  the 
grand  total  of  land  reserved  by  tne 
government  reaches  the  area  of  12*5.000 
square  miles — more  than  the  comuined 
land  and  water  surface  of  New  York, 
Pennsylvania   and   South    Carolina. 

THE  THIRTEENTH  CENSUS. 

The  closing  session  or  the  S  xty- 
first  congress,  which  met  In  December, 
listened  to  the  following  recommenrja- 
tlons  madfc  In  the  president's  mes.sage: 

That  a  permanent  tariff  commission 
be  appointed  and  all  future  revisron 
of  the  tariff  be  made  schedule  fjy 
schedule.  That  the  Panama  canal  be 
fortified,  and  an  appropriation  of 
$19,000,000  be  made  lor  the  purpose. 
That  the  beginning  of  a  parcels  post 
service  be  established  on  all  free  rural 
delivery  routes.  That  the  civil  .service 
rules  be  extended  to  Include  all  post- 
masters, thus  taking  them  out  of  pon- 
tics. That  the  limitation  which  now 
firevents  the  executive  from  witin'r.Tv,-- 
ng  more  forest  lands  be  withdrawn, 
and  that  other  legislation  looking 
towards  the  conservation  of  our  nat- 
ural resources  be  enacted.  That  con- 
gress give  some  fitting  recognition  to 
Peary  for  his  discovery  of  the  Nortri 
Pole;  that  Secretary  Meyer's  plan  to 
reorganize  the  navy  and  build  two 
battleships  a  year  be  approved;  that  a 
new  army  bill  for  the  organization  of 
volunteer  forces  In  time  of  war  T>e 
passed;  that  a  greater  number  of  army 
officers  be  authorized.  That  the  pres- 
ent eight  hour  law  be  en'arged  oy 
providing  that  public  works  shall  be 
construed  to  Include  not  only  buildings 
and  work  upon  public  ground,  but  also 
ships,  armor  and  large  guns  when 
manufactured  in  private  yards  or  rac- 
tories.  That  with  the  exceptlor^  of  a  i 
law  to  prevent  fraudulent  bills  of 
lading,  no  further  amendment  be  made 
to  our  corporation-controlling  laws 
until  they  have  been  tested.  Referring 
to  the  recent  fraudulent  cotton  bills  of 
lading  scandal,  he  urges  congress  to 
enact  a  law  under  which  one  wno 
in  good  faith  advance.^  monev  or  credit 
upon  a  bill  of  lading  Issue?  bv  a 
common  carrier  upon  an  Interstate  or 
foreign  shipment  can  hold  the  carrier 
liable  for  the  value  of  tne  goods 
described  in  the  bill,  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  the  advances  made  in  re- 
liance upon  it.  He  recommends  that 
a  punishment  of  fine  and  imprison- 
ment be  Imposed  upon  railroad  agents 
and  shippers  for  fraud  or  misrepresen- 
tation.   The  president  also  reoommeada 


tliat  interstate  railroads  be  prohibited 
from  owning  or  controlling  ships  ply- 
ing through  the  Panama  canal,  and 
he  asks  for  subsidies  for  American 
shipping,  especially  for  vessels  plying 
to    South    America. 

The  recommendation  made  In  the 
special  message  last  year  for  a  gen-eral 
law  providing  for  the  incorporation  of 
Industrial  and  other  companies  engaged 
In  Interstate  commerce  is  renewed.  He 
also  urges  upon  congress  the  propriety 
of  establishing  cheaper  and  simpler 
forms  of  judicial  prooedure  so  that  the 
supreme  court  may  be  relieved  of  its 
burden  of  appeals.  The  recommenda- 
tion made  in  the  last  message  in  favor 
of  a  law  regulating  the  issuing  of  in- 
junctions without  notice  is  repealed. 
Tlie  president  also  urges  the  passage  of 
the  bill  now  pending  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  federal  judges. 

This  session  of  congress  will  have 
among  its  other  duties  the  passing  of  a 
new  apportionment  bill  based  on  the 
new  census  returns.  The  thirteenth 
census  begun  April  15  with  65,000  enu- 
merators, was  taken  rapidly  and  on 
the  whole  accurately,  and  showed  a 
total  population  In  the  United  States 
proper,  exclusive  of  Alaska,  of  91.972.- 
266.  During  the  last  ten  years  the 
states  of  tlTe  Union  had  an  aggregate 
increase  of  population  of  15,977,691, 
which  amounts  to  21  per  cent  over  the 
1900  figures. 

The  population  of  the  United  States, 
including  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  is  93,402,151.  The  total  does  not 
include  the  Philippines.  The  increase, 
in  the  area  Inc'ud'ed,  during  the  last 
ten  years  was  16,145,521,  or  20.9  per 
cent  over  77.256,630,  the  population  in 
1900,  compared  with  an  increase  of  14,- 
276,864,  or  22.7  per  cent,  over  62,979,766, 
the  population  in  1890. 

Since  the  first  census  was  taken,  in 
1790,  the  country  ha^  grown  twenty- 
five  tim'es  as  large,  the  population  then 
having  been  3,929,214,  slightly  larger 
than  the  present  population  of  the 
state  of  Texas.  The  Unit-d  States 
and  all  Its  possessions  contain  a  popu- 
lation of  101.100,000.  according  to  the 
census  bureau's  official  estimate,  and 
in  the  United  States  proper  the  bureau 
estimates  that  more  than  45  per  cent 
of  the  population  is  urban;  that  is.  in 
places  of  2,500   Inhabitants  or  more. 

Two  interesting  facts  stand  out  con- 
spicuously in  connection  with  th'^  offi- 
cial figures  for  urban  population  given 
out  by  the  census  bureau — the  rapid 
growth  of  citl'^s  in  t!ie  100.000  clas.s 
and  the  Impartial  distribution  of  this 
increase  among  the  geographical  sec- 
tions. 

The  growth  of  the  country's  metrop- 
olis was  phenomenal,  a  gain  of  nearly 
39  per  cent.  The  returns  from  many 
other  sections  were  almost  equally  sur- 
prising, «specially  those  of  the  Lake 
and  Pacific  coast  cities.  Men  living  to- 
day were  counted  in  the  first  federal 
census  of  Chicago  In  1840.  Now  it  is 
2,185,258,  easily  the  country's  second 
city. 

The  cen-sus  also  shows  that  New 
York  state  has  one-tenth  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  -entire  country,  9,113.279. 
This  means  that  the  congressional  dele- 
gation from  the  Empire  state  will  be 
one-tenth  of  the  entire  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. The  present  membership  of 
that  body  is  391,  of  which  37  are  from 
New  York  stat'».  For  the  first  time 
in  Its  history  the  population  of  New 
York  city  has  outstripped  that  of  the 
rest  of  the  state,  the  figures  being  4.- 
766. S83.  The  census  figures  by  states 
follow: 


or  engaging  In  Interstate  or  foreign 
business.  Both  these  suits  affect  inter- 
ests   that    are.  nation-wide. 

The  custom's  service  was  adminis- 
tered with  an  ever  Increasing  degree 
of  efficiency,  especially  at  the  port  of 
New  York,  where  Collector  Lroeb  un- 
covered numerous  frauds,  both  big  and 
little,  against  the  service.  The  post- 
office  department  came  to  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  with  a  deficit  of  |6,- 
100. OOO,  an  Improvem.ent  of  $11,500,000 
over  the  previous  year;  and  following 
the  instructions  of  tlie  president  every 
department  of  the  government  endeav- 
ored to  conduct  Its  business  on  lines 
of  rigid  economy.  Throughout  the 
year  the  presidi-nt  carried  on  the  task, 
begun  soon  after  he  took  office.  of 
trying  to  place  the  departments  on  an 
up-to-date,  economical,  yet  efficient  and 
smooth-running  basis.  By  the  end  of 
March  the  president  had  completed  the 
task  of  granting  the  minimum  rates 
under  the  new  tariff  law  to  all  the 
world  in  exchange  for  similar  cour- 
tesies and  in  December  he  filled  the 
bench  of  the  United  States  supreme 
court  by  appointing  Associate  Justice 
Edward  D.  White  chief  justice;  Willis 
Van  Devanter.  of  the  United  States  cir- 
cuit court  and  Wyoming,  and  Joseph 
Rucker  Lamar,  of  the  Georgia  supreme 
court,  associate  justices.  The  new 
commerce  court  was  appointed  at  the 
same  time:  Martin  A.  Knapp.  taken 
from  the  chairmanship  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission;  Judge 
Robert  W.  Archbald,  Judge  William  H. 
Hunt,  John  E.  Carland  and  Julian  W. 
Mack.  The  supreme  court  appoint- 
ments   were   promptly    confirmed. 

The  government's  most  Important 
dealing  with  a  foreign  nation  was  the 
settlement  by  arbitration  of  the  New- 
foundland fisheries  case  after  a  discus- 
sion, lasting  130  years  with  Great 
Britain,  Canada  and  Newfoundland. 
The  award  was  rendered  Sept.  7  at 
The  Hague  and  became  law  five  days 
later. 

The  Lssue  was  presented  in  the  form 
of  seven  questions  and  the  decision  sup- 
ported tlie  United  States  on  five  counts 
and  Great  Britain  on  two.  The  first 
question  concerned  the  right  of  Great 
Britain  to  make  reasonable  regulations, 
without  the  assent  of  the  United  States. 
In  tl:e  matter  of  taking  fish  in  the 
waters  of  Canada  and  Nawfi>undland. 
The  award  went  to  Great  Britain  on 
this  The  second  question  dealt  with 
the  liberty  of  American  citizens  to  em- 
ploy persons  not  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States  as  membars  of  their 
crews.  The  verdict  was  favorable  to 
the  American  claim.  The  third  and 
fourth  question.-!  dealt  with  tl^e  right 
of  <"!anada  and  Newfoundland  to  sub- 
ject American  f.shermen  to  entry  at 
custom  houses,  the  T'^iyment  of  dues  or 
other  .similar  regulations.

It  alleged  a  combination  and  a 
conspiracy  In  violation  of  the  anti-trust 
law.  and  was  directed  at  the  American 
Sugar  Refining  company — the  trust — 
thirty  subsidiaries,  and  thirty-nine  In- 
dividuals. A  dissolution  of  the  com- 
panies Is  not  asked,  but  that  the  court 
shall  enjoin  them,  their  stockholders, 
officials,  directors  and  agents  from 
doing  any  act  In  pursuance  of  the

Washington,  Dec.  81. — ^Forest  fires, 
their  destructiveness,  cause  and  pre- 
vention, are  discussed  at  length  In  the 
t  annual  report  of  Henry  S.  Graves, 
chief  forester.  He  says  that  In  the 
organization  and  administration  of  the 
national  forests,  the  most  important 
consideration  is  their  protection  from 

fire. 

"In  a  forest  fully  organized  with 
adequate  means  of  transportation  and 
communication  and  a  sufficient  force 
of  rangers  and  guards,  the  risk  from 
fire  is  very  small,"  he  said.  "In 
foreign  countries  in  which  forests  are 
BO  organized  the  risk  Is  so  small  that 
the  forests  are  Insurable  at  a  mod- 
erate rate."  .  , 

After  citing  the  various  causes  of 
forest  fires,  Mr.  Graves  says  that  84 
per  cent  of  the  fires  during  the  calen- 
dar year  of  1909  were  due  to  the  "lack 
of  preventive  care  on  the  part  of  tht 
users  of  the  forests  and  of  the  rail- 
roads traversing  them." 

Railroads   Doinff   Woll. 

He  says  that  the  railroads,  realizing 
that  forest  fires  are  against  their  own 
interests,    "have   shown   an   admirable

Drill  Work  Year  Ago— Hancock  Getting  Ready  for 

Mill  Shipments  Early  in  Year. 


EIGHTY  MILLIONS  IN  LEAD 


Coeur  d'Alene  District  First     in     the     United  States  in 

Amount  Mined — Uncertainty  of  the  Tariff  Is 

Discouraging  Feature. 


Spokane.  Wash..  Dec.  31.  —  Eighty 
million  dollars'  worth  of  lead  and  sil- 
Ttr  has  been  taken  from  VVardncr  hill 
l;i  :he  Coeur  d'Alene  disirict  of  North- 
ern Idaho,  12S  miles  east  of  here,  since 
the  beginning  of  systematic  Qevelop- 
m^-nt  work,  according  to  Stanley  A. 
Katon.  manager  of  the  Bunker  HiU  & 
fcjuilivan  mine.  The  gross  output  of 
the  district  from  1SS3  to  date  is  esti- 
niaiCHi  at  more  tlian  $210.000, 000,  with 
ret  profits  of  between  $41,000,000  and 
$4  2,000,000.  The  district  ranks  first  in 
the  United  Stites  In  the  output  of 
Ifad,  the  Missouri-Kansas  belt  being 
feej'ond.  L'luh  third  and  Colorado 
f'^iurth. 

"The  only  discouraging  feature  of 
the  mining  situation  at  present  is  the 
Wepresslon  in  the  lead  market,"  Mr. 
i;at'.>n  said,  "and  this  is  due  solely  to 
the  uncertainty  about  the  tariff.  Mu.-h 
of  the  lead  now  being  produced  in  the 
X'aited  Sta'.es  is  minted  at  a  small 
profit.      Tills    is    especially    true    of   ilie 


Missouri  mines.  It  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion for  American  lead  mines  to  com- 
pete with  those  of  Spain,  wliich  pro- 
duce a  tonnage  equal  to  the  United 
States,  with  little  or  no  consumption' 
on  account  of  tiie  poverty  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

"We  are  not  afraid  of  competition 
with  the  Canadian  mines.  The  condi- 
t.ons  under  which  the  lead  properties 
art  operated  in  the  Dominion  are  sim- 
ilar to  our  own,  and  there  is  small  ob- 
jection to  reciprocity  with  Canada  In 
lead   and  lead  products. 

"But  for  the  tariff  uncertainty  the 
lead  mai  ket  would  be  in  a  much 
-stronger  position  than  that  which  ob- 
tains for  copper,  principally  because  no 
large  lead  producers  have  been  de- 
^•elopcd  in  the  United  States  for  years, 
whi;e  enormous  deposits  of  copper  ore, 
the  product  oi  whkh  can  be  marketed 
profitably  in  New  York  as  low  as  8 
cants  a  pound,  have  been  opened  up 
recently." 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Dec.  31. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  New  Batlic 
Mining  company  is  preparing  to  run 
Its  first  crosscut  to  connect  the  shaft 
with  the  lode  first  disclosed  In  the 
diamond  drill  exploratory  campaign 
of  a  year  ago,  and  in  this  will  get 
its  first  glimpse  of  Just  what  was  lo- 
cated in  that  work.  The  crosscut 
is  being  run  at  the  200-foot  level,  at 
which  depth  the  shaft  is  temporarily 
bottomed.  The  shaft  Is  equipped 
with  a  steam  hoist  with  capacity  to 
hoist  from  500  feet  of  depth,  and  a 
si.x-drlll  air  compressor  recently  in- 
stalled. 

Boliomia. 

The  Bohemia  Mining  company  is 
drilling  its  sixth  hole  of  a  series  that 
are  being  put  down  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  geological  cross  sec- 
tion of  that  property.  Two  diamond 
drill  outfits  are  in  service.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  work  done  to  date 
has  been  in  the  eastern  limits  of  its 
territory  in  which  the  several  lodes 
designated  as  Lake,  Adventure  and 
Indiana  are  thought  to  traverse. 
"Nothing  of  importance  in  the  way  of 
copper  ground  has  been  located  In 
this  work,  which  Is  gradually  sliift- 
ing  westward  into  the  Winona 
horizon. 

Alffoniah. 

The  Algomah  Mining  company  con- 
tinues to  secure  a  most  satisfactory 
showing  of  copper  ore  in  the  drifts 
which  are  being  run  out  on  the  ore 
body  from  the  bottom  of  the  explor- 
atory shaft.  The  copper  ore  which 
in  this  amygdaloid  formation  appears 
to  have  entirely  displaced  the  native 
metal,  carries  high  in  copper  values, 
and  though  not  present  for  the  full 
width  of  the  lode  will,  because  of  its 
exceptional  richness,  average  quite  3 
per  cent  for  all  the  ground  between 


walls.  In  the  drill  operations,  the

Shallow  Capping  Over  Ore  Body  in  the  Live  Oak  Prop- 
erty Makes  Possible  the  Use  of  Steam 
Shovels  for  Mining. 


Globe,  Ariz.,  Dec.  31. — Especially 
important  to  the  mining  Industry  in 
the  Miami  district  is  the  recent  strike 
of  ore  made  on  the  property  of  the 
Live  Oak  Development  companv.  The 
strike  tends  to  show  the  possibility  of 
mining  In  that  district  by  means  of  the 
steam  shovel,  which  will  so  materially

The  recent  find  of  ore  was  made  In 
Hole  No.  39,  wlilch  is  being  drilled 
on  the  Sulphide  claim,  and  ore  was 
disclosed  at  a  depth  of  sixty  feet  from 
the  surface,  and  at  the  present  depth 
of  the  hole,  100  feet,  the  drill  is  in 
ore  which  will  assay  over  4  per  cent 
copper.        The    average     value     of    the 


copper  ore  for  the  forty  feet  already 
disclosed    is    over    3    per    cent. 

Hole  No.  39  is  in  a  section  of  the 
property  heretofore  unexplored  by 
either  churn  drills  or  underground 
workings,  and  the  disclosure  of  ore  at 
this  point  means  very  large  extensions 
to  the  already  enormous  tonnage  de- 
veloped  in   the   Live  Oak  proi)erty. 

Probably  the  most  encouraging  fea- 
ture of  this  di-scovery  ig  the  shallow 
capping  over  the  ore  body,  making  it 
possible,  if  sufficient  tonnage  is  shown 
in  that  section  for  the  use  of  steam 
shovels  In  mining  the  ore.

Men 
are  at  work  grading  for  the  bulldlass 
and   preparing  the   foundations 

The  Cumberland  mine  at  Maiden 
Fergus  county,  is  rapidly  developing 
into  one  of  the  leading  gold  properties 
of  the  state.  Thousands  of  tons  of 
high  and  low  grade  ore  have  been 
blocked  out.  James  Breen  of  Spokane 
Is  the  owner.  H^  has  equipped  it  with 
a  modern  cyanide  plant.  It  Is  treating 
130  tons  daily,  the  treatment  cost  av- 
eraging only  11.30  a  ton.  The  prop- 
erty Is  producing  at  the  rate  of  $7,500 
a  week,  while  the  ore  body  averages 
thirty  feet  In  «ridth. 


Butte,  Mont,  Deo.  31. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.>-^Somewhere  about  March 
1,  It  is  expected,  the  air  compressor 
plant  now  being  Installed  by  the  Ana- 
conda Copper  Mining  company  will  be 
ready  for  operation.  The  machinery 
Is  now  nearly  in  place  and  about  tlie 
middle  of  January  the  Mountain  View 
mine  will  be  closed  down  to  admit  of 
the  changes  being  made  to  the  eiig'ne 
which  will  afterwards  do  away  witli 
steam  power  for  hoisting  purposes. 
The  only  change  in  the  engine  will  be 
removing  tlie  present  cylinders  and 
placing  new  ones  specialy  adapted  for 
the  new  system.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  making  of  this  change  and  adju.st- 
ing  the  machinery  to  the  new  condi- 
tions will  occupy  about  one  montli  or 
perhaps  a  little  more.  After  the  plant 
has  been  given  a  thorough  test  and 
everything  is  working  In  a  satisfactory 
manner  tlie  High  Ore  and  Diamond 
mines  will  next  receive  attention. 
When  tlie  Mountain  View  Is  hoisting 
ore  the  High  Ore  will  be  closed  down, 
and  next  the  Diamond,  it  being  ar- 
ranged that  no  two  of  the  mines  will 
be  down  at  the  same  time.  The  in- 
stallation of  the  compressor  and  the 
doing  away  with  steam  polVer  is  at- 
tracting a  great  deal  of  attention 
among  mining  men,  but  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  two  opinions  as  to  the 
success  of  the  new  arrangement.  Just 
how  much  cheaper  the  company  will 
be  enabled  to  conduct  its  mining  opera- 
tions is  yet  problematical,  but  there 
will  be  a  big  saving  in  the  item  of 
coal  alone.  For  the  present  It  Is  in- 
tended to  do  away  with  steam  al- 
together for  hoisting  purpose  In  all 
the  mines.  The  average  value  of  coal 
consumed  each  year  by  the  Amalga- 
mated mines  exceeds  $2,000,000.  More 
than  a  year  ago  preparations  wore 
begun  for  the  installing  of  the  com- 
pressor plant  by  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, but  it  was  only  five  months  ago 
that  the  machinery  began  to  arrive. 
Since  that  time  a  large  number  of 
machinists  have  been  busy  handling 
the  huge  pieces  and  adjusting  them  In 
place,  the  work  being  In  charge  of  a 
representative  of  the  Nordberg  com- 
pany, which  built  the  three  compres- 
sors to  operate  the  hoisting  in  the 
three  mines.  The  compressor  building 
has  been  constructed  so  that  at  any 
time  it  may  be  enlarged  to  make  room 
for  more  machinery.  The  power  to 
run  the  compressors  has  been  brought 
<rom  Great  Falls  by  means  of  a  pole 
line  130  miles  long  and  every  pre- 
caution has  been  taken  against  Inter- 
ference by  lightning. 

The   Parrot   Salt. 

There  is  a  rumor  which  seems  to  be 
well  founded  that  the  petition  of  the 
minority  holders  of  the  Parrot  company 
stock  for  an  appraisement  of  their 
holdings  will  never  be  heard  In  the 
district  court  of  this  city.  Just  after 
the  sale  of  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany to  the  Anaconda  several  Boston 
stockholders  took  the  precaution  to 
preserve  their  rights  by  having  an  at- 
torney appear  at  the  meeting  and  pro- 
test against  the  sale  under  the  terms 
offered,  and  within  the  time  allowed 
by  law  a  petition  was  presented  ask- 
ing the  court  to  appoint  appraisers  to 
value  the  property  on  the  ground  that 
it  was  disposed  of  at  a  price  less  than 
the  real  value,  the  price  paid  being  90,- 
000  shares  of  Anaconda  stock.  This  was 
in  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  and 
while  the  case  was  called  several  times 
continuances  were  secured  until  at  last 
it  .was  set  for  hearing  on  Jan.  9.  Reli- 
able Information  has  been  received  here 
that  at  least  six  of  the  minority  people 
have  withdrawn  from  the  case,  giving 
as  a  reason  that  they  are  now  satisfied 
with  conditions  existing. 

The  ZIbc  Ore  Mines. 

The  Increase  in  the  price  of  zinc  is 
having  the  effect  of  bringing  to  the 
front  some  mines  in  this  -istrlct  and 
In  the  state  which  have  been  idle  for 
years  and  which  are  known  to  contain 
a  fair  percentage  of  zinc,  but  which 
could  not  be  worked  a  few  years  ago 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  treat- 
ing the  ore  at  a  profit.  Now  that  the 
price  has  advanced  and  modern  meth- 
ods of  treatment  have  been  introduced 
it  is  believed  many  of  the  mines  can 
be  operated  with  a  fair  share  of  profit, 
and  in  outside  districts  several  will  be 
started  up  in  the  spring.  It  is  known 
where  some  Eastern  capitalists  have 
been  inspecting  properties  in  the  state 
with  a  view  of  securing  a  lease  on 
them  and  operating  them  as  zinc  pro- 
ducers. The  two  purely  zinc  mines  In 
this  city,  the  Butte  &  Supsrior  and  the 


Elm  Orlu,  the  latter  owned  by  W.  A. 
Clark,  are  making  a  handsome  profit  at 
the  present  time.  Mr.  Clark  can  treat 
considerably  more  ore  at  the  concen- 
trator than  he  is  receiving  from  the 
Elm  Orlu,  and  it  is  known  that  he  has 
signified  his  willingness  to  take  a 
certain  amount  of  cu.«tom  ore  of  the 
proper  grade  and  give  the  owner  a 
good  return  for  his  money.  It  is  be- 
lieved some  of  the  ore  from  mines  out- 
side of  this  district  will  be  sent  to  the 
concentrator  for  trial  tests  in  tlie  early 
spring. 

North    Bntte. 

The  next  quarterly  report  of  th«B 
North  Butte  company  Is  due  about  the 
middle  of  January  along  with  the  re- 
cently declared  divldened.  The  forth- 
coming report  is  anxiously  waited,  as 
it  is  believed  that  it  will  show  the 
enormous  amount  of  new  work  done 
during  the  year.  Since  tlie  first  of  the 
year  the  company  has  done  about  18,000 
feet  of  new  work,  including  shaft  and 
crosscuts.  The  Speculator  shaft  has 
been  sunk  from  the  2,200  foot  level, 
and  It  is  expected  that  a  depth  of  2,800 
feet  will  be  reached  In  about  four 
months.  A  winze  from  the  2,200  level 
has  been  sunk  on  the  Edith  May  vein 
for  112  feet  and  about  200  &eet  of 
drifting  has  been  done.  Work  on  the 
Editli  May  has  been  confined  to  min- 
ing for  some  time,  but  development 
has  been  resumed  and  a  crosscut  is 
being  extended  from  the  2,400  foot 
level  of  the  Speculator  shaft  to  th-e 
Edith  May  and  Jessie  veins.  The  Gran- 
ite Mountain  shaft  has  been  sunk  to 
a  depth  of  1,800  feet  and  is  now  con- 
nected with  all  the  North  Butte  un- 
derground workings.  Development  is 
confined  chiefly  to  th«a  1,800  and  2,200 
foot  levels,  and  an  important  work  has 
been  the  extension  of  these  levels 
north  to  the  Croesus  claim.  Three  good 
veins  have  b«en  opened  In  the  Croesus, 
one  of  them  about  twenty-five  feet 
wide,  where  ore  Is  being  stoped.  No 
work  was  done  in  the  Berlin  during 
the  year,  but  It  is  now  proposed  to 
extend  the  1,800  foot  level  from  the 
Croesus,  north  to  the  Snowball  and 
Berlin  and  prospect  the  veins  at  that 
d«pth.  The  company  has  been  aver- 
aging about  1,200  tons  of  ore  a  day 
for  the  past  few  months  with  an  out- 
put of  about  2,000,000  pounds  of  copper 
per   month. 

"Pipkling"    Plant. 

A  department  of  the  Anaconda  com- 
pany of  which  little  has  ever  been 
written  is  known  as  the  "pickling" 
plant.      At    this    plant    the    life    of    the 


timber  used  in  the  mines  is  prolonged 
to  two  or  three  times  its  natural  ex- 
isfence.  The  plant  has  a  capacity  for 
treating  7,000  feet  of  lumber  at  one 
time  and  the  process  requires  from 
twelve  to  fourteern  hours  for  each  lot 
put  in.  The  timber  is  treated  first  to 
three  hours  under  steam,  next  to  one 
hour  under  vacuum,  nine  hours  of 
creosote,  one  hour  draining,  then 
heated  by  steam  and  after  all  this  it  is 
ready  for  use  in  timbering  and  other 
work.  The  treatment  of  the  timber  bj' 
the  "pickling"  plant  has  proven  a 
great   success. 

Working  Throngh  the  Stewart. 
The  Little  Mina  of  the  Parrot  com- 
pany and  the  Clear  Grit  of  the  Washoe 
company  are  operated  through  the 
We.st  Stewart  shaft.  The  old  Parrot 
shaft  has  been  practically  abandoned 
and  conisderable  of  the  equipment  is 
being  removed  from  the  property. 
Hereafter  whatever  portions  of  the 
Parrot  are  to  be  worked  will  be  done 
through  the  Stewart. 

EsHt  Butte. 

While  the  East  Butte  company  Is 
daUy  hoisting  ore  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  smelter  after  the 
custom  ores  have  been  cared  for,  par- 
ticular attention  is  being  paid  to  de- 
velopment work  and  to  the  blocking 
out  of  large  ore  bodies.  It  is  stated 
on  very  reliable  authority  that  there 
Is  enough  ore  in  sight  on  the  800-foot 
level  alone  to  keep  two  furnaces  of  the 
smelter  going  for  years  to  come  and 
to  produce  at  the  rate  of  about  15,- 
000,000  pounds  of  copper  a  year.  Little 
work  has  been  done  on  the  1,200-foot 
level,  except  to  keep  up  the  mine  work, 
but  It  Is  probable  that  a  crosscut  and 
drift  win  be  run  on  this  level  to  get 
under  the  ore  body  on  the  800-foot 
level.  This  would  give  large  stoping 
ground'  and  from  the  general  formation 
of  the  ground  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  ore  body  on  the  1,200- 
foot  level  win  be  found  of  great  ex- 
tent and  high  value. 

The   Corbin   District. 

Some  ot  the  mines  In  the  Corbin  dis- 
trict are  not  being  worked  this  winter 
and  consequently  the  force  of  men  em- 
ployed has  been  considerably  reduced 
as  compared  with  the  hummer  season. 
The  Boston  &  Alta,  the  London  &  Cor- 
bin and  the  Montana-Corbln  are 
among  those  that  are  idle  now.  The 
Boston  &  Corbin  is  carrying  on  devel- 
opment work  on  an  extensive  scale. 
By  Feb.  1  at  the  latest  the  shaft  will 
be  down  to  a  depth  of  1,200  feet.     The

Directors  of  Greenwater  Copper  Mines  &  Smelters  Com- 
pany Prepare  to  Take  Empire  Copper  Company's 
Ground — It  Will  Depend  Upon  Check-Up. 


New  York.  Dec  31. — The  Mining  Age 
says:  After  having  had  about  fifty 
properties  examined  in  their  behalf,  the 
directors  of  the  Greenwater  Copper 
Mines  &  Smelters  company  have  about 
decided  where  thev  are  going  to  use  a 
portion  of  the  $225,000  cash  which  the 
Greenwater  comjmny  still  holds  in  its 
treasury,  the  larger  portion  of  It,  as 
has  been  recently  stated,  being  in- 
vested In  high  grade  railroad  oonds, 
which  are  yielding  an  Incqme  of  about 
$6,000  per  year.  The  revenue  derived 
from  this  money  has  been  sufficient  to 
pay  for  the  Inoidental  expenses  of  the 
company. 

The  proposition  as  It  stands  now 
calls  for  their  securing  a  half  Interest 
In  the  property  of  the  Empire  Copper 
company  at  Yerlngton,  Nev.,  the  most 
interesting  phase  of  the  deal  being 
that  if  they  decide  to  buy  an  interest  in 
the  property,  George  Wingfleld  the 
Nevada  mining  magnate,  will  put  up 
$50,000  as  his  half  interest  in  the  fur- 
ther development  of  the  property,  pro- 
vloed  the  Greenwater  oompany  puts  up 
$50,000  as  its  shore  of  the  development 
campaign.  This  will  put  $100,000  in 
the  treasury  of  the  Empire  Copper 
company,  and  It  Is  believed  that  suf- 
ficient exploration  work  could  be  un- 
dertaken with  this  money  to  give  the 
directors  a  good  chance*  to  decide  when 
that   tlmf  bAa  «laj;>aed.  If   they   desire 


to  continue  negotiations  for  the  pur- 
chase 6f  the  mine  upon   agreed   terms. 

The  Importance  of  the  proposition 
seems  to  be  that  Wing-field  will  put  in 
as  much  money  as  the  Greenwater 
people  put  In.  The  matter  now  stands 
practically  closed,  depending  entirely 
upon  a  checking  up  of  the  preliminary 
showing,  which  is  reported  as  being  In 
evidence  on  its  ground  in  Yerlngton. 
It  Is  Interesting  to  figure  out  that  if 
the  deal  goes  through,  the  Greenwater 
Copper  Mines  &  Smelters  company  will 
still  have  over  $175,000  cash  In  Its 
treasury  with  which  a  grreat  deal  could 
be  done  subsequently  In  the  financing 
of  this  new  copper  proposition. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  this  is  of

70  RESUME  AT  PILOT-BUTTE 

Strong  Company  Is  Organized  Under  Laws  of  Montana- 
Ed  Hickey,  President  of  Tuolumne  Company, 
Is  Selected  as  Its  New  President. 


Butte,  Mont..  Dec.  31.  —  The  Pllot- 
Butte  Mining  company  has  been  or- 
ganized to  take  over  the  properties  of 
the  Pilot-Isutte  Copper  Mining  com- 
pany Incorporated  several  years  ago. 
The  new  company  has  a  capitalization 
of  100,000  shares  of  a  par  value  of  |10 
a  share.  The  officers  *vlll  be:  Ed 
Hickey,  president;  William  P.  Jahn, 
vice  president,  and  J.  J.  Harrington, 
secretary.  Mr.  Hickey  is  president  of 
that  company.  W.  Jahn  was  the  presi- 
dent of  the  old  Pilot-Butte  Copper 
Mining  company.  These,  with  Patrick 
Sheehan,  sui)erintendent  and  manager 
of  the  Tuolumne  company;  T.  E.  Mur- 
ray of  .St.  Paul,  N.  J.  Bielonberg  and 
J.  W.  Pratt  complete  the  board  of  di- 
lectois. 

The  property  of  the  companj'  con- 
sists of  the  Pilot  claim  adjoining  the 
Elm  Orlu  on  the  south  and  the  Butte 
&  Superior  property  on  the  east.  In 
the  iirmediate  vicinity  are  the  Badger 
State  of  the  Boston  &  Montana  com- 
pany and  the  properties,  of  the  North 
Butte    Mining    company. 

Immediately  southeast  of  the  Pilot 
is  the  Berlin  claim  of  the  North  Butte 
company,  which  has  been  developed 
partially    by    a    shai:t    to    a    depth    of 


about  300  feet.  The  Berlin  has  been 
proved,  by  diamond  drilling,  to  carry 
a  number  of  liitrhly  mineralized  veins 
carrying  copper  principally,  and  three 
of  the  velns^are  known  to  traverse 
the  Pilot  ground  by  a  northwest  and 
southeast  strike.

Crosscut  From  the  Butte  &  Superior  Into  the  Butte-Mil- 
waukee— Anticipated  It  Will  Intersect  Several 
New  and  Valuable  Ore  Veins. 


Butte,  Mont.,  Deo.  31. — Under  a 
broader  policy  of  development  and  op- 
eration which  has  been  decided  upon 
by  the  directors  of  the  Butte  &  Su- 
perior Copper  company,  early  In  the 
new  year  work  will  be  commenced  for 
the  development  of  the  Butte-Mllwau- 
kee  Copper  Mining  company's  ground 
which  is  held  by  the  Butte  &  Supe- 
rior company  under  option.  Owing  to 
the  uncertainty  of  the  mining  situ- 
ation but  little  has  been  done  on  the 
Butte-MIlwaukee  ground  up  to  the 
present  time,  and  the  option  has  now 
been  extended  in  order  tliat  the  de- 
velopment work  may  be  thoroughly 
prosecuted. 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  a  crosscut 
from  the  Butte  &  Superior  shaft  into 
the  Col.  Sellers  claim  of  the  Butte- 
Milwaukee  ground,  a  distance  of  about 
1,800  feet  The  crosscut  will  be  driven 
on  the  1.600-foot  level  of  the  Butte  & 
Superior  property,  and  from  that  depth 
a  raise  will  be  made  under  the  old 
Col.  Sellers  shaft  which  was  sunk  to 
a  depth  of  700  feet  about  three  years 
ago. 

Preliminary  work  on  the  crosscut 
from  the  Blackrock  shaft  to  the 
Col.  Sellers  was  oommenced  more  than 
a  year  ago,  but  only  a  small  amount 
of  work  was  done  owing  to  numerous 
difficulties  which  arose  at  that  time. 
The    crosscut    will    be    double    tracked 


in  order  to  afford  every  facility  for 
speedy  work.  More  than  a  year  will 
be    required    In    driving    the    orosscut, 

but  in  order  that  the  Butte  &  Supe- 
rior company  may  have  an  additional 
shaft  wliich  has  become  necessary  be- 
cause of  tlie  depth  of  the  mine  this 
manner  of  securing  another  shaft  lias 
been  deemed  the  most  economical  of 
any  plan  proposed.  It  is  probable  that 
a  new  surface  plant  will  be  placed  on 
the  Col.  Sellers  claim  and  that  the 
shaft  wll  be  sunk  simultaneously  with 
the  raising. 

Two  purposes  will  be  accomplished 
in  driving  the  crosscut  north  into  the 
Butte-Milwaukee  ground.

Drainage  Tunnel  Has  Tapped  Watercourse — 

Rich  Strike  at  Gold  Dollar  Consolidated. 


Cripple  Creek,  Colo.,  Dec.  31. — The 
flow  of  water  through  the  Roosevelt 
drainage  tunnel  has  settled  down  to 
6,500  gallons  a  minute  and  the  com- 
pany, the  Cripple  Creek  Tunnel  & 
Drainage,  plans  erecting  a  power  plant 
to  utilize  the  flow. 

Beacon  Hill  properties  are  looking 
up  since  the  Roosevelt  drainage  tunnel 
has  tapped  the  water  course  in  this 
part  of  Cripple  Creek.  A  long  lease 
has  been  let  to  Fred  Bock  of  Colorado 
Springs  on  the  upper  levels  of  the  Old 
Gold  property  adjoining  the  El  Paso 
mine.  The  Gold  Dollar  Consolidated 
mine  on  the  east  slope  of  Beacon  Hill 
has  entered  a  basalt  dyke,  which  is 
plastered  with  free  gold.  The  strike 
was  made  at  ten  feet  below  the  sur- 
face. 

The  Ophir  shaft  will  be  sunk  an  ad- 
ditional 200  feet  by  the  Jennie  Sample 
Mining  company,  making  the  total 
depth  1,140  feet.  The  Grace  claim  will 
^e  worked  through  this  shaft.  The 
Roosevelt  tunnel  has  drained  their 
lower  workings.

Cripple  Creek  mines  and  mills  are 
working  for  a  new  record  during  De- 
cember. In  several  cases  important 
leases  expire  with  the  year  and  will 
not  be  renewed.  The  leasers  in  these 
mines  are  crowding  output  in  order  to 
clean  up  ores  already  broken  down  or 
oxposed.

that  It  would  be  wise  to  caution  Mr. 
Roosevelt  against  the  difflcuUy  wh'<*h 
had  confronted  Mr.  Fairbanks.  This 
hint  was  duly  delivered,  but  Mr.  Roose- 
velt declined  to  limit  the  freedom  of 
conduct  In  any  way,  and  made  public 
all  the  correspondence  in  the  matter. 
The  guest  of  Italy's  king  and  queen, 
and  received  by  Francis-Joseph  on 
April  15.  Col.  Roosevelt  reached  the 
Trench  capital  April  21.  and  delivered 
his  lecture.  "Citizenship  in  the  Repub- 
lic," at  the  Sorbonne.  At  Brussels  he 
was  entertained  by  the  new  King  Al- 
bert, at  his  palace  of  Laeken.  At  the 
Dutch  court  he  lunched  with  Queen 
WMlhelmina  and  Prince  Henry  Infor- 
mally and  left  for  Copenhagen  the 
same  afternoon.  There  were  royal  re- 
ceptions both  at  the  latter  city  and 
later  at  Stockholm.  At  Chrlsttanla, 
May  &.  Mr.  Roosevelt  delivered  his 
address  on  International  peace  before 
the  Nobel  prize  committee.  King 
Haakon  and  Queen  Maud  being  pres- 
ent. 

On  account  of  the  death  of  King  Ed- 
ward, and  at  Mr.  Roosevelt's  own  re- 
quest the  kaiser  sidetracked  all  offi- 
cial /unctions  in  honor  of  the  traveler 
and  received  him  privately.  His  im- 
perial host  arranged  to  permit  Col. 
Roosevelt  to  revle'.v  the  maneuvers  of 
12,000  picked  German  troops,  and  in 
the  presence  of  his  entire  staff  tlie 
kaiser  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
It  was  the  first  time  a  private  citizen 
had  ever  reviewed  a  German  army.  Mr. 
Roosevelt  delivered  his  lecture  on 
"World  Movement"  at  the  Berlin  uni- 
versity  May   12. 

The  plans  for  entertaining  Mr.  Roose- 
velt in  London  were  greatly  modified 
on  account  of  the  national  mourning. 
Wh'le  still  In  Berlin  he  was  appiinted 
by  President  Taft  special  ambassador 
at  King  Edward's  funeral.  Following 
the  funeral.  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  given 
the  freedom  of  the  city  of  London  at 
Guildhall,  where  he  spoke  on  Egypt, 
again  praising  British  rule  in  that 
country.  His  address  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  was  delivered  June  7.  A  few 
days  later  Mr.  Roosevelt  took  ship 
for  home,  arriving  In  New  York 
June  18. 

f)f  the  great  popular  enthusiasm  that 
attended  the  ex-president's  liome-com- 
Ing  It  Is  unnecessarw  to  speak.  There 
was  a  widespread  feeling  that  his  re- 
turn might  emphasize  factional  differ- 
ences In  his  party.  The  political  situ- 
ation in  his  own  state  of  New  York 
had  undergone  considerable  change.  He 
found  Governor  Hughes  under  ap- 
pointment to  take  a  seat  on  the  su- 
?reme  court  bench  at  Washington  in 
he  autumn.  He  found  a  Democrat, 
William  J.  (Jaynor,  governing  the  city 
of  New  York  with  remarkable  effici- 
ency. He  also  found  his  former  sec- 
retary, William  Loeb.  as  collector  of 
customs,  administering  the  port  of 
New  York  with  an  energy  that  was 
sending  crookedness  scurrying  to 
cover.  He  had  made  up  his  mind  not 
to  be  drawn  into  the  campaign  In  his 
own  state,  but  he  shortly  yielded  to 
the  earnest  request  of  Governor  Hughes 
and  expressed  himself  In  favor  of  a  di- 
rect primary-election  law  and  other 
Hughes  reforms.  Then  he  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  his  party  in  the  state 
of  New  York  must  come  under  new 
leadership  or  be  snowed  under  in  the 
coming  election.  With  that  conviction. 
he  spedily  dissociated  himself  from  the 
existing  organization  and  went  Into  the 
light  as  a  champion  of  the  progressive 
wing   of   his   party. 

Later  in  the  season  Mr.  Roosevelt 
went  on  an  extended  Western  tour, 
making  many  speeches  and  receiving 
ffreat  ovations.  At  Cheyenne,  he  at- 
tended the  frontier  celebration,  in  Kan- 
sas he  spoke  on  broad  national  policies, 
ocfinlng  the  "new  nationalism,"  and  In 
Denver  on  the  problems  of  land,  forests 
and  national  resources.  At  the  conser- 
;r*tion  congress  which  assembled  In  St. 


Paul  on  Sept.  5,  he  spoke  the  day  after 
President  Taft  lias  discussed  the  ad- 
vantage and  disadvantages  of  national 
and  state  control  of  natural  resources. 
and  came  out  flatfooted  for  federal 
control,  a  circumstance  that  undoubt- 
edly determined  the  congress  to  adopt 
next  day  a  platform  strongly  favoring 
national  control. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  was  away  from  New 
York  City  from  Aug.  23  to  Sept.  11.  and 
visited  many  cities  and  towns  and 
spoke  many  times.  Then  he  plunged 
Into  the  thick  of  the  Republican  pre- 
conventlon  muddle  in  his  state,  at  the 
fonvention  won  the  temporary  chair- 
manship from  Vice  President  Sherman, 
who  had  been  selected  for  that  honor 
by  the  "old  guard"  of  the  party,  and 
the  next  day,  Sept.  28,  brought  about 
the  nomination  of  Henry  L.  Stimson  for 
governor. 

In  October  Mr.  Roosevelt  made  still 
another  tour,  going  first  to  Tennessee, 
where  he  visited  the  Appalachian  Ex- 
position at  Knoxvllle,  and  afterward  he 
spoke  at  Memphis  and  elsewhere.  In 
Georgia  he  received  ovations  at  Atlanta 
and  Rome,  made  speeches  in  crossing 
Alabama  and  Mississippi,  and  on  Octo- 
ber 10  addressed  a  big  crowd  at  Hot 
.Springs,  Ark.  In  St.  Louis  he  favored 
the  deep  waterwav  from  the  lakes  to 
the  gulf  project.  There,  also,  he  took  a 
brief  flight  in  an  aeroplane.  Three  days 
later  he  arrived  in  Indiana  and  made 
one  long  address  and  several  short  ones 
in  behalf  of  his  friend.  Senator  Bever- 
idge.  On  Oct.  14,  Mr.  Roosevelt  entered 
upon  active  campaign  work  in  his  own 
state.  In  this  he  continued,  with  a  brief 
incursion  into  New  England  and  an- 
other into  Iowa.  Indiana,  and  Oliio, 
up   to  the   eve   of  election.

THE  YEAR'S  RECORD  IN  THE 
AIR. 
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A  BAD  YEAR  FOR  POLITICAL 
CORRIPTIONISTS. 

The  year  had  its  full  share  of  graft 
exposures,  three  attracting  country- 
wide attention. 

In  January  charges  of  bribery  were 
made  against  Jolham  P.  Allds,  the 
newly  elected  leader  of  the  New  York 
senate.  After  an  investigation  lasting 
nearly  tAvo  months  the  senate  sustained 
the  charges  by  a  vote  of  forty  to  nine. 
J  U.St  before  the  vote  was  taken  Allds 
resigned  from  the  senate,  and  Benn 
Conger,  the  member  of  the  senate  who 
had  helped  to  bribe  Allds,  resigned 
shortly  after. 

In    January,    also,    a    prominent    city 
official    of    Pittsburg   and    four    leading 
business    men     of     that    city    were    ar- 
re.«ted    charged     with     conspiracy    and 
briberv.      On    March    21,    forty    present 
and    former   members    of    the    Pittsburg 
councils   were   indicted   for   bribery  and 
ten    others    confessed    when    Immunity 
from  punl.shment  was  offered  them.  On 
the    following    day,    nine    nwjre    former 
councilmen    confessed     to      bribetaking 
while   in    office.      On    March    25    the    in- 
vestigation   resulted  In    thirty-one  new 
indictments     and     Involved     six     banks, 
charged     with     bribing     councilmen     to 
make    them   depositories   of  city   funds. 
On    the    last    day    of   April    came    the 
most     sensational     bribery     charges     of 
the    year,    when    a   Democratic    member 
of    the     Illinois     legislature     confessed 
that    he    had    received    $1,000    from    his 
party    leader    to   vote    for    the    success- 
ful    Republican     candidate     for    United 
.States  senator,  William   F.  Lorimer.  On 
May    6    the    Democratic    leader    of    the 
Illinois    house    of    representatives    and 
three  others  were  indicted.   In  Chicago, 
In  connection  with  the  bribery  charges, 
the    leader    later    being    acquitted.      On 
May  28,  D.  W.   Holst^aw.  a  Democratic 
member    of     the     Illinois     senate,     con- 
fessed   before    the    grand    jury    that    he 
had    been    paid    f3.200    for    voting    for 
L6rlmer.      The    state    was    also    stirred 
by  the  revelations  relating  to  the  exis- 
tence   for    years    of    a    corrupt   legisla- 
tive  fund  known  as  the   "Jack   pot,"  all 
graft    money    going    Into    a    "pot"    and 
being    divided    among    corrupt    legisla- 
tors at  the  end  of  each  session.     In  the 
summer    a    United    States    senate    com- 
mittee   began    an    investigation    of    the 
charges  that  Senator  Lorimer  had   been 
improperly  elected,   and   In   December  a 
Bub-commlttee    reported    that      It      had

Beginning  Jan.  10,  the  first  important 
aviation  meet  to  be  neld  in  America  oc- 
curred In  Los  Angeles.  Cal.  Glen  Cur- 
tiss,  the  American  sky-man,  made  a 
new  world's  record  of  fifty-five  miles 
an  hour,  with  a  passenger. 

On  April  27  Paulhan  flew  from  Lon- 
don   to    Manchester    In    a    Farman    bi- 
plane,   winning    the    $50,000    which    had 
been  offered  for  three  years  by  the  Lon- 
don Mall  to  the  aviator  who  should  ac 
complish    the   feat.

In  August  James  Radley.  an  English- 
man, covered  a  mile  In  a  monoplane  in 
47  2-5  seconds.  Le  Blanc  won  the  first 
cross-country  race  for  aeroplones — a 
contest  of  485  miles  around  Paris; 
on  the  18th  Moisant.  an  American, 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  aviator 
to  carry  a  passenger  across  the  English 
channel.  A  few  days  later  Louis  Bre- 
get  at  Lisle,  took  up  five  passengers 
in  his  aeroplane,  carrying  a  totai 
weight  of  921   pounds. 

Sept  23  Chavez,  a  Peruvian,  crossed 
the  Alps  at  the  Slmplon  Pass,  at  a 
height  of  7,000  feet,  but  while  descend- 
ing on  the  Italian  side  was  fatally 
jured.  In  October  the  dirigible 
Clement-Bavard,  with  seven  passengers, 
flew  from  Paris  to  London,  and  tne 
same  month  Walter  Wellman  made  nis 
futile  attempt  to  sail  In  a  dirigible 
from  Atlantic  City  to  Europe.

Claude  Gra- 
hame-Whlte  won  the  classic  event  of 
the  air,  the  James  Gordon  Bennett 
cup  race,  his  time  for  the  62.1  miles 
being  61  minutes  and  14  seconds.  The 
$10,000  prize  race  to  and  from  the 
Statue  of  Liberty,  thirty-four  miles, 
was  won  by  Moisant.  American,  In  34 
minutes  38.84  seconds,  beating  Gra- 
hame- Whites  time  by  42%  seconds. 
A  new  altitude  record  was  established 
by  Ralph  Johnstone,  in  a  Wright  bi- 
plane,   his    distance    being    9,714    feet.

THE  YEAR'S  DISASTERS. 


From  the  standpoint  of  human  lives 
sacrificed,  the  disaster  pre-eminent  was 
the  cholera  epidemic  which  made  Its  ap- 
pearance in  Southern  Russia  In  the 
early  summer.  All  told,  the  Russian 
victims  numbered  more  than  100,000. 
The  epidemic  spread  both  east  and 
west,  traveling  as  far  west  as  Southeri 
Italy  and  the  Madeira  Islands,  and 
being  particularly  virulent  at  Naples 
Turkev   also  suffered    heavily. 

From  the  spectacular  standpoint,  and 
also  the  money  loss  Involved,  the  Paris 
fiood  was  easily  the  years  leading  dis- 
aster. Pari.s  has  been  rather  a  fre- 
quent sufferer  from  floods  in  the  past 
but  not  since  the  beginning  of  the 
seventeenth  century  has  it  seen  an  in- 
undation as  destructive  as  that  which 
began  on  Jan.  25  and  lasted  a  week. 
The  waters  of  the  Seine  overflowed 
the  banks  everywhere  In  the  city,  until 
more  than  a  fifth  of  the  city  was 
submerged  and  Its  activities  and  those 
of  the  nation  were  greatly  curtailed. 
At  one  lime  a  number  of  the  historic 
structures    of    tb«    city    were    so    sub- 


The  necrologlcal  list  for  the  year  in- 
cludes manv  familiar  and  distinguished 
names.  Tw'o  of  the  men,  while  dying, 
commanded  the  undivided  attention  of 
the  entire  civilized  world — Edward  VII. 
and  Count  Leo  Tolstoi,  whose  end  came 
on  Nov.  20,  ten  days  after  he  had  wan- 
dered away  from  his  home  In  a  vain 
endeavor  to  find  the  rest  and  peace 
that  his  mind  and  soul,  troubled  with 
their  long  search  after  the  Ideal, 
longed   for. 

The  death  of  King  Edward  occurred 
In  Buckingham  palace  on  May  6,  after 
a  short  illness,  and  fourteen  days  later 
occurred  the  funeral,  one  of  the  great 
spectacles  of  the  century,  with  nine 
reigning  monarchs  present.  A  third 
death  that  attracted  world-wide  atten- 
tion was  that  of  Mary  Baker  G.  Eddy, 
founder  of  Christian  Science,  her  end 
taking  place  In  Boston  on  Dec.  4,  when 
Nice,  {  she  ^-as  in  her  90th  year.

What?  Another  new  year?  Whj',  there  was  a 
^ew  Year's  day  only  a  few  days  ago!  It  can  hardly 
be  possible  that  another  has  come  so  soon! 

r.ut  the  calendar  says  so,  and  calendars  don't 
lie.  It  must  be,  as  you  say,  that  1910  has  sped 
its  course  and  that  1911  is  here.  And  just  over  the 
n.'xt  rise  is  1912,  with  1913  chasing  ahead  right  on 
its  heels. 

It  reminds  you  of  the  weary  woman's  exclama- 
tion: "Mercy!  Here  it  is  Monday  afternoon,  and 
tomorrow  is  Tuesday  and  the  next  day  is  Wednes- 
day—half the  week  gone  and  nothing  done  yet!" 
\\  ell,  any  way,  here's  wishing  you  a  happy  New 
Year  and  many  of  'em.  May  you  live  long  and 
piosper.  and  may  each  succeeding  j-ear  unfold  to 
your  vision  more  and  more  of  the  joy  of  living. 
Way  your  years  be  well  spent,  and  may  your  re- 
wards be  great  and  many. 

New  Year's  day,  though,  when  you  really  come 
to  think  of  it.  isn't  so  much  of  an  occasion.

Because   it   begins  a   new 
year  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  good  time  for  making 
gO->d  resolutions,  but  then  any  day  is  a  good  time 
lor    making  good   resolutions,   and   every  day  is   a 
go  id  time  for  keeping  tiiem. 

That  is  no  reason,  of  course,  why  you  shouldn't 
•ei;e  upon  New  Year's  day  for  these  altogether 
praiseworthy  purposes  Only  don't  think  that  it 
16  accessary,  if  you  find  that  you  have  fallen  upon 
evil  ways,  to  wait  until  New  Year's  day  to  mend 
them.  Many  things  may  happen  in  a  day,  and  be- 
fore New  Year's  day  arrives  it  may  be  too  late. 

This  year's   survey   of   the   field  discloses   some 
things  not  so  encouraging  as   they  might   be,  but 
more   things   that  are   entirely    encouraging.     And 
that  is  precisely  what  every  New  Year's  day's  sur- 
vey  discloses.     Always  there  are  some  things  that 
mii;ht  be  better.     Always,  if  you  look  about  with 
a  calm  and  courageous  heart,  you  will  find  many 
things  to  be  glad  about.     And  of  one  thing,  there 
isn't  the  slightest  doubt:  that  every  year  finds  con- 
ditions bettef  and  more  hopeful.     The  world  grows 
bctier  not  every  year,  but  every  day.    Always,  in- 
justice is  on  the  defensive.     Always,  humanity  is 
bes:eging  the  gates  oi  privilege  and  power.  Always, 
•ocety   is   coming   further  out   of   the   lethargy   of 
habit  and  seizing  justice  for  its  members.     Always, 
wrongs  are  being  attacked  and  destroyed.     Some- 
tim.-3  it  takes  longer  tlian  it  does  at  other  times, 
but   there   is   no   wrong,  no   injustice,   no   tyranny, 
thai  does  not  contain  within  itself  the  seeds  of  its 
dissolution. 

.'Vlateria'.ly,  the  year  has  been  a  period  of  re- 
covery delayed  a  little  longer  than  was  hoped.  Yet 
in  a  large  degree  the  failure  of  general  prosperity 
to  revive  has  been  due  to  reasons  that  were  senti- 
mertal.  hardly  tangible.  The  nation  produced  an 
enormous  crop,  which  it  is  selling  at  good  prices. 
Facories  have  been  running,  perhaps  not  as  ac- 
tive y  as  they  might,  but  still  running.  Employment 
is  pretty  general,  and  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed 
not  much  larger  than  they  always  are.  A  close 
analysis  will  reveal  the  fact  that  depression  has 
rest  .'d  most  upon  speculative  affairs,  and  upon  in- 
du-.tries  that,  rightly  or  wrongly,  are  affected  by  the 
speculative  spirit.  Though  the  people  have  been 
laboring  and  producing  and  creating  wealth,  and 
havi  been  drawing  wages— and  a  few  of  them  di- 
vidends—for their  trouble,  much  less  than  usual  of 
the  iTuits  of  production  have  gone  into  speculation; 
and  that  can  only  mean  that  a  surplus  is  being 
Stor.rd  up  for  wiser  uses. 

1  he  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  good.  There 
is  lintle  probability  that  speculation  will  be  much 
monr  active,  and  less  probability  that  employment, 
wag.;s  and  dividends  will  be  less.  It  seems  a  little 
tame,  perhaps,  to  be  just  working  and  producing 
comlortably  without  going  mad  over  the  stock  mar- 
ket, but  it  will  be  found  much  more  wholesome. 

Duluth  faces  the  new  year  with  new  confidence 
and  aew  hope.  The  year  just  ending  has  been  the 
best  year  Duluth  ever  had.  Depression  and  stag- 
nation, in  Duluth,  have  been  things  read  and  talked 
about,  but  not  experienced.  A  steady  growth,  a 
comfortable  gain  all  along  the  line,  with  the  per- 
fect assurance  that  these  increases  will  be  nviin- 
tained  and  that  the  rate  of  gain  presently  will 
increase  too — this  is  Duluth's  portion,  and  it  is  a 
source  of  New  Year  gladness  that  it  is  so.

There  are  very  interesting  and  attractive  pos 
sibilities  in  the  plan  for  making  Duluth  acquainted 
with  itself  and  its  industries,  proposed  to  the  pub- 
lic affairs  committee  Thursday  evening  by  Chair- 
man W.  N.  Ryerson  of  the  publicity  committee 
and  unanimously  and  enthusiastically  approved  by 
the   committee. 

The  plan  involves  a  series  of  public  excur 
sions  to  the  various  industries  of  Duluth,  a  sort  of 
personally  conducted  tour  of  Duluth  made  by  Du- 
huhians,  >\'iih  the  idea  of  acquainting  themselves 
with  what  Duluth  industries  are  doing,  and  of 
letting  the  public  know  what  is  made  in  Duluth, 
so  it  can  give  Duluth-made  articles  preference  in 
its  buying. 

Duluth  wants  the  world  to  know  what  it  is  do- 
ing and  what  are  the  possibilities  of  development 
here;  but  first  it  is  essential  that  the  people  of  Du- 
luth themselves  should  know  what  Duluth  is  doing 
and  what  are  its  possibilities. 

To  that  end  the  scheme  of  having  a  scries  of 
public  excursions  to  the  various  industries,  large 
and  small,  is  excellent;  and  the  public  affairs  com- 
mittee acted  wisely  in  adopting  it  and  in  deciding 
to  put  it  into  effect. 

The  Herald  will  gladly  co-operate  in  this  move- 
ment by  giving  it  and  its  results  all  possible  pub- 
licity. It  makes  this  promise  all  the  more  readily 
because  this  scheme,  while  new,  is  exactly  in  line 
with  this  newspaper's  campaign  for  patronizing 
home  industries  with  the  watchword  'Do  it  for  Du- 
luth." 

From  time  'to  time  The  Herald  has  urged  the

benefits  of  so  rich  a  market. 

A  dollar  spent  in  Duluth  stays  in  Duluth  to 
circulate  for  the  common  benefit  of  all  Duluth 
people,  but  a  dollar  sent  away  goes  to  build  up 
some   other  community. 

Incidental  to  its  campaign  for  patronizing  home 
industry,  The  Herald  for  a  long  time  ran  a  daily 
series  of  articles  describing  Duluth  industries,  tell- 
ing what  was  made  in  Duluth.  and  urging  the 
people  to  buy  goods  made  and  handled  in  Duluth 
in  preference  to  goods  made  and  handled  else- 
where. Much  public  interest  was  aroused,  and 
The  Herald  was  amply  repaid  for  its  efforts  by 
the  knowledge  that  many  had  adopted  the  "Do  it 
for  Duluth"  slogan,  and  were  calling  for  Duluth- 
made  goods. 

Such  a  campaign,  to  be  effective,  must  be  kept 
up  constantly.  The  Herald  could  hardly,  without 
wearying  its  readers,  continue  it  indefinitely;  and 
the  new  plan  adopted  by  the  public  affairs  com- 
mittee will  give  the  movement  to  patronize  home 
industries  new  life  and  new  momentum.

brought  about  in  order  that  the  head  of  the  post- 
office  department  may  make  a  record  for  economy. 
The  congestion  of  mail  matter  not  only  incom- 
modes the  people  generally,  but  it  has  its  disas- 
trous effect  on  the  distribution  of  daily  newspapers. 
If  it  were  possible  to  get  a  show-down  at  this 
moment  there  is  no  question  that  unworked  sacks 
of  newspaper  mail  would  be  found  riding  to  and  fro 
in  the  mail  cars  or  tucked  away  in  the  stations. 
The  men  immediately  concerned  have  toiled 
mightily,  but  they  cannot  work  miracles.

The  prediction  of  those  who 
knew  about  the  crippled  state  of  the  railway  mail 
service  that  the  holiday  season  would  produce  an 
intolerable  state  of  things  has  been  too  abundant- 
ly demonstrated." 

If  that  is  Mr.  Hitchcock's  idea  of  economy, 
he  would  better  revert  to  extravagance.  To  pass 
over  the  abuses  of  the  franking  privileges,  the  tons 
of  useless  documents  that  flood  the  mails,  the  rates 
paid  railroads  for  carrying  mail  and  other  glaring 
leaks  in  the  department  and  to  shear"  the  railway 
mail  service  down  until  it  is  unable  to  meet  an 
emergency,  is  very  poor  business  indeed. 

Christmas  came  on  Sunday,  and  that  naturally 
caused  some  delay  in  the  delivery  of  Christmas 
mail,  especially  as  the  Monday  following  was  a 
legal  holiday.  But  even  allowing  for  that,  though 
Duluth  has  registered  no  particular  complaint,  the 
same  story  of  over-burdened  railway  mail  clerks 
and  mail  congestion  comes  from  many  parts  of 
the  country  in  a  chorus  that  drowns  the  self-praise 
of  Postmaster  General  Hitchcock  for  his  attacks 
upon  the  postal  deficit.

ECONOMY— OF  A  KIND. 

Postmaster  General  Hitchcock  has  congratulated 
himself  on  the  economies  he  has  wrought  in  the 
postoffice  department,  and  the  reduction  of  the 
postal  deficit  that  is  resulting. 

President  Taft  has  congratulated  Mr.  Hitchcock 
on  his  performance. 

A  part  of  the  public,  too,  has  taken  the  achieve- 
ment at  its  face  value,  and  has,  informally,  con- 
gratulated the  postmaster  general.  This  part  of  the 
public  seems  very  largely  to  consist  of  Republican 
politicians. 

When  the  postal  reforms  that  were  to  cut  off 
the  deficit  were  announced.  The  Herald  suggested 
the  possibility  that  some  of  them  might  affect  the 
postal  service  and  lessen  its  efficiency.  Economy 
that  cuts  into  efficiency  is  very  poor  economy  in 
deed;  and  there  are  plenty  of  places  in  the  postoffice 
department  where  real  economy  can  be  exercised, 
and  that  without  increasing  the  rates  which  give  the 
people  cheap  newspapers  and  magazines;  rates 
which  are  twice  as  high  as  those  Canada  makes 
money  on. 

Reoorts  from  all  over  the  country  are  that  the 
Christmas  deliveries  of  mail  were  irritatingly  de- 
layed, and  that  the  fault  seems  to  lie  with  a  cur- 
tailed railway  mail  service.  For  instance,  the 
Springfield,  Mass.,  Republican  says:  "More  con- 
gestion of  mail  matter,  and  hence  more  delay  in  get- 
ting letters  and  parcels  to  their  destination,  have 
marked  the  Christmas  season  in  New  England  than 
our  people  ever  experienced  before.  This  is  a  mat- 
ter of  common  knowledge,  and  the  reason  for  this 
state  of  things  lies  mainly  in  Posmaster  General 
Hitchcock's  economy  orders,  whereby  the  railway 
mail  service  has  been  deprived  of  the  reserve  help 
which  hitherto  has  availed  during  holiday  time  to 
do  the  work  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  Now  the 
regular  men  have  been  rushed  entirely  beyond 
their  ability  to  take  care  of  the  job,  and  in  con- 
sequence much  mail  matter  remains  in  the  cars  or  is 
held  at  stations  because  the  mail- clerks  have  been 
unable  to  work  it.    Such  a  state  of  things  has  beta 


TALKING  AS  A  MEDICINE. 

People  who  are  not  particularly  strong  on  talk- 
ing must  often  have  wondered  at  the  extraordinary 
delight  some  others  take  in  their  own  conversa- 
tion. It  seems  to  give'  them  the  greatest  imagin- 
able pleasure  to  be  talking,  whatever  the  size  of  the 
audience.  The  bigger  it  is  the  better;  but  they  are 
not  insistent  upon  size.  If  it  isn't  a  hall  full  of 
auditors,  they  will  seize  upon  the  opportunity  of- 
fered by  a  room  full  of  visitors.  If  they  can't  get  a 
roomful,  they  will  take  three  or  four.  If  they 
can't  get  three  or  four  to  listen,  they  will  button- 
hole one,  and  ask  him  to  share  the  keen  pleasure 
of  the  sound  of  their  voices. 

Not  only  docs  it  seem  to  give  them  pleasure, 
but  it  seems  to  do  them  good.  They  are  never 
so  unhappy  as  when  surging  thoughts  crowd  their 
brains  and  remain  there  for  lack  of  an  audience 
or  of  the  opportunity  to  lift  the  floodgates  and  let 
the  pent-up  eloquence  escape.  They  are  never  so 
happy  as  when  they  are  comfortably  facing  an 
audience  of  one,  or  two,  or  four,  or  forty  or  forty 
thousand,  and  talking  with  all  the  evident  enjoy- 
ment of  a  hungry  epicure  squared  away  before  a 
bountiful  board. 

The  unvocal  individual  who  habitually  takes 
a  "thinking  part"  in  public  finds  it  hard  to  under- 
stand this  greed  for  talking. 

Perhaps  what  a  London  doctor  lately  said  may 
give  a  hint  that  will  be  helpful  in  clearing  up  this 
inability  to  understand  a  very  common  human  trait. 
He  says  that  talking  is  the  very  best  remedy 
for  depression  and  other  brain  troubles.  It  is  a 
stimulant,  he  says,  that  drives  blood  into  the  de 
pleted  vessels  of  the  brain.  Lack  of  blood  causes 
depression.  A  new  supply  causes  cheerfulness. 
Talking  brings  a  new  supply. 

If  you  can't  find  an  audience,  and  don't  care 
to  talk  to  yourself,  reading  aloud  is  a  very  efficient 
substitute.  But  this  doctor  says  that  if  you  are 
subject  to  depression  or  other  mild  brain  troubles, 
you  must  exercise  your  vocal  cords.  You  must 
talk.  Talk  to  an  audience  if  you  can  get  one  and 
have  self-possession  enough  to  get  away  with  a 
public  speech.  Talk  to  a  few  if  you  can't  face 
many.  Talk  to  one  if  there  are  no  more  handy. 
Talk  to  yourself  if  there  is  nobody  around.  Read 
a|o"d  if  talking  isn't  convenient,  or  if  you  find  it 
difficult  to  keep  up  a  prolonged  conversation  with- 
out talking  tommyrot.  On  the  whole  it  sounds  like 
very  good  and  very  reasonable  advice,  too. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  it,  as  there  is  to 
most  things.  It  is  all  very  well  to  urge  people  to 
talk  for  the  good  of  their  health,  but  what  of  the 
audience?  What  of  those  who  are  to  be  compelled 
to  listen  to  the  eloquence  of  the  man  who  is  talking 
to  bring  a  new  supply  of  blood  to  his  brain  to 
drive  away  the  blues?  Have  they  no  rights?  Are 
their  feelings  not  to  be  considered?  Are  their  com- 
fort and  peace  of  mind  of  no  account? 

It  is  all  well  enough  to  listen  to  the  man  who 
has  something  to  say  that  is  worth  hearing;  but 
there  are  very  few  men— or  women— who  have  so 
much  stored  up  in  their  minds  that  it  is  interesting, 
or  even  bearable,  to  listen  to  them  steadily  day 
in  and  day  out.  If  they  explain  that  they  are  talk 
ing  for  their  health,  maybe  you  will  be  willing  to 
sacrifice  yourself  for  their  good;  but  they  would 
have  to  be  pretty  near  and  dear  before  you  would 
do  that. 

The  ratio  of  talking  to  thinking  is  already  sadly 
overbalanced,  and  even  though  this  London  doc- 
tor's prescription  may  be  good  for  the  blues,  it  is 
doubtful  if  much  circulation  of  it  is  good  for  the 
peace  and  comfort  of  society.

^  One  of  the  pet  arguments  of  the 
ooard  seems  to  be  that  it  costs  more 
to  keep  booics  and  read  meters  for 
small  consumers  than  large  ones. 
That's  true,  but  suppose  a  man  owns 
a  liouse  for  two  or  more  families  and 
has  the  whole  house  on  one  meter.  He 
pays  for  all  the  water  going  through 
that  meter  with  a  minimum  charge  of 
uO  cents.  If  there  are  two  families  In 
the  same  house  besides  his  own  his 
minimum  rate  will  be  Jl.  Now  will 
that  same  argument  hold,  or  does  It 
cost  more  to  read  that  same  meter 
and   keep   books? 

I  know  of  persons  paying  %l  a 
month  for  water  extension  long  before 
they  had  the  chance  of  taking  the 
water  Into  the  liouse  and  getting  the 
benefit  of  the  same.  Did  the  railroad 
company  at  Proctor  do  the  same,  or 
who  paid  for  the  extension  to  Proctor' 
If  the  city  or  water  department  paid 
tor  that  extension  and,  besides,  can 
furnish  water  at  Proctor  at  the  rate 
of  4  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet  and  still 
niake  a  profit,  how  does  it  come  that 
the  small  consumer  pays  17%  cents 
per  100  cubic  feet  and  every  foot  of 
extension    besides? 

We  all  read  about  the  condition  in 
Chicago  some  years  ago.  The  stock 
.vards  companies  simply  connected  their 
six  or  eight-inch  pipes  to  the  city's 
supply  working  nights  so  as  not  to  be 
detected,  and  drew  millions  of  gallons 
witliout  paying  a  cent  for  the  same. 

The  condition  in  Chicago  would 
seetn  almost  as  fair  as  the  rates  pre- 
vailing In  Duluth  at  the  present  time

A  ROTTEN  SPOT. 

What  is  to  be  made  of  West  Union,  Ohio?  Are 
there  any  more  such  communities  in  the  United 
States? 

The  spectacle  is  appalling.  Bribery  of  voters 
has  been  habitual  and  regular  for  a  generation.  A 
man  57  years  old,  fined  yesterday  after  pleading 
guilty  to  selling  his  vote,  said  that  vote  buying  had 
existed  in  Adams  county  since  he  was  a  boy.  It 
seems  to  have  taken  in  everybody.  Several  min- 
isters have  pleaded  guilty  to  selling  the  priceless 
privilege  of  the  ballot,  for  which  patriots  have 
fought  and  died.  The  old  and  the  young  have 
shared  this  unparalleled  corruption.  Yesterday  a 
man  83  years  old  admitted  that  he  got  $11  for  his 
vote.  The  total  number  indicted  for  bribe-taking 
up  to  yesterday  was  1,141,  and  the  grand  jury  was 
still  working.  Nearly  everybody  is  pleading  guilty, 
and  the  judge  is  fining  them,  disfranchising  them! 
sentencing  them  to  six  months'  imprisonment,  and 
then  suspending  the  sentence  of  imprisonment.  He 
could  hardly  do  otherwise,  since  probably  Adams 
county  has  no  jail  large  enough  to  hold  a  tenth  of 
the  offenders,  and  since  if  all  went  to  jail  there 
wouldn't  be  enough  men  left  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  community. 

It  is  a  strange  and  depressing  thing,  this  in- 
cident of  a  farming  community  in  one  of  the  best 
and  most  enlightened  states  of  the  Union  outdoing 
in  corruption  the  rottenest  precinct  in  any  metro- j 
yolitaa  slum.

Is  not  the  heart  even 
better  than  the  head?  A  long  time  ago 
a  few  men  met  in  a  cabin  in  the  pre- 
cinct that  it  now  Danville,  Ky.  They 
there  formed  a  constitution  for  that 
commonwealth  and  made  the  grandest 
state  of  the  entire  sisterhood  of  Amer- 
ican   commonwealths. 

Ollle  James  is  of  that  clan.  I  have 
watched  him  for  years — he  is  of  that 
guild.

OPENING  THE  DOORS  OF  THE 
LITTLE  RED  SCHOOLHOUSE 

Getting  Full  Returns  for  a  $1,000,000,000  Investment- 
A  Twentieth  Century  Revival  of  Demoaatic  Spirit- 
Discovery  of  a  Hemisphere  of  Opportunity.

The  school  plant  of  America  is 
valued  at  $1,000,000,000.  It  lies  idle  61 
per  cent  of  the  available  time  when  it 
Is  used  only  for  day  school  purpose^;. 
Assuming  that  the  full  use  of  this 
property  is  worth  to  the  community  b 
per  cent  upon  the  investment,  its  em- 
ployment for  day  Instruction  only 
would  involve  an  annual  waste  in  the 
United  States  of  130.600.000. 

A3  was  said  recently,  "most  of  us 
no  more  appreciate  what  it  means  to 
have  theto  possessions  than  th©  peo- 
ple of  Eur..i«e.  before  1492.  appre- 
ciated what  It  meant  to  have  the 
earth.  There  was  a  whole  hemi- 
sphere of  incalculable  wealth  and  op- 
poi'tunity  about  which  they  knew 
nothing.  -^nd  in  the  school  plant, 
there  is  a  whole  hemisphere  of  value 
unrealized,  undiscovered  by  those 
who  think  oi  It  as  simply  a  building 
for  the  education  of  children,  with 
the  added  use  of  an  occasional  even- 
ing school." 

The   school   building   should   be   the 
CApital  of  the  neighborhood,  the  focal 
point      of      educational,      recreational, 
political      and      social      life.       Its  im- 
portance  as   a   phice  for  the   develop- 
ment     of      intelligent      public      spirit 
through   the   free   discussion  of   public 
questions    is    fundamental    for    "thos'j 
who  are  opening  our  school  houses  for 
the   largest    public   servKe   are   simply 
carrying   on    the   traditions      of      free- 
dom."     The    primitive      gatherings    of 
free,  men  in  ancient  Greece  and  Rome 
and  Palestine,  the  folk  meet  of  North- 
ern   Europe,    the    New    England    town 
meeting,    which    often    took    place    in 
the    little    red    school    house,    are    tho 
precursors    of    the    larger    use    of    the 
school   house,   which   Instead  of   being 
a    novelty    is    "the    twentieth    century 
revival   and    expression    of   the   demo- 
cratic  spirit    which   has   been   vital   at 
intervals  for  mora  than   2,000    years." 
Back   in   the   80's  it   was  customary 
to   turn  the  school   house  over  to  the 
Janitor  at  4  oclock  for  sweeping.     An 
hour   later   he  locked   the   doors,   and 
the  building  was  not  used  by  anybody 
during   the   rest   of   the    day.        When 
he   got   through    on    Friday   afternoon 
the  school  premises  were  closed  until 
the    following    Monday    morning.     On 
Saturday      and      Sunday      the     school 
grounds    were    shunned    as    forbidden 
territory.        EKirlng   the    long   summer 
months   no   one  entered    them,   except 
possibly  the  workmen  who  went  there 
to  make   repairs.        The  whole  school 
property  was  used  from  9  to  4  during 
180    days   out    of    the    year — about    39 
per    cent    of    the    total    usable    period. 
But  within  a  couple  of  decades  a  vast 
movement    has    been    started     for     a 
wider  use    of  the   school   plant,   many 
oommunitles  are  now  receiving  nuich 
larger    dlvldenda    upon    their    school 
Investments. 

Many  activities  ar«  now  carriea  on 


in  school  houses  after  day  hours. 
Evening  and  vacation  schools;  play- 
grounds in  school  yards  during  July 
and  August;  evening  recreation  and 
social  centers  during  the  winter 
months;  free  lectures,  entertainments, 
indoor  sports,  folk  dances,  civic  and 
educational  meetings  in  school  assem- 
bly rooms  and  gymnasiums — these 
are  the  chief  ways  in  which  the  tax- 
payers are  now  getting  more  service 
from   school   property. 

Evening  schools  are  now  main- 
tained in  over  a  third  of  the  cities 
having  more  than  8,000  inhabitants. 
In  1908-09  the  enrollment  in  the  night 
classes  Increased  nearly  6  per  cent 
over  that  of  the  previous  year — ten- 
fold the  percent  of  Increase  in  the 
day  school  enrollment  during  the 
same  period.  The  growth  of  after- 
school  activities  is  more  noticeable, 
however,  in  the  cities  of  30.000  and 
over.  Practically  all  of  these  sup- 
port night  schools,  two-thirds  of  them 
have  school  house  lectures  and  enter- 
tainments; one-half  have  summer 
playgrov'.nds;  and  one-third  hold  vaca- 
tion schools.  In  New  York,  Chicago, 
Rochester,  Newark  and  ililwaukee 
the  school  boards  themselves  are 
maintaining  recreation  or  social  cen- 
ters during  the  winter  evenings  while 
in  a  dozen  other  places  similar  work 
is  being  carried  on  by  playground  as- 
sociations and  other  voluntary  organ- 
izations. 

In    Rochester,   where      every     other 
school  house   has  become  a  neighbor- 
hood   social    center,    an    extensive    uso 
of  classrooms  Is  being  made  by  men's 
civic    clubs    for    non-partisan    discus- 
sions  of      political      questions.        "The 
school  houses  are  the  places  for  poli- 
tical meetings,"  said  a  county  commit- 
teeman  in   a   Rochester  social   center. 
"I   do  not    mean   that   they  should   be 
opened  to  any  one  politcal  party,  but 
to  all.        Why  should   I   be   compelled 
to    go    into    a    barroom    to    address    a 
political  meeting,  where  the  bartender 
is    using    me    to    advertise    his    beer? 
Why    should    I    be    compelled    to    go 
into    smoke-filled    rooms    to    talk    on 
politcal    issues    when    we   have    build- 
ings like  this,  where  those  things  can 
be  taken  up?"       How  easily  the  ordi- 
nar>'   public  school  plant  becomes  the 
focussing    point    for    the      social      ac- 
tivities  of   the    neighborhood    Is   illus- 
trated by  the  Rochester  public  school 
"No.   9."       Besides  being  a  day,  even- 
ing and   vacation  school,   and   serving 
as  a  public  clubhouse  for  men,   wom- 
en, boys  and  girls,  the  building  is  used 
as  a  moving  picture  theater,  a  lecture 
hall,    a    gymnasium,    a    bathhouse,    a 
dance  hall,  a  librarj'  and  a  nlayground 
house.        A  free  dental  clinic  is  to  be 
established  in  it  and  It  has  already  be- 
come a  public  health  office.       Its  yard 
ii   used   as  a   playground,   an  athletic 
field    and    a    school    garden;    with     a

His    style    is 
clear  and   his   reasoning   is   logical.    He 
presents    facts    concerning    his    native 
country    that    have    never    before    been 
brought    out    by    writer*    who    have   de- 
picted   either    modern     Japan     or     the 
ancient   empire.      He    Is   not   Insular  in 
tho    presentation    of    his    facts    and    his 
theories.      His    material    is    of    interest 
to  readers  both   in  America  and  Japan. 
He     tells     how     the     government     ot 
Japan   has  changed   without  materially 
accompllslilng  a   transformation  In   the 
Japanese    people.      He    describes     their 
religion  and  the  Introduction  of  Chris- 
tianity.

The      author 
places      particular      stress      upon      the 
spiritual      training      of      the    Japanese 
women.      Buddhism    and     Confuslanlsm 
have  exerted  a  strong  influence  on  the 
moulding  of  the  character  of  Japanese 
feminity,    not    wholly    for    good,   as    the 
doctrines  indicated  Infuse  the  idea  that 
women  is  sinful  by  nature  and  inferior 
by    birth    and    that    to    be    virtuous   she 
must       be      ignorant.       The       Japanese 
woman    Is    taught,    however,      by      her 
religion   to  use   the  halberd  she  carries 
in    her    belt    in    defense    of    her    honor 
and    to  commit  sel^-destructlon    If   that 
method   becomes  necessary  to  keep  her 
Inviolate.      The      author      thinks      that 
Japanese     women     were      happier      and 
more  content  when  they  were  In  Ignor- 
ance   than    at    present    when    they    are 
hearkening    to    modern    teachings    and 
are    accepting    the    western    conception 
of  woman's  place  In  society.

The  author   tells   for   the   beauties   of 
Japanese   topography   and   Its   effect   on 
the    Japanese    sense    of    beauty,     truth 
and    morality.       He    de.scrlbes     natural 
scenes   of  grandeur  and   their  relation- 
ship of  the  Japanese  religious  life.   He 
outlines   early   Japanese    feudalism   and 
the    manner    In    which     It      was    over- 
thrown. The  constitutional  government 
of   Japan   Is   disected  and   analyzed.     In 
some    measure    Japan    has    possessed    a 
constitutional    government     from     time 
Immemorial,    declares    the    writer,    but 
only   since    1889    has    the   nation    had   a 
government  "by  the  people  and  for  the 
people."      He    describes    the    legal    evo- 
lution of  Japan  under  the  reign  of  law 
and    the    respective    property    rights    of 
members   of   the    family.      The   laws   of 
Japan    are    well    compiled    and   cov^lfled.

Each  news- 
paper must  liave  56.000  Chinese  charac- 
t*ers  as  the  written  language  Is  a  mix- 
ture   of    Japanese    and    Chinese.       The 
Japane.se   alphabet  originally  consisted 
of    forty-eight    sounds.      Owing    to    the 
multiplicity  of  type  much   time  is  con- 
.oumed   In   the   making  of   the   Japanese 
Journal   and  a  linotype   machine  is   Im- 
practicable.     An    abrupt    reform   in    the 
printed    language,      says      the      author, 
would    kill    the    vitality    of    the    people 
for  "a  written   language  lives  with  th^ 
life   of    the   people."

Japanese  reporters 
are    not    as    Inquiring    as    their    Ameri- 
can   brethren.      Their    regard    for    con- 
ventionality   and    formality    Is   a    prime 
requisite.      A    Japanese      writer      must 
know    Chinese    literature      thorouglily. 
Wonr^n    have    not    made    a    success    In 
newspaper    work    In    Japan.      Tlie    Jap- 
anese  newspapers  have  a  powerful  in- 
fluence    on    the    nation    and    tliey    can 
arouse   to  frenzy   or  calm   the  populace 
by    their    news    articles    and    their    edi- 
torials.     Tlva  freedom  of   the   Japanese 
press    Is    guaranteed    by    the    Constitu- 
tion.      Japanese    Journalism,     says    the 
author,    has     not    produced    any    great 
editors. 

The  writer  discusses  the  relations 
between  Japan  and  the  United  States. 
He  belleve.s  that  there  Is  ground  only 
for  frK-ndiiness  between  the  two  na- 
tions. He  thinks  there  should  be  a 
better  understanding  in  this  country 
of  his  native  land  and  Its  people.  He 
thinks  the  United  States  and  Japan  by 
an  alliance  could  enforce  world's  peace

"The  Sowing  of  the 
Swords"  concerns  the  efforts  of  a  New 
England  spinster  to  arouse  a  desire  for 
liberty  in  the  breasts  of  the  negroes 
on  the  Southern  plantation  where  srva 
lived  as  the  Instructor  of  two  chil- 
dren. The  tale  is  exceptional  In  that 
it  does  not  endeavor  to  appeal  to  the 
80-calhd  popular  taste.  The  writer 
apparently  pursued  a  course  that  she 
had  carefully  laid  out  and  sh'd  follows 
her   theme   inevitably   to   the   inevitable  i 

^^^Hannah  Parting,  who  tells  the  story,  j 
is  a  New  England  young  woman   with- 
out  physical  beauty  and  without  an  ex- 
cessive allowance  of  mentality.      Three  i 
hundred        years     ago      her      ancestors  , 
burned    Indians,    the    odor    of    burning  I 
Indian  flesh  bvlng  held  to  be  especially  i 
savorv    to    God.

"The  Book  of  Genesis  is  a  gallery 
pictures,  the  ancient  world's  Westmin- 
ster Abbey,  where  only  eminence  is 
entombed.  Among  the  famous  groups 
that  are  pictured  In  this  gallery,  one  of 
the  most  noted  is  that  to  which  w-e 
now  turn— Jacob,  the  dying  patriarch, 
and  his  assembled  sons.  We  purpose 
to  study  this  picture  in  detail  so  we 
shall  somewhat  come  to  know  the  man 
and  learn  tho  lessons  which  tho  artis- 
tic   grouping    of    them    Is    designed    to 

''in  these  words  Dr.  Petrle  outlined 
his  purpose  in  writing  this  excellent 
study.  The  history  Is  written  with  so 
much  plain  humanness,  so  much  •ma- 
jestic commen  sense."  that  the  reader 
comes  to  know  "the  men  and  learn  the 
lessons  which  the  artistic  grouping  of 
them  is  designed  to  teach." 

Dr  Petrie's  style  is  conversational. 
He  thinks  clearly  and  without  affecta- 
tion and  his  sincerity  Is  manifest  In 
every  word.  Nothing  could  be  further 
from  florrld  ecclesiastical  style  than 
this  simple,  natural  story  of  twelve 
brothers  and  their  varying  fortunes 
of    their    descendants. 

The  book  Is  a  pictorial  survey  of  the 
tribal  life  of  the  Israelites.  Each  of 
the  twelve  tribes  Is  characterized  and 
the  leading  events  of  its  tribal  life 
plotured  without  the  wearisome  de- 
tails that  too  often  clog  the  movemeni 
of  iiistory  and  dull  its  spirit.  It  is 
seldom  that  scholarship  and  Instruc- 
tion are  as  blended  Into  a  readable 
story.  Too  much  learning  olouds  the 
mind  and  robs  it  of  the  power  to  think 
in  simpl3  terms.  "Jacob's  Sons"  is  an 
exception   to  the   rule.

FROM  THE  TREAH 


Brainerd.  Minn..  Dec.  31.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — In  drafting  the  Indian 
treaty  of  1»55  certain  land  near  Gull 
lake  and  Brainerd  was  excepted  from 
the  terms  of  the  treaty  for  tiie  benefit 
of  an  old  Indian  chief  and  his  family.

"I  was  proud  of  my  distinction 
when  I  sallied  forth  with  the  other 
four  carriers  on  that 
morning.  There  was 
the  delivery,  of  course, 
business  to  systematize 
so  as  well  as  we  rt)uld 
cumstances. 

-The  carrier's  life  is  a  hard  one 
now.  I  haven't  any  doubt.  But  when 
we  were  in  the  service,  there  was  no 
eight-hour  day,  no  civil  service  rules 
that  insured  a  man  his  job  and  none 
of  the  system  that  eases  a  man  of 
considerable  work  now.  The  Amer- 
ican Exchange  bank  building  stood 
when  I  began  to  carry  mail  and  it 
was  the  only  building  in  my  district 
that  had  an  elevator.  We  walked 
with  our  loads  up  to  the  top  of  the 
buildings  and  worked  down.  There 
no  sky-scrapers,  but  there  were 
of  stairs  on  my  route.

"We  delivered  all  the  mall  that 
came  in  every  day  regardless  of  houra 
end  when  we  weren't  delivering  mall, 
there  was  always  something  to  do 
around  the  office.  Our  Job  depended 
on  the  care  we  took  of  it  and  we 
were  all  young  and  strong  and  didn't 
mind   extra   work.  .,      ,   ..  . 

"I  had  the  heavy  end  of  it.  As 
night  watchman,  it  was  my  duty  to 
lock  up  the  office  at  night  and  I  was 
not  allowed  to  lock  the  outer  door 
and  put  out  the  lights  until  mid- 
night After  that  duty  had  been 
performed.  I  rolled  into  an  old  fold- 
ing bed  in  the  rear  of  the  office  and 
slept  as  much  as  the  rats  willed. 
There  was  no  Iron  Range  road  then 
and  the  mall  was  brought  by  stage 
from  Tower.  Barney  Flynn  being  the 
driver.  Barney  had  a  habit  of  ar- 
riving in  the  city  some  time  between 
midnight  and  6  o'clock  the  next  morn- 
ing and  his  rattling  at  the  door  took 
me  out  of  my  folding  bed  more  nights 
than  I  can  count.  ^     ^      a 

"The  first  train  arrived  about  » 
o'clock  and  the  new  day  began  for  me 
then.       If  I  collected  all     the     over- 


time, based  on  the  eight-hour  day, 
that  I  put  in  for  the  government,  I'd 
be  able  to  retire. 

'I   remember  one   night,   Mr.   Flynn  j 
told  me  that  somebody  had  tipped  off 
a    contemplated    postofflce    robbery    to  i 
him.         As   night    watchman,      I      was  | 
delegated   to   watch   for   the   burglars.  | 
I    didn't   have    quite    nerve    enough   to 
tackle  the  Job  alone,   so   I   got  some- 
body  to  sleep — or   rather   to   watch — 
with  me.      All  night,  we  sat  up  in  the 
old  office,  with  a  young  cannon  handy, 
and  all  we  saw   were  my  old  friends, 
the  rats. 

'The  job  had  its  compensations, 
though.  Tho  first  Christmas  I  was 
a  carrier,  E.  J.  Crossett,  who  was 
then  agent  for  the  American  Express 
company,  told  me  that  there  was  a 
package  at  the  office  for  me.  I  went 
there  and  received  a  package  con- 
taining about  $200,  contributed  by 
the  people  to  whom  I  delivered,  no 
person  contributing  more  than  50  | 
cents.

The  January  criminal  calendar  will 
be  composed  of  about  thirty  actions, 
the  principal  one  being  the  case  of 
the  state  against  Joseph  Schmitz, 
charged  with  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree. 

Schmitz  Is  charged  with  having 
shot  his  neighbor,  George  Riley.  Both 
men  lived  on  small  farms  on  the 
Jean  du  Luth  road.  The  shooting 
is  said  te  have  taken  place  after  a 
quarrel. 

Schmita  was  indicted  at  the  last 
session  of  the  grand  jury,  but  owing 
to  a  technical  error  in  the  indictment 
it  was  dismissed  and  the  January 
grand  jury  will  be  forced  to  act  on 
the    matter. 

Pending  the  grand  Jurj-  s  action, 
Schmitz  has  been  confined  at  the 
county  Jail.

None  of  the  people  who  were  in  the 
postal  service  at  the  time  free  delivery 
was  instituted  are  still  in  the  service 
here.  The  record  for  long  service  In 
the  office  is  held  by  Anthony  Graburk- 
iewicz,  superintendent  of  delivery  who 
entered  the  service  as  a  carrier  in 
February,  1887.  Mr.  Grabarkiewlcz 
was  a  carrier  for  nearly  eight  years, 
having  been  appointed  to  his  present 
position  Nov.  2,  1894.  As  one  of 
the  pioneers,  he  also,  has  many  rem- 
iniscences of  the  early  days  of  the 
delivery  service  when  districts  were 
large,  pay  small  and  hours  limited 
only  by  the  length  of  the  day  and 
the  amount  of  the  mall.  When  Mr. 
Clow  left  the  service,  Mr.  Grabarkie- 
wlcz succeeded  to  the  position  of 
night  watchman  in  connection  with 
his  other  duties.  He  nearly  lost  his 
life  once  by  asphj-xiatlon  while  sleep- 
ing in  the  basement  of  the  old  office. 

The  oldest  active  carrier  in  point  of 
service  is  Alton  B.  lielnibaugh,  who 
entered   the   service      In      April,    1887.

Clarence  Lexow  was  born  In  Brook- 
Ivn  In  1S52  and  graduated  from  both 
Columbia  university  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Jena.  He  took  up  law,  entered 
politics,  and  in  1893  was  elected  to  the 
state  senate.  In  the  following  year  he 
was  appointed  chairman  of  a  commit- 
tee to  investigate  the  city  government 
of  New  York.  The  Lexow  committee's 
results  were  startling.  For  the  first 
time  the  public  at  large  heard  of  the 
police  •'system."  The  illleit  allianf-e 
was  discovered  between  officers  high 
in  the  department  and  gamblers,  pro- 
prietors of  disorderly  houses,  hotels 
and  saloons  that  violated  the  excise 
laws,  and  other  lawbreakers.  Rev.  Dr. 
Charles  Parkhurst  gave  testimony  that 
shocked  the   whole  country. 

To  be  "Lexowed"  became  a  popular 
svnonym  in  other  communities  for 
being  investigated.  Inspector  Byrnes, 
at  that  time  perhaps  the  best  known 
police  officer  in  the  world,  resigned. 
The  whole  department  was  shaken 
from  head  to  foot.  The  excise  laws 
were  revised  and  "Rains  law"  hotels 
began  to  be  known.  The  methods  and 
much  of  the  material  of  the  Lexow 
committee  have  been  fruitfully  avail- 
able ever  since  for  many  cities  in  the 
throes  of  reform. 


HIGHER  RATE 

PUT  IN  FORCE 

Twin  City-Chicago  Railroad 

Schedule  Approved  By 

Commission. 

Washington.  Dec.  31.— A  livestock 
rate  of  20  cents  a  hundred  pounds  now 
applies  on  all  railroad  lines  between 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  Chicago, 
according  to  an  order  made  public  to- 
day by  the  Interstate  commerce  com- 
mission. 

Several  months  ago,  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railroad  in- 
creased the  freight  rate  on  hogs  be- 
tween the  Twin  Cities  and  Chicago 
from  17Vi  cents  a  hundred  to  20  cents 
a  hundred.  The  advance  was  sus- 
pended by  the  Interstate  commerce 
commission  until  Dec.  10,  1910,  and 
subsequently  until  June  10,  1911.  The 
order  promulgated  today  vacates  the 
order  made  previously  and  makes  ef- 
fective the  20-cent  rate  on  the  2Tth 
Instant,   the   official   date    of   the   order.

EGYPT  EXPLORATION  FUND 

Winter  Camp  at  Abydos  Open— American  Assistant  Joins 

Staff  of  Explorers  for  First  Time  in  Twenty-Five  Years 

—One  of  Host  Remarkable  Sites  of  Egypt.

Abydos  has  been  the  scene  of  our 
labors  at  intervals  during  the  past  ten 
years.  Since  Prof.  Petrie's  excavations 
at  the  royal  tombs  in  laOO  disclosed 
what  he  conlsdered  to  be  the  most  an- 
tique artistic  jewelry  In  existence  and 
revealed  an  age  of  art  and  culture 
startling  in  its  realism.  Abydos  has 
continued  to  grow  In  the  Interest  of  Its 
revelations.  Six  large  volumes  and 
twice  that  number  of  reports  record  tno 
scientific  results  of  our  labors  at  this 
site,  while  the  Importance  of  the  prob- 
lems yet  unsolved  compels  a  concentra- 
tion of  effort  there  to  unravel  the  his- 
torical significance  of  the  many  Indices 
to   ancient    mysteries. 

Believing  that  we  stand  at  the 
threshold  of  enlightenment  upon  many 
obscure  points  a  permanent  camp  is 
established  at  Abydos  for  thorough  In- 
vestigation of  this  great  center  of  an- 
cient civilization  with  Its  records  of 
life  and  death,  religious  faith  and  prac- 
tices of  belief,  and  all  pertaining  to 
human    development    in    that    vanished 

past    sixty    times,    century    after    cen- 
tury,  to   the  Christian  era. 
Remarkable    Site. 
By    Its    situation    Abydos    Is    one    of 

the    most    remarkable    sites    of    Egypt. 

The  temple  of  Setl,  visited  by  tourists, 

lies   some    six    or    seven   miles   west   ot 

rhe  Nile.     The  camp  of  the  Egypt  Ex- 
ploration    Fund     lies    some    two    miles 

west    and     north    of    that,     where    the 

cliffs   at    Abydos.    about    800    feet    high, 

come    forward    and    form    a    bay    some 

four    miles    across.      This    bay    is    no- 
where   more    than    a    couple    of    miles 

from  the  cultivated  ground.     Along  Its 

edges  stand  the  temples  and  cemeteries 

of  Abydos.   while   back   In   the  circle  or 

the    hills    lies    the    great    cemetery    of 

the   founders   of   Egyptian   history,   the 

kings    of    the    first    dynasty.      Omm-el- 

Gaab.  an  Arab  name,  signifying  "Moth- 
er  of   pots,"    was   the   site   selected   for 

the   royal  tombs.     It  Is   on  a  low  spur 

from    the    Mils,    slightly    raised    above 

the  plain  and  has  a  deep  drainage  ra- 
vine on  the  west,  so  that  It  never  couia 

be  flooded   in   the   ancient   times. 

At  Abydos  the  Fund  has  commodious 

luarters.      Mr.    Ayrton    built   one    house 

for   the    use    of   the    staff    of    the    Funa 

two    years    ago,    and    a    second    house 

.^ulte     near    was     obtained     by     taking 

over    the    concession    o'    the    Liverpool 

unlversltjr.      Consc'4ueutly    an   enlarged 


richly  rewarding  for  all  time  the 
painstaking  thoroughness  of  our  ex- 
cavations. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Sir  Qaston  Mas- 
pero  the  government  has  again,  loaned 
the  light  railway  use  for  ten  years  at 
Deir-el-Bahari.  This  railway  was 
brought  from  Luxor  last  season,  rapid- 
ly relald  and  by  January,  1910.  was 
in  full  operation  at  the  royal  tombs, 
employing  the  trained  men  who  had 
been  in  our  .service  at  Deir-el-Bahari. 
Work  was  continued  with  cars  and 
baskets  as  long  Into  the  spring  as 
possible.  The  working  season  In 
Egypt  Is  brief.  From  Dec.  1  to  April  1 
generally  will  represent  every  working 
day.  The  cars  worked  on  two  separate 
lines  branching  off  from  the  north- 
eastern corner  of  the  mounds.  One 
branch  went  straight  south  toward  the 
tomb  of  Den,  stopping  at  the  top  of 
the  staircase  going  down  Into  the 
chamber.  The  other  branch  went  west 
to  the  tomb  of  Zer,  starting  from  the 
curious  lines  of  vases  which,  for  want 
of  a  better  term,  were  at  first  called 
causeways.  Their  walls  were  made  of 
two  rows  of  large  horizontal  pots.  In 
the  mounds  which  covered  these  cause- 
ways were  thousands  of  terra  cotta 
cups  of  coarse  ware  which  seemed 
never  to  have  been  used.  Last  winter 
soon  after  work  was  resumed  at  tlUs 
interruted  point,  it  was  settled  that 
the  rows  of  horizontal  pots  were  not 
the    lining    of    roads. 

The  pots  for  the  most  part  were  not 
older  than  the  eighteenth  or  nineteenth 
dynasties.  A  great  number  of  painted 
fragments  are  of  the  well-known  work 
of  that  time.  Setl  I  of  the  nineteenth 
dyna.'-ty  is  said  to  have  made  extensive 
repairs  here,  and  these  pots  may  have 
been  arranged  In  orderly  rows  during 
his  enterprising  restorations.  Occa- 
sionally the  lines  were  Interrupted  by 
heaps  of  broken  vases  contemporary 
with  the  tomb.s.  They  are  generally  of 
very  coarse  material  either  complete 
or  in  fragments.  In  the  rubbish  which 
was  desert  sand  were  found  hundreds 
of  small  cups  or  tumblers  of  coarse 
earthenware,  quite  new  In  appearance. 
These  lines  of  pottery  led  directly  to 
the  tomb  Prof.  Petrle  calls  Zer.  Prof. 
Erman  calls  Khent.  and  Prof.  Navllle 
calls  Shestl,  an  epithet  given  to  Horua 


dynasty  vases,  which  were  filled  with 
wine  and  provisions  and  placed  in  tti« 
tombs  for  the  refreshment  of  the  royal 
"doubles"  when  they  should  pay 
ghostly  visits  to  their  "eternal  abodes 
at  Abydos.  These  jars  and  pots  were 
thrown  out  and  broken  when  the  tombs 
were  anciently  plundered  In  the  eigii- 
teenth  dynasty. 

From  what  has  been  said  it  is  clear 
thLt  the  cult  of  Osiris  at  this  place  Is 
as  old  as  the  first  dynaaty.  We  have 
no  means  of  finding  out  as  yet  what 
were  the  earliest  captions  about  Osiris. 
but  it  seems  that  wo  may  rightly  con- 
slder  that  he  represented  the  crea- 
tive and  nutritive  powers  of  the  Nile 
In  general  and  the  Inundation  in  par- 
ticular. The  natural  opponent  of  Osiris 
was  Set.  who  typified  the  desert  and 
destruction  and  who  was,  par  excel- 
lence, the  god  of  the  desert.  There- 
fore In  various  v/ays  we  have  the  story 
of  the  conte.'^t  between  the  powers  of 
life  and  death,  light  and  darkness,  re- 
generation and  decay.  We  are  familiar 
with  tl.ese  subjects  from  the  religious 
texts  of  every  age,  but  It  is  startllnaf 
to  find  those  obscure  texts  visualized 
before  our  eyes   In  acual  practices. 

Not  forty  yards  from  the  tomb  of 
Zer,  where  had  been  discovered  the 
famous  stone  bed  of  Osiris,  just  be- 
yond the  line  of  pots  on  a  bed  of  hard 
sand,  were  found  six  mud  figures  of 
Osiris  painted  and  of  good  workman- 
ship. The  statuettes  all  lay  face  up- 
ward with  head  to  the  west.  Consid- 
erable light  Is  thrown  upon  this  cur- 
ious find  by  the  following  reference 
to  this  very  ceremony  In  the  Book  of 
the  Dead:  "He  who  Is  on  his  sand." 
This  refers  to  the  dead  Osiris  who  has 
been  mummified,  his  body  placed  In  a 
coffin  and  deposited  in  a  Bandhlll.  The 
reading  is  found  In  hymns  In  which 
Thoth  addresses  Osiris  and  restore* 
him  to  life  by  "words  of  power."  And 
in  the  tomb  in  front  of  these  statuettes 
sanctified  by  the  sand,  descended  ths 
"staircase  of  the  great  god."  also  men- 
tioned in  the  Book  of  the  Dead  to  tb* 
imagined    burial    of   Osiris. 

These    discoveries    speak    In    no    un- 
certain   tone    of    the    necessity    of    tak- 
ing  Egyptian   literature   literally.     Un- 
der  the   theory    of   symbolism    we   have 
gone    far    afield,    forgetting    that       we 
have    to   consider.    In    the    dawn    of    the 
world   of  thought,   that   we   have   to   do 
with    clever    children    whose    thoughts 
were  literally  uxpres.sed   in  their  acts. 
No    Hoyal    Dead  There. 
The    most    stupendous    proof    of    this 
confronts      us      in      the      royal      tombs. 
These  tombs  hold  no  kingly  occupants. 
M.      NavlUe      energetically      maintains 
that    these    first    dynasty    tombs    never 
were     occupied      by     the     royal     dead. 
Kin.gs     whose      bodi<»s     w-^re     iictualljr 
burled   elsewhere   had   second    tombs  at 
Abydos,    that    they    might      have      last 
resting   places   near   the  tomb   <jf  Oslrl« 
though    they    might    not    care      to      be 
burled     there.       Usertesen     III     of     the 
twelfth    dynasty    was    really    burled    1b 
his    pyramild    tomb    at    lUahun    in    the 
north.      Rut   he  had  a  great  rock   tomb 
cut    for    him    In    the    cliffs    at    Abydos. 
We  find  exactly  the  same  thing  at  the 
Vj^ginnlng    of    Egyptian    history.       Ah» 
or    Mena,    first    king    of    the    first    dyn- 
u.stv.      po.ssessed      not      only      a      great 
mastaba    t..nib    at    Nagada,    but    also   a 
tf)inb      chamber      at      Abydo.s.        These 
chambers     prove     to     be    contemporary 
commemorative      tombs      only.        They 
contain   numberless   small    objects   ub«4 
by    the    monarch    In    life — carved    Ivory 
boxes,    little    slabs    for      grinding      eye 
I)alnt,    golden    beads,   model   vases    with 
gold     tops,    the    gulden    seal     of     Kln» 
Don  In  Us  Ivory  casket,  pottery  dishes. 
1ars,    copper    pans,    bins    for    corn,    and 
so    on.      All    lhe.se    things    were    In    the 
charge   of  the   servants  who  werw   pur- 
posely   killed    and    burled    tn    the    cells 
.M round    ihe   royal    chamber.     The   myal 
Ka    or    double,    would     naturally     visit 
this   memorial   tomb   to    he   In    company 
of    the    gnat    god    Oslrl.^,    and    the    ser- 
vants  actually    liurled    there    would    at- 
tend him.     Each  deceased  monarch  be- 
came   himself    an    Osiria      and      would 
share  In  the  honors  of  the  annual  core- 
I  monies. 

These  are  the  problems  no  far  set- 
tled. This  v/lnters  work  will  be  to 
excavate  the  square  within  i>ur  rail- 
way lines.  This  ground  has  never 
l;een  searched.  The  vast  Oseirlon  with 
Its  subterranean  pa.ssages,  only  one 
rhsmber  of  which  was  cleared  and 
found  covered  with  funeral  wall  In- 
scriptions, whoso  preservation  re- 
(lulred  the  chamber  to  be  refilled  with 
sand,    awaits    complete    excavation. 

The  meaning  must  be  d(^termlned 
also  of  an  enormous  circular  pit  cut 
In  the  rock  to  a  depth  so  considerable 
that  the  bottom  was  not  reached  last 
winter,'  the  men  fearing  a  caving  In  of 
the  sldt-3,  while  the  problem  of  the 
•nixed  cemetery,  where  It  Is  certain 
antiquities  await  the  spade,  proml.see 
to  contribute  another  chapter  of  valu- 
able data  to  the  solution  of  a  question 
of  utmost  historical  Importance.  I* 
the  name  predynastlc  or  pr<»hl.storle 
given  to  the  shallow  tombs  found  In 
great  numbers  during  the  laat  twen- 
ty  years  correct? 

Our  having  a  personal  represent- 
ative upon  the  field  in  the  person  of 
Prof.  Whittemore  will  keep  us  In 
closer  touch  with  these  developments 
and  will  give  added  interest  to  every 
subscriber;  now  we  shall  share  In  the 
solution  of  Important  problems,  and 
we  await  with  eager  expectation  the 
discoveries   that   shall   be    made. 


"In  settling  at  Abydos.  at  a  place 
where  we  shall  have  to  remain  for 
se\teral  years,  we  n:ake  no  new  depar- 
ture. We  do  not  act  differently  from 
what  we  have  done  at  Delr-el-Baharl. 
We  Initiate  no  new  method.  We  are  fol- 
lowing the  principle  which  has  now 
been  adopted  In  Egypt  by  all  really 
scientific  explorers.  Scientific  excava- 
tors do  not  change  every  year  their 
sites.  They  settle  In  one  place  and  do 
not  leave  It  before  they  know  what 
there  was  in  antiquity  at  the  spot 
where  they  are  working.  They  do  not 
dig  merely  for  filling  museums  or  mak- 
ing private  collections;  they  do  carry 
away  from  it.  The  clearing  may  solve 
Important  historical  or  artistic  ques- 
tions." 

The  Egypt  Exploration  fund  was  the 
first  to  start  this  method  of  work, 
tliat  of  dealing  old  monument-s,  of 
allowing  to  the  world  what  they  were.

Antiquities,  however,  do  result  in 
abundance.  And  how  greatly  Is  their 
value  Increased  by  the  fulness  of 
knowledge  attained  through  this  thor- 
ough and  exhaustive  research.

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The  Tomb  of  OMirifl. 

The  first  dynasty  tomb  or  Zer  has  an 
Important  secondary  history  as  the 
shrine  of  Osiris.  The  tomb  was  usurped 
In  the  eighteenth  dynasty  for  this  wor- 
ship. It  was  visited  as  the  veritable 
tomb  of  Osiris  from  that  time  onward. 
In  the  twenty-sixth  dynasty  slabs  of 
sculpture,  very  ornate,  were  added  to 
the  walls.  Its  sacred  character  was 
maintained  until  the  end  of  the  thir- 
tieth dynasty. 

And  in  the  restored  cult  of  Osiris 
lies  the  solution  of  all  these  obscurities. 
The  spirit  of  that  great  faith  through 
ever  lengthening  centuries  of  cere- 
monies pervades  the  very  dust  of  the 
place  to  this  day.  The  key  that  un- 
locks the  mysteries  of  Abydos,  a  necro- 
polis vast  In  extent,  where  Egyptians 
liked  to  be  buried  or  to  have  tombs, 
from  earliest  times  do\tn  to  the  Ro- 
man emperors,  is  In  the  one  word, 
Osiris.  By  Its  magic  potency  directed 
by  these  pointing  ruins,  we  may  un- 
ravel these  rites,  recover  the  cere- 
monies, comprehend  much  af  the  sacred 
lit©rsitijr©. 

Briefly,  all  the  evidence  goes  to  prove 
that  Osiris  was  a  man-god  who  was 
murdered,  whose  body  was  mutilated 
and  the  various  members  of   his   body. 


were  reassembled.  We  know  from  a 
very  Interesting  text  at  Denderah  that 
during  the  full  month  of  Kholaok  a 
number  of  festivals  were  celebrated  at 
all  the  chief  sanctuaries  of  Osiris  in 
Egypt,  and  that  elaborate  ceremonies 
were  performed  commemorating  every 
event  which  took  place  In  the  life, 
death  and  resurrection  of  the  god. 

These  observances  required  the  full 
month.  W^e  knovir  tliat  of  all  these 
sanctuaries  Abydoes  was  the  most 
sacred;  here,  according  to  tradition, 
was  buried  the  head  of  Osiris.  As 
Osiris  after  his  resurrection  had  de- 
parted from  Abydos  to  the  underworld, 
so  an  ancient  and  widespread  belief 
compelled  all  souls  to  leave  the  valley 
of  the  Nile  by  a  fixed  road  to  the 
West  of  Abydos. 

To  Atydos  then  from  the  eighteenth 
dynasty  to  Roman  times  came  con- 
vocations of  pilgrims  annually  from 
the  boarders  of  Nubia,  from  the  shore 
of  the  Mediterranean,  to  do  homage  to 
the  great  god,  now  the  Judge  of  the 
dead  in  the  underworld.  Here  at  his 
ancient  temple,  from  the  eighteenth 
to  thirtieth  dynasties,  were  ogercd 
hundreds  of  the  u.'ihabtl  figurines  In 
the  mummied  form  of  the  dead  Osiris 
to  witness  for  the  worshipper  and  to 
provide  him  service  when  he  in  nls 
turn,  should  become  an  Osiris  after 
death  and  journey  thence.     In  1300  the 
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Fund  presented  to  every  member  of  the 
society  In  England  and  the  United 
States  one  of  these  votive  offerings 
from  the  temple  of  Osiris  at  Abydos. 
But  outdn  the  open  necropolis  sancll- 
fled  by  the  purifying  sand  was  brought 
by  each  worshipper  an  offering  of  an- 
other sort.  ^    ^^     ^^.   ^ 

The  one  hundred  and  eighty-third 
chapter  of  the  Book  of  the  Dead  says: 
"Acclamations  are  made  In  thy  name, 
libations  are  poured  out  to  thy  Ka, 
sepulchral  meals  are  brought  unto  thee, 
and  water  Is  sprinkled  upon  the  of- 
ferings on  both  bides  of  the  souls  of 
the   dead   In   this   land." 

Therefore  we  now  see  the  meaning 
of  these  heaps  of  cups  They  are  the 
remains  of  countlt^s  little  libation 
vases  of  rough  red  pottery  which  were 
dedicated  here  ex  votos  by  the  pious  be- 
tween the  nineteenth  and  twenty-sixth 
dynasties  to  the  memories  of  the 
ancient  kings  and  of  the  great  god 
Osiris.

Anung  the  host  of  promoters  no^ 
engaged  ii,  floating  and  pi«pularixmz  the 
thtusand  and  one  enterprises,  good, 
bad  and  indifferent,  which  are  in  tlie 
competitU'n  for  publicity,  there  is  dan- 
ger that  the  splendid  effort  of  a  little 
band  of  workers  for  the  highest  good 
may  be  overluolted.  The  professi.->n 
adopted  by  this  little  company  is  so 
untaml.iar  to  twentieth  century  meth- 
ods that  it  is  a  veritable  act  of  heroism 
to  embrace  it.  Theoretically,  it  is  at- 
tractive even  to  the  confirmed  pessi- 
mist, but  practically  it  wlH  never  be- 
come popular  until  the  in. unction  to 
•'love  tny  neighbor  as  thyself"  becomes 
"iove  thy  neighbor  better  than  thy- 
self.' 

The  business  of  promoting  the  hap- 
piness ot  others  w^ill  never  be  over- 
worked. The  statement  that  the  ranks 
of  the  profession  are  overcrowded  does 
not  ai  ply  to  it.  It  is  a  profession 
which  i.as  been  adopted  by  a  few  pres- 
ent-day men  and  women,  not  as  a 
necessary  adjunct  to  a  life  of  religious 
consecration,  but  as  a  matter-of-fact, 
every-day  business,  conducted  with 
the  energy  and  system  that  make  for 
the  success  of  any  legitimate  enter- 
prise. According  to  his  recent  an- 
nouncement, it  is  the  profession  which 
has  appealed  so  irresistibly  to  George 
W  Perkins — associated  long  and  inti- 
mately with  J  Pierpont  Morgan  in  his 
financial  deals — that  he  has  severed 
his  connection  with  the  business  of 
piling  up  capita^  and  v.- ill  devote  the 
remainder  cf  his  life  to  breaking  down 
the  barriers  between  capital  and  labor, 
therely  promoting  the  happiness  of  a 
host  c£  his  fellow  mer. 

Fev>-  of  those  w-ho  have  engaged  in 
the  prfivtice  of  this  profes^sii'n  have 
been  attracted  to  it  in  the  manner  tiiat 
has  led  Mr.  Perkins  to  halt  in  the  full 
deveU'prnent  ot  a  financial  carter  of 
great  brilliancy,  but  the  motive  is  al- 
ways the  same — the  promition  of  hap- 
piness. It  is  a  profession  which  em- 
braces as  many  distinct  specialties  as 
belong  to  law  or  medicine.  Judge 
Ben.am:n  B.  Lindsey  of  Denver  de- 
votes hi.n-.esif  to  tne  cultivation  of  the 
new^sloy  sn;ile.  Helen  Gould  is  a  prac- 
titioner who  likes  best  to  cheer  up 
the  monotonous  lives  of  soldiers  and 
sailers,  ilrs.  Kussel  Sage,  whose  op- 
portunity t<>  engage  largely  in  the 
practice  of  the  professiin.  came  so  late 
In  liie.  js  a  gen»  ral  practitioner; 
Booker  T.  Washington  is  a  specialist 
In  efacing  the  wrinkles  from  the  faces 
of  tiiost  of  his  uwn  race:  John  Wana- 
niaker  s  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 
and  the  Episcopal  guild  under  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  same  saint  are  showing 
young  nien  how  to  save  their  money 
and  make  a  success  cf  life,  and  there 
are  otiitr  specialists  whose  lines  of 
activity  lange  all  the  way  bttween 
that  of  Mt.'ther  Roberts,  whose  mission 
it  is  to  go  up  and  down  the  Pacific 
coast  with  a  bountiful  supply  of  good 
words  to  men  in  prison,  and  the  late 
Dr  Ka:e  s  "Lenu-a-Hand  movement." 
Tli«  Hanuony  Club  and  Ita  Prenidlng 
GrninM. 

As  an  example  of  orgar.izefl  rffcrt  to 
promote  happiness.  ti;e  Harmony  Club 
of  Anierl'.a  is  unique.  It  treats  happi- 
ness as  an  art  and  a  science,  and  how 
happiness  i-^  galne  i.  lost  .nnrt  reoovered 
again  Is  taught  by  the  club  and  dis- 
seminated in  its  publications  with 
scientlf.c  g:avity.  Edward  H.  Fallows, 
a  iawytr  cf  New  York  and  a  son  of 
the  reformer  Episcopal  bishop  of  Chi- 
cago, started  the  movement  about  four 
years  ago.  and  since  that  time  it  has 
girdled  the  globe  and  now  has  a  mem- 
bership representing  over  :;00  occupa- 
tions, from  men  of  the  highest  profes- 
sional   rank   to  cowboys. 

It  starts  out  with  the  understanding 
that  happintss  i.s  a  thing  to  oe  ac- 
quired under  projer  instruction,  and  it 
goes   sc   far  r:s   tc    fjrr.ish   the  Irstruc- 


tion  A  regular  system  of  lessons 
has  been  devised,  which  are  progres- 
sive in  their  nature  and  lead  gradually 
to  the  desired  proficiency.  The  first 
two  lessons  are  "Knowing  "  and  ""Smil- 
ing." These  must  be  learned  thorough- 
ly before  any  advance  can  be  made. 
For  tne  rest,  the  club  tolerates  no  ii>d- 
distisms,  or  doctrinaires,  is  not  organ- 
ized for  financial  profit  and  can  never 
be,  bars  tio  race,  sex,  age  or  social 
crder.  has  no  fees  or  dues  of  any  des- 
cription, and  follows  no  stated  rules 
or  regulations.  It  disclaims  claptrap, 
frowns  on  occultism  and  employs  only 
common  sense   for  its   inspiration. 

The  Harnii.ny  club  is  not  In  any 
sense  a  colonization  scheme,  a  form  of 
religion  or  a  refuge  for  the  morally 
delinquent.  What  it  professes  to  be  is 
a  militant  out-in-the-world  organiza- 
tion banded  together  to  face  the  prob- 
lems of  life  with  cheerfulness,  even 
with  a  smile.  That  does  not  mean  that 
it  is  anything  but  serious,  thoughtful 
and  downright  in  earnest.  It  Is  not 
merely  a  sunshine  society.  It  has  a 
theory,  which  it  is  prepared  to  defend 
with  the  pen  or  on  the  rostrum,  but  it 
does  not  cease  laughing  and  sinking 
while  it  is  doing  other  things.  More- 
over, it  has  its  own  way  of  meeting 
emergencies  as  they  arise,  and  the  elub 
button   bears   the   legend,   "Be   Happy  ' 

The  actual  head  of  this  interesting 
experiment  In  happiness  promotion — 
Its  advocates  declare  that  it  has  passed 
beyond  the  stage  of  experiment  and 
is  now  an  accomplished  fact — Is  the 
venerable  Bishop  Samuel  Fallows  of 
the  Reform.ed  Episcopal  church,  whj 
has  been  rector  of  St.  PauTs  church 
of  his  denomination,  in  Chicago,  since 
1875.  and  presiding  bishop  eight  terms 
Born  In  England,  he  came  to  America 
at  the  age  of  13,  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  the 
lireaking  out  of  the  Civil  war,  entere.l 
the  service  as  chaplain  and  rose  to  the 
rank  of  brigadier  general.  Previous  to 
the  formation  of  the  Reformed  Epis- 
copal church  by  Bishop  Cummlngs  of 
Kentucky,  I>r,  Fallows  was  a  Metho- 
dist minister  sixteen  years.  Through^ 
out  ail  his  career  a  militant  cheerful- 
ness  has    been   his  dominant   motive. 

So  it  is  singiilarly  appropriate  that 
the  Harmony  club  should  be  under  the 
leadership  of  this  man  whose  cheerful 
philosophy  has  inspired  him  to  make 
the  declaration:  "It  is  my  supremo 
duty  and  glorious  privilege  to  make 
the  best  of  everything."  That  his 
sense  of  humor  Is  still  in  good  work- 
ing order  l.«  evident  from  the  follow- 
ing anecdote:  At  a  recent  soci.nl 
gathering  in  the  churcJi  parlor  at  St. 
PauTs,  a  member  of  his  congregation 
who  had  been  wrought  up  to  a  good 
(leal  of  enthusiasm  over  the  prelate  s 
description  of  a  contemplated  fresh- 
air  project  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  exclaimed,  "Why,  bishop. 
I  don't  believe  you  have  a  pessimistic 
hair  in  your  head!"  "Madam."  he  re- 
turned quickly,  his  eyes  agleam.  "you 
really  mustn't  judge  me  by  my  hair. 
I  wear  a  wie  "

stands  near  the  top  of  his  i  rofessioii 
of  lianpiness  maker.  .\n  insurgent 
against  accepted  traditic^n  of  every 
description,  he  pins  his  faith  to  the 
simple  creed  that  happine.ss  is  pos- 
.'■ible  for  evervbody.  that  it  is  evovy 
human  being"s  inalienable  right  to 
l>osse«;s  it  and  that  the  only  thin;^  that 
interferes  is  lack  of  knowledge  as  to 
the  means  of  acquiring  it.  This  ob- 
stacle In  the  way  of  unlvf»rsal  happi- 
ness the  Harmony  cult  purposes  to  re- 
move, and  it  is  Purlnton's  specialty  to 
show  how  easily  it  may   be  done.

ventlonal  about  Purinton.  Nothing 
could  be  more  distasteful  to  him  than 
the  accusation  of  being  like  other  men. 
He  Is  a  bundle  of  strange  contradic- 
tions, but  he  has  the  faculty  of  bring- 
ing extremes  together  into  a  more  or 
less  harmonious  whole.  In  his  college 
days  he  was  a  militant  advocate  of 
"no  football,"  but  before  he  finished 
his  course  he  was  leader  of  the  sport. 
He  was  outspoken  in  his  disapproval 
of  secret  societies,  yet  he  became  an 
enthusiastic        fraternity       man.  He 

abominates  noise  and  bustle,  yet  he 
works  best  in  a  babel  like  that  of  a 
boiler  shop.  He  delights  in  a  generous 
table,  yet  eats  as  sparingly  as  an 
anchorite.  A  poet  and  a  mystic,  he 
writes  with  sledge-hammer  diiectness 
and  talks  in  epigrams.  Domestic  in 
his  tastes  and  disliking  travel,  there  is 
scarcely  a  town  above  the  thousand 
class  in  America  that  he  has  not  vis- 
ited in  the  Interest  of  his  cult. 

Such  Is  the  man  who,  after  running 
the  gauntlet  of  a  dozen  strange  cults 
in  his  search  for  a  haven  of  rest,  has 
convinced  himself  that  happiness  bo- 
gins  and  ends  with  oneself  and  that 
the  most  unpromising  conditions  may 
be  transformed  into  positive  joyous- 
ness  by  those  who  know  the  secret. 
When  he  talks  of  matters  affecting  hu- 
man hai'plness,  such  as  how  to  banish 
fear,  throw  off  mental  ills  and  obtain 
the  mastery  over  emotional  weakness, 
he  is  both  eloquent  and  convincing. 

No.Ki  to  his  jirofesslon  of  teaching 
the  secret  of  universal  happiness,  I'u- 
rlnton  Is  most  Interested  in  the  out- 
door life.  He  holds  that  there  can  be 
no  healthy  spirituality  within  an  un- 
healthy body  and  that  healthful  di- 
version ^strengthens  moral  ttbre  and 
tones  the  mental  sinews.  The  winning 
game  Is  the  exercise  that  exhilarates, 
he  says,  and  for  that  reason  he  rec- 
ommends every  one  to  learn  to  play 
some  form  of  outdoor  sport  like  a  mas- 
ter. At  college,  he  was  tennis  cham- 
pion for  five  successive  years,  and  he 
declares,  jocosely,  that  next  to  annihil- 
ating superstition,  it  is  the  best  game 
ever  devised.  In  the  Harmony  fellow- 
ship he  Is  No.  1313,  and  he  always  makes 
it  a  point  to  launch  a  project  on  Fri- 
day If  it  can  be  done  without  actual 
Inconvenience. 
MIm«    Jane    Addanm    and    Her    Secret. 

Eminent  practitioner  of  the  profes- 
sion of  desseminating  happiness  as 
Dr.  Fallows  undoubtedly  is,  there  is 
still  another,  perhaps  a  greater,  in  the 
lake  metropolis.  Among  all  the  no- 
table Americans  who  make  an  exclu- 
sive business  of  providing  happiness 
for  others,  Jane  Addams  stands  pre- 
eminent. Her  Hull  House  plan  of  mak- 
ing soclety"s  extremes  meet  on  terms 
uf  apparent  equality  has  long  been  the 
admiration  and  despair  of  all  her  imi- 
tators the  world  over.  It  is  a  work 
the  success  of  which  has  inspired  at- 
tempts at  duplication,  but  with  the 
dominating  personality  of  Jane  Ad- 
dams left  out,  the  result  has  been 
more  or  less  disappointing.  That 
means,  of  course,  that  Hull  House  is 
but  a  reflection  of  Its  founder's  re- 
markable skill  in  the  practice  or  her 
profession. 

But  few  outside  the  immediate  in- 
fluence of  Hull  House  have  been  able 
to  define  accurately  Its  working  meth- 
od of  reducing  social  equality  to  an 
exact  science.  So  capable  an  author- 
ity as  William  T.  Stead  was  not  able 
to  grasp  it.  At  the  close  of  a  faithful 
attempt  to  solve  the  problem,  he  con- 
fessed that  It  was  beyond  him.  "I 
only  know,"  he  said,  'Uhat  if  Christ 
should  visit  Chicago,  he  would  stop 
at  Hull  House."  That  was  a  tribute 
which  was  more  precious  to  Jane  Ad- 
dams than  any  other  the  veteran  jour- 
nalist   could    have    offered. 

Miss  Addams'  call  to  the  work  came 
In  rather  a  remarkable  way.  Her  fath- 
er was  a  banker  in  Cedarvllle,  an  Il- 
linois country  town,  and  there  was 
never  any  lack  of  opportunity  to  enjoy 
life  from  the  social  and  financial  view- 

Colnt.  She  had  no  special  preference, 
uf  fancied  that  she  might  do  some- 
thing with  art,  and  with  that  end  m 
view  was  making  the  tour  of  the  Eu- 
ropean galleries  In  an  Indolent  and 
desultory  fashion  when  she  had  an  ex- 
perience that  wakened  her  from  her 
lethargy.  One  night  she  was  a  mem- 
ber of  a  party  which  was  making  the 
rounds  of  the  London  slums.  The  Sat- 
urday night  auction  sale  of  left-over 
vegetables  was  In  progress  in  a  White- 
chapel  market,  and  the  party  halted 
to  take  in  the  strange  scene. 

The  incident  that  made  such  a  deep 
impression  on  Miss  Addams  was  the 
"knocking  down"  by  the  voluble  auc- 
tioneer of  a  badly-decayed  head  of  cab- 
bage to  a  wild-looking  and  haggard 
man  who  stood  near  her.  The  Instant 
It  came  Into  his  possession  he  dug  his 
teeth  Into  It  like  a  ferocious  beast  and 
proceeded  to  devour  it  in  Us  raw 
state,  apparently  crazed   by   hunger. 

Then  and  there  the  half-hearted  art 
student  made  up  her  mind  that  there 
was  something  out  of  tune  In  the  so- 
cial order;  that  a  system  which  made 
a  scene  like  the  one  she  had  just  wlt- 
ntssed  possible  waa  aa  rotten  as  tliat 


cabbage.  How  did  it  happen?  None 
of  her  friends  could  give  her  a  satisfac- 
tory answer,  and  she  resolved  to  In- 
vestigate the  matter  herself.  No  more 
dilettante  art  puttering  for  Jane  Ad- 
dams. She  took  the  next  steamer  for 
New  York  and  on  landing  took  the  nrsi 
train  for  Chicago.  Not  once  did  she 
ask  herself,  "What  can  I  do?"  The  only 
question  that  occupied  her  mind  was, 
"Where  shall   I    begin?" 

She  began  in  Chicago,  and  Hull 
House  Is  the  result.  With  Ellen  Gates 
Starr,  she  opened  the  social  settlement 
in  18S9.  and  has  been  head  resident  ever 
since. 

A  Happlnesa  Specialist  for  the  Blind. 

A  skilful  specialist  in  the  profession 
of  imparting  happiness  to  others  is 
Esther  Josselyn  Giffin,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  wonderful  collection  of  books 
for  the  blind  at  the  Congressional  lib- 
rary in  Washington.  In  short,  she  has 
gone  out  of  general  practice  and  is 
devoting  herslf  and  all  her  energies  to 
the  e.xclusive  treatment  of  those  who 
"sit  in  the  twilight." 

Miss  Giffin  is  amply  qualified  to  be- 
come a  specialist  In  the  practice  of  her 
profession.  She  has  made  an  exhaus- 
tive study  of  the  business,  and  much  of 
her  success  as  a  practitioner  is  due  to 
some  of  her  discoveries.  One  of  them 
— perhaps  the  most  Important — Is  that 
those  who  come  into  close  contact  with 
the  sightless  are  entirely  without  tact. 
Most  of  them  assume  an  offensive  sen- 
timentality when  in  conversation  with 
the  blind  person,  a  patronizing  and 
ultra-sympathetic  tone,  which  is  highly 
distasteful  to  one  deprived  of  sight. 
According  to  Miss  Giffin,  the  most  gen- 
erous method  of  dealing  with  these  un- 
fortunates is  to  treat  them  precisely 
as  If  they  were  not  blind.  To  further 
this  policy,  Miss  Giffin  has  for  several 
years  been  holding  a  series  of  after- 
noon receptions  at  the  library,  and  It 
is  understood  that  all  those  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  receive  invitations 
will  be  expected  to  forget  that  part  of 
the  company  Is  without  sight,  and  that 
no  reference  to  the  afCliction  will  be 
made  by  anybody. 

This  clever  practitioner's  work  has 
made  her  the  most  popular  happiness 
specialist  In  the  profession  among  the 
blind  folk.  She  is  responsible  for  that 
successful  commercial  enterprise  at  the 
national  capital  which  bears  the  Es- 
peranto title  of  Tlfliofilo.  which  means 
"friend  of  the  blind."  It  is  a  store  for 
the  sale  of  articles  made  exclusively 
by.  the  blind  throughout  America,  and 
is  a  national  work.  It  began  with  the 
sale  of  a  shoestring  shopping  bag,  and 
the  blind  man  who  made  the  original 
has  disposed  of  many  hundred  bags  of 
like  workmanship.  Already  Tlfliofilo 
has  contributed  largely  to  the  happi- 
ness of  the  10,000  blind  of  America. 

To  Miss  Glfrin's  Individual  effort  more 
than  to  any  other  cause  Is  due  the  re- 
cent amendment  to  the  postal  laws  en- 
abling blind  persons  anywhere  the 
.American  flag  floats  to  receive  by  mall, 
free  of  postage,  books  from  the  won- 
derful library  of  the  blind  at  Wash- 
ington or  from  any  of  the  seventy-five 
state  libraries  which  have  books  in 
raised  letters.  Books  especially  for  the 
blind  are  very  expensive,  averaging 
about  $40  each,  and  the  passage  of  this 
measure,  known  as  the  Anna  Hitchcock 
bill,  on  account  of  the  Interest  taken  in 
it  by  the  young  daughter  of  the  ex- 
secretary  of  the  Interior.  Ethan  Allen 
Hitchcock,  has  added  very  materially 
to  the  happiness  of  those  for  whose 
benefit  it  was  enacted. 

A    Mountain    Apostle   of  Happiness. 

Among  the  least-knov/n  members  of 
this  profession  of  promoting  haplness 
is  Shirley  C.  Hughson,  one  of  the  early 
companions  of  Father  Huntington  in 
his  effort  to  establish  the  monastic 
order  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  church.  Scholarly, 
eloquent  and  a  writer  of  great  charm. 
Father  Hughson  might  have  been  a 
formidable  candidate  for  preferment 
in  his  church,  but  he  chose  rather  to 
adopt  the  profession  of  happiness  pro- 
moter, and  he  selected  for  his  field 
one  of  the  most  promising  regions  ot 
this  country,  the  mountains  of  Ten- 
nessee. He  built  with  his  own  hands 
a  rude  hermitage  on  the  highland  near 
Sewanee.  and  began  the  practice  of  his 
profession  without  the  formality  of 
putting  up  a  sign. 

First,  it  was  necessary  to  convince 
the  scattered  people  of  the  mountain 
that  he  was  Innocuous;,  that  he  had  not 
come  to  prey  on  them  or  to  add  an- 
other burden  to  their  already  dismal 
existence.  Suspicion  was  Ingrained  deep 
In  their  natures;  generations  of  pov- 
erty and  ignorance  had  embittered 
them  against  all  Intercourse  from 
without.  More  than  one  effort  had 
been  made  to  bring  them  Into  a  state 
of  receptivity,  but  nothing  except 
failure  had  resulted.  It  remained  for 
Shirley  Hughson  to  break  down  the 
wall  of  exclusive  Ignorance  with  which 
they  shut  out  all  attempt  to  reach 
them. 

They  discovered  that  the  newcomer 
was  &ot   a  man   tfi    b«   repulsed.     To 


personal  affront  he  was  entirely  oblivi- 
ous and  there  was  no  atmosphere  so 
chilly  that  his  sunshine  failed  to  put 
warmth  in  it.  He  had  little  to  say, 
but  the  smile  never  left  hla  face  and 
his  eyes  beamed  continually.  Not  a 
word  of  theory  or  doctrine  escaped  his 
lips,  but  his  hands  were  ever  ready 
to  lend  assistance,  no  matter  how 
menial  the  service.  Despite  their  sul- 
len aloofness,  he  devised  means  to 
enter  the  mountainers'  cheerless 
cabins,  and,  once  there,  he  never  failed 
to  raise  the  embargo  against  him.  He 
helped  the  men  till  their  worn-out 
patches  and  taught  the  sad-eyed  wom- 
en and  laughter-deserted  children 
many  a  labor-saving  expedient. 

In  time — far  less  than  is  requlj-ed 
to  establish  most  professions — Father 
Hughson  won  out.  The  mountain  folk 
capitulated  to  the  charm  of  his  in- 
vincible optimism  and  even  began  to 
assimilate  a  portion  of  it  to  their  own 
use.  With  willing  hands  they  en- 
larged his  dwelling,  making  it  pos- 
sible for  him  to  put  in  operation  his 
long-cherished  plan  of  opening  a  school 
by  means  of  which  some  of  the  moun- 
tain lads  might  be  lifted  out  of  their 
depths.  By  dint  of  unceasing  labor 
with  his  own  hands  and  never  a  sign 
of  discouragement  on  his  face,  this 
apostle  of  cheerfulness  became  the 
active  center  of  a  community  of  teach- 
ers and  workers  that  has  converted 
that  Tennessee  highland  into  a  region 
of  happiness  and  prosperity.  Father 
Hughson's  work  has  made  him  known 
as  the  man  who  has  achieved  the 
hitherto  Impossible — implanted  a  smile 
on  the  face  of  a  Tennesse  mountaineer. 
How  Rose  Hawthorne  Lathrop  Prac- 
tices   the    PrufcKslon. 

Another  member  of  this  profession 
of  whom  altogether  too  little  is  known, 
although  her  happy  face  is  shut  out 
from  the  world  by  the  veil  of  a  Do- 
minican religious,  is  the  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne.  As  Koae  Haw- 
thorne, and  later  as  the  wife  of  the 
brilliant  George  Parsons  Lathrop,  she 
made  it  evident  to  the  world  that  she 
had  inherited  a  goodly  share  of  the 
literary  facility  whicli  made  her  father 
America's    leading    fictionlst. 

But  Rose  Hawthorne  had  a  call  to 
a  profession  even  nobler  than  that  of 
letters.  It  was  strong  enough  to  lead 
her  to  turn  her  face  upon  life  as  she 
had  known  It  and  to  reach  out  Into 
the  dim  uncertainty  of  an  untried  ex- 
perience. It  was  a  call  such  as  no 
other  woman  in  like  condition  has 
ever  received  and  its  acceptance  meant 
courage  that  was  akin  to  heroism.  She 
did  not  falter.  It  was  a  plain  case  of 
"loving  thy  neighbor  even  better  than 
thyself,"  and  the  woman  who  had 
everything  save  her  thirst  to  promote 
happiness  to  dissuade  her  from  the 
step  she  took  It  Joyfully. 

She  sought  no  wide  field  in  which  to 
practice  her  new  profession;  none 
could  be  more  circumscribed  than  the 
one  she  chose.  It  was  enough  for  t'nis 
gifted  daughter  of  a  genius  that  she  be 
permitted  to  minister  to  the  comfort 
of  the  victims  of  Incurable  cancer  who 
are  Inmates  of  the  charitable  refuge 
which  she  directs. 
A    Happiness    Specialist    In    High    Life. 

The  devotee  of  the  newspaper  so- 
slety  page  is  more  or  less  familiar 
with  the  name  of  Miss  Mabel  T.  Board- 
man  among  the  chosen  few  who  are  In- 
timate at  the  White  House,  but  the 
woman  to  whom  the  name  belongs  has 
more  than  mere  social  distinction  to 
make  her  interesting.  She  is,  in  fact, 
one  of  the  most  successful  specialists 
to  be  found  in  the  profession  of  pro- 
moting happiness.  Of  independent  for- 
tune, highly  cultivated  and  a  member 
of  the  most  exclusive  society  at  the 
national  capital.  Miss  Boardman's 
work  is  neither  faddish  or  amateurish. 
She  is  as  earnest  in  the  practice  of 
her  profession  as  is  any  lawyer  or 
surgeon  In  the  employ  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  bears  not  the  slightest  re- 
semblance to  the  type  of  rich  woman 
who  dabbles  In  social  uplift  and  never 
gets  through  the  crust. 

Miss  Boardman's  interest  In  the  busi- 
ness of  making  others  happy  Is  so 
much  a  part  of  Tier  that  all  other  mat- 
ters are  relegated  to  second  place. 
She  has  an  office  In  the  state,  war  and 
navy  building,  and  there  is  no  one  in 
any  of  those  departments  who  keeps 
more  regular  business  hours.  Her  ac- 
tivity in  the  Red  Cross  service  has 
made  her  Indispensable  to  the  cause 
and  she  is  consulted  In  all  Important 
matters  that  come  before  the  executive 
board  of  that  wide-reaching  institu- 
tion. 

The  promotion  of  woman's  welfare, 
the  efficiency  of  associated  charities 
and  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  are 
subjects  which  appeal  strongly  to  this 
energetic  worker.  That  her  propa- 
ganda for  woman's  welfare  has  borne 
abundant  fruit  and  has  become  a  na- 
tional power  for  the  protection  of 
working  women  has  been  demonstrated 
in  various  ways,  for  example:  by  the 
number     of     wealthy    and    influential 
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women  who,  led  by  Miss  Anna  Morgan, 
took  part  in  the  recent  shirtwaist 
workers'  fight  In  New  York  and  by 
the  sanitary  improvements  brought 
about  In  the  government  offices  In 
which  women  are  employed,  a  reform 
due  directly  to  the  Influence  of  Miss 
Boardman,  '.Mrs.  John  Haj's  Hammond 
and  other  women  of  commanding  so- 
cial   i^osition. 

During  her  early  girlhood.  Miss 
Boardman  was  a  member  of  the  house- 
hold of  her  uncle,  the  late  William 
Walter  Phelps,  when  he  was  minister 
to  Germany,  during  Harrison's  admin- 
istration. Mr.  Phelps  was  very  proud 
of  his  brilliant  young  niece  arid  made 
a  point  of  introducing  her  at  the  prin- 
cipal European  courts,  and  she  at- 
tracted a  great  deal  of  attention.  Aft- 
erward she  was  designated  as  the 
chaperon  of  Miss  Alice  Roosevelt  when 
the  president's  daughter  was  presented 
to  the  emperors  of  China  and  Korea. 

Among  the  first  to  respond  to  the 
call  in  behalf  of  the  sufferers  of  the 
Messina  earthquake.  Miss  Boardman 
cabled  financial  aid  from  the  Red 
Cross,  a  service  which  brought  her  a 
decoration   from   the   king   of   Italy.     It 


was  at  the  home  of  this  eminent  wom- 
an who  has  given  herself  so  unreserv- 
edly to  the  promotion  of  happiness  that 
President  Taft  and  his  wife  spent  sev- 
v^-ral  days  before  the  inauguration,  and 
it  is  the  only  home  in  Washington  at 
which  the  chief  e.xecutlve  and  his  fam- 
ily visit  informally.  Nor  has  it  ever 
been  denied  officially  that  Miss  Board- 
man's  cai'able  hand  has  been  more  or 
less  employed  In  guiding  the  social  ma- 
chinery ot  llie  White  House. 

Other  Practloncrs   of  Wide   Rcpntc. 

The  excellent  work  of  Cynthia  May 
Weslover  Alden,  founder  of  the  Inter- 
national Sunshine  society,  must  not  be 
overlooked  in  connection  with  the 
achievements  of  those  who  have  dis- 
placed the  tear  with  the  uplifting  srrlle. 
Hers  is  a  nature  ever  gentrous  in  its 
response  to  the  calls  made  on  Us  ca- 
pacity, but  Kt-lf  reliant,  intolerant  of 
trickery  and  not  easily  imposed  upon, 
a  nature  wiiich  has  in  its  makeup  much 
that  is  typical  oX,  the  best  in  twentieth 
century  womanhood,  and  is  inspired 
and  illumined  by  a  burning  desire  to 
banish  the  cloud  and  let  the  Bua.shln© 
have  full  sway. 

In  her  more  recent  development. 
Maud  Ballington  Booth  has  identified 
herself  heart  and  soul  with  this  most 
fascinating  of  all  professions.  Her 
latest  inspiration  as  a  gloom  dispeller, 
her  "Rainbow  House,"'  In  which  the 
wives  of  men  imprisoned  for  their  mis- 
deeds may  earn  a  livelihood  for  them- 
selves and  iheir  children  until  the 
breadwinner's  Eenlence  is  served,  en- 
tities her  to  high  rank  In  the  profes- 
sion   which    makes    for    happiness. 

And  how  about  Secretary  Knox  and 
his  recent  propostion  to  the  Interna- 
tional powers  looking  to  the  formation 
of  a  court  of  arbitral  justice,  which 
would  be  a  long  step  toward  ultimate 
human  happiness?  Has  the  secretary 
embraced  the  profession  of  happiness 
promoter  in  addition  to  his  well-worked 
callings  of   lawyer  and  statesman?

Duiuth  has  not  lacked 
evidence  that  it  is  approaching  its  de«- 
tlnv.  The  destiny  o£  Duiuth  Is  the 
des'ilny  ot  West  Duiuth  for  Duiuth 
must  look  to  the  western  part  of  the 
citv  fcr  its  Industrial  development  on 
•which  Is  dependent  much  of  its  com- 
mercial development  a.nd  ultimate 
jrosperity. 

Through  lean  years  and  years  of 
plentv.  a  faitiiful  band  has  retained 
Its  firm  belief  in  the  future  of  West 
Duiuth.  Duluthians  who  have  seen 
the  western  end  of  the  city  in  tlie 
height  cf  its  former  affluence  and  ac- 
tivitv  and  liave  seen  it  later  decline 
to  a  suburb  in  which  sawmllis  waned 
and  declined  and  only  a  few  new  in- 
dustries raised  their  Infant  murmur 
of  ectivitv.  have  always  believed  that 
Greater  Duiuth  will  mean  Greater 
West  Duiuth.  In  their  mind's  eye, 
they  have  seen  the  level  tracts  of 
land  along  the  shores  of  St.  Louis 
bay  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  sur- 
mounted by  great  factories  and  cov- 
ered with  a  network  of  tracks  lead- 
ing to  a  shcre  line  serrated  by  slips 
of  mans  construction.  They  have  seen 
the  residences  and  business  houses 
pushed  up  on  the  liiil  to  keep  a  foot- 
hold and  the  tracts  formerly  covered 
by  frame  residences  given  over  to  the 
factories    that    spell    progress.

Flans  have  been  an- 
nounced for  industries  that  wui  bring 
workmen  to  West  Duiuth  and  will 
ship  their  products  out  through  the 
Xorihv.-est  to  uphold  t)uluth's  com- 
mercial prestige.  The  |10.000,uOO  per- 
mit for  the  rtrst  section  of  the  great 
steel  plant  of  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation  has  been  issued  and  the 
foundations  have  been  built  for  the 
first  furnaces.  Every  sign  points  to 
a  destiny  even  greater  than  tliat  called 
up  by  the  dreams  of  the  faithful  and 
West  Duiuth  is  marching  steadily 
toward    it. 

Town  boomers  and  land  salesmen 
have  a  favorite  habit  of  pointing  to 
"Acres  of  Diamond.^,  "  to  support  their 
arguments.  The  reference  Is  not  am.iss. 
But  some  Duluthians  have  not  had  the 
experience  of  the  wanderer  In  "'Acresf 
of  Diamonds."  Tliey  have  not  needed 
them.  They  have  seen  the  diamonds 
in  the  rough  and  have  waited  for  the 
sands  of  tinie  to  smooth  off  the  pro- 
jecting edges  and  bring  the  stone  to 
view.  The  stone  is  gleaming  forth  and 
it  shows  wealth  and  unprecedented  in- 
dustrial  prosperity   for   West    Duiuth. 

Although  many  cities  which  l.ave 
shown  the  greatest  growth  in  the  past 
ten  years  are  built  upon  hills,  the  con- 
clusion does  not  naturally  follow  that 
hills  are  an  aid  to  growth.  Hills  are 
an  aid  to  sewer  builders  and  perhaps 
to  the  finances  of  street  railway  c(m- 
panles.  but  cities  grow  not  because 
but  in  spite  of  thern.  If  Duiuth  were 
('ependent  on  the  district  east  of  the 
point  of  rocks  for  its  growth,  that 
growth,  if  there  were  any.  could  be 
amply  cared  fcr.  Duiuth  is  looking  for 
a  greater  growth,  a  growth  th.at  must 
result  from  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  factories  and  docks  that  must 
be  built  west  of  the  Point  of  Rocks, 
where     the    cnlv    sites       are    available. 


Even  in  the  West  end,  the  factory 
sites  are  few.  but  when  the  ore  docks 
are  passed  in  a  trip  west.  West  Duiuth 
stretches  out  its  level  expanses  and  In- 
vites construction  of  factories  and 
spur  tracks  that  will  bring  prosperity 
to  the   city. 

Dock  %\\tn. 
Duluth'p    dock    space    Is    limited    and 
when  the  limit  now  in  view  Is  reached,

Cieneiailv  trading  in  the  last  week 
hat.  been  of  a  lioliday  character.
